Emperour.Galba commendimg their zgale to the good of the Empire and ac= 
cepting the ſubſtance refuſed the name, tearming himſelfe Lieutenant of 
the Senate and people of Rome,Next care was to muſter more men, to make 
good the reuolt . the cuntrey vvas pret,and ſouldiers came in of all handes, 
new Legions and Ayaes vvere enrolled, and to helpe at aneede,aſhippe of 
eAlexandrialaden with armor ,worthout mafter without mariner, without - 
paſtenger,arruedat the port:which accident, beſides that the wrecke came 
in in good ſeaſon, increaft to the cauſe reputation, as though againſt Nero 
the gods had furniſhed weapons from heauen, Then he ordemedacounſell 
forme of a Senate eleftedout of the chiefeſt and graueſt men of hit traine,and_. 

a garde of young gentlemen to watch and warde at his lodging he publiſheth 
edits, e5 ſendes them abroade toenery prounce,exhorting them all to take 
armes,C7- concurre in common againſt the common enemie. Many reuolted 
FiNer 65 came to the ſide:M.Salumns Otho with the firſt, then Lieutenant 
of < Portingall, bringing has tewels es plate,which Galba made into money, *Lyfizaniz 
Tn high Germame ,the ſoldiers conſidering the weakeneſſe of Nero;that 
France had alreadte rebelled;t hat Spaine made a Prince; that the reſt of the 


 cuntretes were likelie tofollow,, if not all for the ſame , yet all againſt Nero; 


viewing their owne forces and firength now united, which before lay dife 
perſed mtroupes and in bandes, ſtrangers to Galba,and greatly diſdaining 
that one ſample Hxgion ſhould impoſe thema Prince , finallie concluded to 
make tt their benefite,atd beſtow the Empire themſelues . A fit man they 
needed not ſeeke farre off: Verginius Rufus the Lieutenant , though of 4 
gentlemans houſe, and no higher, m ſtrength of bodte , matters of attt- 
on , and all other things excelkd Galba. in birth what if Galba were 
better > Catulus the toppe of his kinne fled diſhonourablic awate in the 
Cumbrian vvarre, vvhere Marws , baſeher borne then Verginius , wor- 
thilie ftucke to it, and ſaued the ſtate., Hereupon they goe,and breake downe 
rumultuouſly the images of Nero, ſaluteVerginius Prince, inſeribing his 
name inthe banners , Vergimus ſeeing the matter growe to atumult and 
being vnable toreſit ther violence ,ſhewed toyeeld in ſome degree againſt 
Nero,but not for himſelfe nuch leſſt any other named abroade.For hu part 
hee ſaied he hadno neede of the plact, which allmen beſide ſo greatly deſrred: 
por was not to ſuffer but ſuch as by order of Senate (hould be appointed. that 
they were the men, to whom that deftion belonged, whoſe right hee would 
wrelic EP vyhomſotuer. The elder; being in part thus ap= 
peaſed, he commanaes the mſcriptionto be defaced, and with his whole ar- 


mie entreth France, pretenging to warre againſt Vindex . The citty of Be- 
zanſon which firfI refuſed to receiuehmbe ſtraightwaybeſeegeth V index

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to ſaccour the towne and lem the ſiege, or bid bum battaile, if it might be no 
better, with twenty thouſand men commeth againſt him , Lying encamped 
not farre aſunder, there paſſed letters betweene them: whereupon they ſe- 
cretely met and conferred togither , none els being preſent of nerther ſide. 


| - Therr concluſion was frendly,doubtleſſe to rome «9%. Nero:ſome thought, 


zo ſet downe Galba alſo; and it was not onlikelie . Thus departing as 
frendes,ech to his campe, Vindex ſecure as ma quarrell alreadie compoſed, 
and tlothing attending leſſe then the ſhocke , meaning toenter the towne, 
and repoſe his armie , with all bis men made towards the gates. The ſoul- 
diers of Germanie lymg at the walles , and percetumg the armie approche, 


 miarchmg a4 it cemed,direttly vpon them,not priuy to their Generals pur= 


poſe,or not willing to looſe (0 faure an occaſion,ranne out without biddrng, 
and fallmg pon themat runawares and mdiſarray,not able ona ſodaine 
to remedie the errour, as mennewly trained, and vnexpert in warre, ſlew 
them al n a maner and potled the cariage Vindex ſeemg the nlucke ſuc- 
ceſſe of this wnlooked for battaule , hauig loſt in a maner the flowre of all 
France, ſupeifing fraude of Verginins ſide,as though he ment toentrappe 
him,and ſende him to Nero, ranne himſelfe vpon his owne fworde . manie 
comming after beſtowed their blowes yponthe dead carcaſe, ſeeking a cous, 
lour for praiſe or rewarde if Nero preuailed, After this ſlaughter, the ſold:- 
ers preſſed Vergirlſes againe to accept of the Empire , and embaſſages came 
almoſt from euery quarter requirmg the ſame, with aſſured I of all 
Poſſible aſſiſtance, ifnotyreadie to"returneto Neroes obedience : but Ver- 


ginius bewailing the heauie miſhappe of his onfortunate frende, reiefleth

gions,rootedin the Empire by fower a:{centsof anceſtours , and fourteene 
Jeares continuance of rtugne, not pon priate diſparre toſet in combuſtts 
on the tate not to reuenge diſgrace or dſhonour, not to eſtabliſh his owne ſo- 
weraignety, things whith haue mooueamo#t men to attempt ;but to redeeme 
his cuntrey from tyranny and bondage which onely reſpett he regarded [6 .

Of UVindex rewolt the firſt newes came to Nero at Naples, as

to ſet , that hee vvould not colichſafe once to tntermite his accuſto- | 


med pattimes and pleaſures , but rather ſeemed to retoice , and eme 
brace the occaſion, as fallmg out fittlie to conuert to his cofers by the 
law of armes the ſpoile of ſo large and /o welthy a cuntrey: at ſupper 
alſo receming more letters of freſher aduiſe , and certamer danger, he 
wiſhed them onelie ull chance, which thut by rebellng had troubled hit 
' drinching , and ſo for exght dares hee neither wrote letter, nor gaue 
out order for anie diſpatch . © At length through Vinaex eaitis., ſo 
| thicke and ſo biting, beting awaked, hee warned the Senate by. let- 
ter to auenge his cauſe, and the common wealthes, excuſing his ab- 
ſence by reaſon of ſickneſie « In inaex edifts , ſupporting the reft 
atientlie, one: thing aboue all troubled him mot, that his slll was 
- dmpeached m playing : wherein hee thought ſurelie there was not his 
 peere; efiſoones demaunding of them about hum, whether,without flat- 
terie, they knew anie in that profeſſion more skyifull then him, by.this 
then ſo manifeſt an -ontrueth, in an arte that hee had ſo painſullre la- 
 boured, ſo perfittlie learned, heewvilled them to efleeme of the reſt , The 
| Senate, receiuing the letters, flattering and fearing , adrudged Vindex 4 
traitour , the ſelfe[ame men which ſoone after beſtowed the like -vpon Ne- 
70, * But urged by newes upon newes, at laſt na fright bee repaired to 
Rome : Vvhere not calling Senate, nor people together , but ſome princ4- 
pall mentothe Palace at an unſeaſonable houre of the night , as zo 
conſult of urgent affaires, hee ſhewed them certaine conceits, and new 
ſtrange deuiſes of muſicke by vvater inſtruments, dycourſmg of the ma- 
ner and difficultie of eche, and that hee had founde out a wate tomake 
them ſounde both fweeter and lowder , and ſhortlie ment to produce 
them im ſtage, if Vindex ey or him leyſare to doe 1t ; But hea- 
- ring Aer alba. and Spaint had rebelled , hee tare his clothes, beat 
bis heatt, and vvould in nowiſe receiue anie comfort , tull ſuch time 
as the Senate by decree had declared Galba enemie to the ſtate, Then

malefattours brake thorow vvell enough and eſeapedthe danger. 

While matters thus paſted in France and at Rome, in Spaine Galbaes fol- 
diers in part were in termes to forſake him,and hardlyreclaimed, About the 
ſame tumg alſo afreedmanof Nero had beſtowed vpon Galba a preſent of 
bondmen prepared for a pratt;ſe : who according to their mſtruttions wat- 
ching opportunities , as Galbabya narrow paſſage entred the bath , v/ing 
their toungs,when time was, for hands, and exhortingone another not to let 
ſrppe the occaſion , were ſodainhe apprehended, and being examined what 
occaſion they men! , aud put to the racke confeſſed the treaſon . Anone after 
theſe hazards ſo hardlyeſcaped,the newes came toGalbaofVindex death, 
and that vpon ſo great a vittorie moſt men vvere vvillng Vergmins ſhould 
zake the Empire vpon him,or els would returne to Nero apaine , Galbaex- 
tremelie afraide writes to Verginins , beſeeching him moſt inſtantly to tone 
#n defence of the hbertie and Empire of Rome: him{elfe notwithſtanding at 


deſtitute and forlorne,and wearie of the world that wvent ſo againſt him, 


leaumg ViniusLieutenant in the armiegretireth to Clumia,repenting of that 
hee had done , and wiſhing agame his priuate eftate , as though in this caſe 
there were anie meane betweene hieft and nothing. T hus being diſtreſſed and 


 enguiſht in minde without any care of himſelfe or the cake, in very good ſeas 


fon comes Icelus his freedman from Rome mſeuen daies thither , reporting 
that Nero bemg yet aliueybut not to be founde,the ſoldier,the Senate ex peo= 
had pronounced Galba Prince,that ſtraight thereupon Nerowas ſaied 
zo bee /laine, but himſelfe not beleeumg it went tothe place ſaw him lie dead, 
and ſo came his way. T wo dates after V/inius came from the campe,declaring 
zo his the particular points of the Senates decree. Galba receintng the 
ewes with great 10y,as greatly aboue expetZation, priuledgeth Icelus to 
weare golde rings , aduanceth Vinius to chiefe place in credit about him: 
and laying aſide the name of Lieutenant aſrumeth the title of Cſar, preſer= 
reth Cornelius Laco to be captaine of his garde, &#/ tudging his preſence ne- 
ceſsary to ſettle the ſtate,giueth out order for bus viage to Rome with hit ar- 
mie by lande.

Thus Nimphidius,ſonne to Niniphidia 
alibertine an olde ſeruant in court and Martianus a fencer, ſeere; _ 
red to the Empire, vvorking in Rome by certaine grations Women and Se» 
natours, and ſending to Spaine Gellianus one of his frendes toeſpre the pro» 
ceedings andattions of Galba, IEEE 


Macer in Africke.the ſtate betng troubled puſtered men, and pretended 


for himſelfe:but being for auarice andcruelty hatedextremely, and finding 
zo follower-s,could netther maintaine it vvith ſtrength nor leaue it vvith

lieutenaunt anone to his maſter, afterthat Othoby ſundry ſpee- 
ches, and much priuate conference, perceauedthemto be craf- 
ey, and bould, fir for his purpoſe, he ladesthem with rewardes in 
hande, but much morewith promiſes to come; giuing themmo- 
neytoaſſayrheminds of moe of their fellowes: and ſotwo com- 


mon ſouldiers rooke yponthem to tranſferre the Empire of the 


people of Rome, and accordingly perfourmedit indeed. Few 


were by them madepriuyto the principall purpoſe, and they by 
diuerſe deuiſesincited the houering mindesof thereft; drawing 
into the aſſociation the chiefe ofthe ſouldiers preferred by Nym- 
phidius, as being ſuſpect rothepreſent eſtare; the meaner ſort, 
andthe reſt, by meanes of the anger and diſpleaſure conceaued 
ypon defpaire of their donatiue fo often differred: ſome alſo 
there were, whom the memory of Nero, and delire of former 
licence did mooue: in generall all were afraide they ſthoulde 
finde a chaunge in the fruice . This contagion infected alſo 
the Legions, and Aydes,whoſe faith was weakenedalready,when, 
as they heard their fellows of Germany had lefttheir allegeance, 
And fo ready were the bad torebell, yeathe goodto difſemble, 
that ypon the fourteenth of Ianuary , they had determined, as

TN the meanetime Otho ſent to Vitellius many letters ſpiced 
with womanilh perſwaſions,and4offringhimmoney and cou n- 
tenance,and whatplace of reſt hewould chuſe to paſſe therein his 
prodigalllife: Virellius quirhim againe with the like; at thefirſtin 
mild rermes,with fonde and vncomely difſembling on borh ſides: 
afterwardein ſcolding maner, obieQing echto the other vicious 
life, and villanous actes-neither amifſe, Othoreuoking the Em- 
bafſage which Galba had ſent, ſendeth anew in thename ofthe Se- 
nate to boththe Germanarmies,the Italian Legion, and compa- 
nies which remainedat Lions. The Embaſſadours that went ſtaied 
vithVirellius, being as itſeemed quickly intreated, and willingly 
with-holden.Thoſe oftheGard,which Otho had asfignedein ſhew 
to attend vpon the Embaſſadors, were turned home again,nor ſuf- 
feredto haue conference withthe Legions:Fabius Valens ſendeth 
withal apacketinthe name of the German army to the Prztorian, 
and Vrban cohorrs,extolling the ſtrength of the ſide, and offring 
amity; blaming them beſide, inthatthey did conuertvpon Otho 
thetitle of the Empire, whereof Vitellius had fot long before the 
rightful poſſesſion.Sowere they with threars and promiles dou- 
bly afſayed,as being inwarre notable toſtand,inpeacenotlikelie 
to looſe:norwithſtanding the Prztorians perſiſted for Otho.Plots 
alſo werelaicd for priuy attemprs:Otho ſent ſome into Germanic,

Clodius Macertowarre, and euidently endeuoured to75 famiſh 
of Rome: afterwardſhe maried a Confull, and had the 
odwill,and good word of al the whole city, vithurt and vntou-

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to practiſe againſt Vitellius perſon, and Vitellius ro Rome againſt 
Othoes.both miſſed of their purpoſe: the Vitellianiſts miſsed the 
puniſhment, ſcaping vnſpyed,as in ſo greateamulitude ofmen, 
whereno body knowethnor marketh another:but Othoes men,a- 
mong ſuchas knew ech other, were quickly bewrayed, as ſtraun- 
gers. Morcouer Vitelhiuswrote lettersto Tirianus Othocs bro- 
ther,threatening the death ofhim and his ſonne,ifhis mother and 
TowinofV- childrentookeany harme:and ſo? both the houſes continueden- 
us, tier;forfeare peraduenture in Othoes time, but Vitellius becing 
conquerour,and withourtſuch abridle, caried away the vndoub- 
ted commendation ofclemency.

HEfirſt advertiſement whichput Otho in courage was out of 

Illyricum,that the Legions of Dalmatia, Pannonia and Mce- 

ſia had ſworne vnto Ts like was reported of Spaine,and CJu- 

uius Rufus by publicke edi& ſolemnely prayſed;and by and by it 

was certified thatSpaine had reuolted toVitellius. Aquitanialike- 

' wiſe,though hauing receyued the oth tro Othotendered by Tulius 
Cordus,remained not long in obedience: fidelity or loue bare no 
where ſway:by feare and forcethey changed to and fro. The ſame 
feare brought to Vitellius the prouince of Narbo,a getle paſſage, 

andeaſily made,ynto the nearer &ſtronger. The prouinces which 
were far of,&althe armies ſeuered by ſea,remained at Othoes de- 
uotion,not for loueto the ſide,but - nameofthe city, &ſhewof 
the Senate did greatly coitenance,8 cred the cauſe: and he had 
firſt poſſeſſed their mindes, asbeingthe former in ſpeech.

tet with competent iourneyes ; the ſcuenth lately gathered by 
Galba,thercſt ancient, the eleuenth and thirteenth,and the four- 
tcenth greatly renowned for their ſeruiceinrepreſsing<the Brit- 
tithrebellion;and Nero hadencreaſcd their glory,dchuſing them 
outasthe moſt ſpecial men:whereuponthey remained long faith- 
full roNero,and were great fauourers of Othoes proceedings. 
Buttheſe Legions the moreſtrength and forces they caricd with 
them, the more confidenttheywere, and conſequently the low- 
erin comming faerward : the< Auxiliary cohorts and wings came

Forvpon hatred againſt Otho, he determined with 
the ſtrength ofthe ilande,to aideVitellius;an aide vaine and tono 
purpoſe cuen ifit had ſucceeded. Whereups callingthe principal 
men oftheilande,heedeclareth his meaning,and commaundeth 
Claudius Phirrhicus maſter of the galleyes there, and Quinttius

the whole honor ofthe warreſhould fall ypon him, he haſted with 
greater ſpeede then good counſell,to recouer his'glory. About 
14 14twelue miles fro Cremona.ataplace called Caſtores,heplaceth 
ſecretly inthe woods,ioyning vpon the hye way, ofhisbeſt Auxili- 
ary IBATIPrr horſemen to goe out further, &ſo 
hauing begunthe skirmiſh to giue backe &retire,drawing on the 
enemy to follow inthe heate ofthe chace,vnrilthe ambuſh ſhould 
riſe: thatpurpoſe was bewraiedro Othoes commaunders.Paulli- 
nuswas General of the foote,& Celſus ofthe horſe. The Vexilla- 
riesofthethirteenth Legion, fower Auxiliary cohorts,& fiue hun- 
s« dreth horſe were lev intheleft batrell; inthe middle 5 three 
Prztorian cohorts, rancked {traitlytogether, kepr their ſtanding 
 yponthehye way:inthe gh bartel the firſt Legion marched, ac- 

companied with two Vexillary cohorts,&fiuehundreth horſe : & 
out ofthe Prztorian & Auxiliaries wereled athoufand horſe, for 
anouer meaſure iffortune hapned togo ontheir lide,or otherwiſe

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"ol ſupply.if they thould be diſtreſſed, Beforetheioining the Vitelli- 
aniſtsrurncd their backs, & Celſus,vnderitidingthetraud,repre(- 
ſed his men. The ambulh riſing vp raſhly,as Celius gaue groid,to- 
lowed fo fartil they were circauentedthemficlues:. tor onthe fides 
werethe cohorts, &the Legion tomeete theminface,&the horſe- 
men ſodainlyranging outhad encloſed their backes, Syrtonius 
Paullinusatthe firſt delaied ſometime togiue to his foote-me the 
ſigne ofthe bartaile: for being a perſau naturally ſlow,& one who 
liked much better wary courſes with reaſon,then happy by chace, 

he commanded the dnches firſt tobe filled, the fielde robe made 

, openand ealy of paſſage, the battalions tobe diſplaied, ſuppo- 
{ing it ſeaſonable enough to begin then to overcome others, 
whenas order was take they could not be ouercomethemſelues. 

By meanes of that delay ſpace was giuento Vitellius mento flee 
intothe vines, whereby reaſon of the branches wrappedand knit 
one in another, itwas troubleſome to follow; and a little woud

tended ſometreaſon; whereas the Othonians had, onthe other 
ſide,committed to ward lulius Fronto his brother, a Tribune, vp- 
oncolour ofthe ſame crime. Burintruethcuery wherethe teare 

was ſo great, in thoſe whichfled, in thoſe which met them, inthe 

field and atthe campe, that ynlefle Suetonius Paullinus had ſoun- 

ded the retrayr,not ſuffering his men to followthe vitory, irwas 
commonly talked on both {ides, thar Czcina might haue beene 
deſtroied with his whole army . Paullinus pretended thathce was 
afcard,leſt, beſide ſo muchrrauaile and ſogreart aiourney, the Vi- 

rellian ſouldier ſhould haue iſſued foorth of theircampe treſh a- 

gainſt his menbeing tired, no ſupply remaining behind,ifir fortu-

For before agreatand 
hoare mutinee had happened our, which I will now ſet downe 
fromthe beginning, albeirnot inhispropercime, becavſcit was 
not conuenient to interruptthe courſe of Cxcinacs ations, The 
cohortes of Batauians,which in the warre ofNeroweredeparted 
- fromthe fourteenth Legion, and intheir returne towarde Britan- 
nic, hearing of Vitellius attemptin the countrey of Lingones,had 
joyned themſclucs,* as before we haue ſhewed, to FabiusValens, 
began to waxeproud andinfolent, vanting and braving as they 
cametothetentes of any of rhe Legions, thatthey were the men 
which had overruled the fourteenth Legion, bereaucd Nero. of 
Italy: thatinthcir handes alone lay all To fortuine and whole ſuc- 
cefſ. of thiswarre . That ſeemed contumelious to the ſouldier,

wranglings and brawlings corrupted. Ar the laſt Valens , by 
theirinſolent behauiour ſuſpeting perfidiouſneſle alſo, receiuing 
aduiſe, thatthe wing of the Treueri and Tungrians were beaten 
by Othoesfleete, andthatthe prouinceof Narbon was in ſome 
dangerof inuaſion, partlyyponacareto defend his friendes and 
allies, and partly vpon militare pollicy to diſperſe theſe Bataui- 
ans ſo mutinoully affected, and of fo =o {trengrhit they remai- 
ned together, commaunded part of the cohorts to goeand re- 
lieuethem. Which thing whenitwas heard and noyſed abroad, 
the Auxiliaries mourned, the Þ Legions ſtomacked, lamenting 
they ſhould bedepriuedin ſucha time of ſo mainean aſsiſtaunce

and ſafety of the ſtate , why did they not all followe thither? 

' bur if the accompliſhment of the victory , the ſtrength and ſtay 

of the cauſe: conſiſted in Italie , what reaſon then to breake 

off, as it were, the ſoundeſt and ſtrongeit limmes from the bo- 

die? ypon theſe and the like preſumpteous ſpeeches, whenas 

Valens by ſending his ſergeauntes amongthem, went about to 

corre their ſeditious behauiour, they offred violence to him- 

ſelfe , threwe ſtones, and forcing him to flee , followed after; 

and crying, that the ſpoile of France, the goldeof Vienna, and 

the price of theirlabours was by him embezeled, and hid,they 

ſpoiled his cariage , they pearced and ſearched his pauilions, 

and the very grounde it ſelfe with their lances and dartes: for 

Valens himſeltc in a bondemans apparell lay vnknowen in the 
L415, tent of an vnder-captaine of horſemen . Then Alphenus Va- 
BREE: -: . _ rusthe Campe-maſter,perceauing the heate of the mutinee paſt, 
| % and the ſouldiers by lirtle and lirtle to growe colder, adioyneth 
#5 Oy a pollicie thereunto: *5 forbidding the Centurions to meddle 
- with ſearching and peruſing the watch, and omitting to ſound 
| the trumpet, by which the ſouldier is called to his charge. 
Whereupon they ſtoode all amazed, looking one on another, 
aſtoniſhed and diſmayed to ſee themſclues thus without head, 

_ ordireQion: and fo with filence and patience, and laſtly with 
teares and intreatic beſought pardon of their offence . But 
whenas Valens came foorth aboue all expeRation aline, wee- 
ping and badly arttired,then was there ioy and compalsion, and 

a generall favouring of the man: and chaunging their former 
afte&tions into gladneſle, as the common fort is in both with- 
out meaſure,they caried him inthemiddeſtof the Standerds and 
enſcignes, withpraiſcs and gratulations,to the Tribunall . Va- 
t lens , vſing a profitable and diſcreete moderation, requirednor 
vz Ns © any onetobeeexecured for thistranſgreſsion; onelyinwordes

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brought of Czcinaes ouerthrowe, and the ſedition was almoſt 
_. renewcdagaine, as thoughby fraud and delayes of Valens they 
had bene kept backe,and comeſhortof the bartell. Whereupon 
refuſing to reſt any longer z without ſtaying for their Generall 
they marche forwarde , running before their enſcignes, and 
haſtening the enſcigne-bearers: and fo in all ſpeede 1oyne with 
Cxcina . Valens was alſo diſliked and generally blamed in 
the armie of Czcina ; who pretended themſclues to bee ag- 
greeued, that they were left, being fo farre inferiour in num- 
ber, as apfay to the whole, power of the enemies; highly ex- 
tolling withall the ſtrength of the other army, partly to excuſe 
themſclues, and partly to flatter theirfellowes, leſtas conque- 
red and cowardly perſons they ſhoulde bee deſpiſed of them: 
and albeit Valens had more forces, almoſt double number of Le- 
gionsand Aides tothe other, yetwerethe goodwilles ofthe ſoul. 
dicrsmore inclining to Czcina,beſide curteſte, wherein he excel- 
Jed the other,by reafon alſo ofhisflorilhing age, and ralneſle of 
ſtature,and vppon a certaine yaine fauour of men . Hereupon 
there grew emulation berweene the two generalles.Cxcina con- 
eemned the other, as a lewde perſon of life and criminally no- 
ted : Valens ſcoffed at himas beingproude and vaineglorious: 
bur reſeruing their hatred in ſecretethey ioyned openly both in 


the common cauſe, by many letters, withoutreſpe& ofpardon, 


obieQing to Otho his infamous life; whereas the Generalles of 
Othoes ide, notwithſtanding the argument yeelded that way 
moſt plentifull matter, abſtained from all reuiling ſpecches a- 
vainſt Vitellius : and in trueth before theirendes, which on O- 
thoes ſide was moſt commendable, of Vitellius moſt ignomini- 
ous, the drowſy pleaſures of Virellius were feared lefle,thenthe 
| hoatburning luſtes ofOtho: and beſide, the death of Galbahad 
made Otho moreterrible, andmore odious: contrarily no man 
charged Vitellius with beginningthe warre. Vitelliusin exceſle 
| &bellicheere was an enemy to himſelfe: Otho in rior,cruelty, au- 
 daciouſneſſe, reputed moredangerousto theſtate,

T HE forcesof Czcina and Valens being ioyned together,the 


Vitellianiſts refuſed not any longer to endthe cauſe n n _ 
attell, 
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* Nor at Bebri- 
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battell.. Otho propoſed the matter in councell, whether way 
were more expedient,toprolong the warre, or clsto pur it by and 
by tothe fortuneof a fielde. ThenSuetonius Paullinus, eſtec- 
medthe moſt experte man oftharage in militare affayres, ſuppo-' 
ſingit agreeableto his fame & renowne, to diſcourſe of the whole 
maner of proceeding inthis warre,ſtoode vp,8& declared his opi- 
nionto bee; that making of haſte was profitable forthe enemy, 
and delaying for them.thatalthe hoſtof Vitellius was come, cer- 
raine ſinall forces remaining behinde, which could not conueni- 
ently be remoued fromthe banke ofthe Rhene, forfeare of inua- 
ſion of thoſe fierce nations: eſpecially Fraunce ſtanding alſo in 
ſometearmes ofrebellion:the ſoulGier in Britannie had his hands 
full of the enemy there, and was alſo ſtopped by the ſea: that 
Spainc hadno greatſtore of ſouldiers: the prouince of Narbon 
was frighted, by reaſon ofthe late inuaſion by ſea, andthe over- 
throw which they recciued; and that portion of Italic beyonde 
the Po, now in the poſſeſsionof the enemy, was waſted with the 
paſſage of theirarmy, and hauing no helpeby ſea, and by lande 
ſhut in withthe Alpes,couldnotbe relicucd fromabroad: ſo that 
they could no-where haue corne fortheirmen, and an hoſt with- 
out prouiſion could not bee entertained. Nowe the Germans, 
whichof allthe enemies were moſt terrible , hauing foggy and 
wateriſh bodies, would not, if the warre were prolonged to the 
ſommer, be able roendure the change of the ſoile, and the avyre. 
that many armies whoſe fury atthe firſt ruſh couldnotbe reſiſted, 
by delayes & wearying out were brought vnto nothing.Contra- 
riwiſe they had all thinges themſelues, wellſtoared and well afſu- 
red vnto them: Pannonia, Mceſta, Dalmatia, the Eaſte, with their 
armies,whole and vntouched;[talic,and Rome the queene ofthe 
orld;the Senate and people,titles neuer darkenedthough ſome. 
times ouerihadowed: wealth priuate andpublicke, and infinite 
maſſes of money, which in ciuill diſſenſions is of greater force

Marius Celſus appro- 
ved the opinion of Paullinus, and certaine which were ſent to 
Annius Gallus (who was hurtewitha fall of hishorſe a few daies 

__before)todemaunde his aduiſe, brought woorde that hee alſo 
was ofthe ſame iudgement,, But Othowas willing tobring itro 
a barrell:his brother Titianus and Proculuscapraine ofthe Gard, 
haſtening vpon ignoraunce and lacke of kill, proteſted, that for- 
tune and all the gods, withthe godhead of Otho, fauouted the 
counfailes,and woulde without queſtion proſper the enterpriſe: 
deſcending rothis groſle kinde of flattery, leſt any ſhoulde dare 
rocroſſe their opinion. Afterthey had concludedto fight,a new 
doubraroſe, whether itwere better, thatthe Emperour ſhoulde _ 
withdrawe himſelfe, orelſe bepreſent inthe fielde inperſon : the 
ſelfeſame men raking alſo herein a wrong courſe, without any 
more oppoſition of Paullinus and Celſus, leſtthey ſhould ſeeme. 
tohazardtheir Prince roo venturoully,perſuaded him toretirero 
Brixellum;and fo being exempt from the doubtful eventes of the. 
field, toreſerue himſelte forthemaine chance ofthe ſtate. Thatday | 
was the beginning of ruineto Othoes ſide. For with him a valiant 
companie of Prztorian cohorts,of «pearemenand horſe depar- *Spiculaors 
ted away:and the reſt whichremained behinde were quite out of 
harte, as having no confidencein their Generals: and Otho, 
whom only the ſouldiers truſted, becauſe hetruſted none els but

N ſomewritersIfinde itrecorded, thatthe armies, either ha- 

uing in horrourthe warre, or loathing both Princes, whoſe 
ſhames and diſhonours were daily = Jar more notoriouſly 
abroade, conſulted among themſclues to ſurceaſe theconten- 
tion, andthat either they by common conſent ſhould chuſe a 
newe Prince, or referre it ouerto the Senats appointment: and 
thartherefore the Generalsof Othoes fide, namely Paullinus, 
had counſailed to delay and protradt, hoping it would fall yp- 
on him, as becing the moſt auncient Conſulare,a famous Com- 
mander, and one thatinthe warres of Britanny had wonne great 
glory andname, Formy part, although 1 could beeinducedto 
grankthart ſome fewe peraduenture ſecretely wiſhed quietneſle in

Hen '7 Otho was goneto Brixellum, Titianus his brother «7 
caried the countenance and title of General;Proculus cap- 
taine ofthe Gardethe power and authority:Paullinus and Cel{us, 
whenas nomanemploycd their wiſedome & skill, were capraines 
only fornameſake and to be entitledto other mens faults:the Tri 
bunes and Centurions, ſeeing the better contemned, &the wort 
ſortincredit, were doubtfull of the euent: the ſouldier notwith- 
ding was full of courage and heart, yet ſuch as had rather con- 
ſtrue then execute his Generals commaundementes. . It was re- 
ſoJued, that the campe ſhould remoue forward, and ſitdowne 
ina place fower miles of from Bebriacum , ſo without reaſon 
and skill, thatalthough it was ſpring time of theyearc, and fo 
many rivers about them, yet were they diſtreſſed for water. 
There it was diſputed whether the bartrell were to bee giuen

Whi- 

leſtthe Legions caſt lots concerningrtheir orderin marching to 

the field,the horſemen iſſuing outcharged, &were beaten backe 
very trangely,by Othoes men being fewer innumber, eueninto 

_ thetrenches, had not theTtalian Legion manfully drawen their 

ſwords,and by feare forced themtoreturne and make head vpon 

the enemy againe. The Vitellian Legions were ordered andputin 

array without tumult or feare: forthe buſhes and thickers tooke a 

way theſightofthe enemy,albeithe were neare.Contrarily in O- 

thoes army the Generals with feare were putout oftheir skill; the 

ſouldiers neither louednortruſted their Generals; the wagons 
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andidle followers ofthe camptroubled the works of the ſoldiers, 
being contuſedly mingled amongſtthem; &fhe hye way deepely 
ditched on both ſides was too narrow for afi army,though march- 
ing without feare ofthe enemy : ſome ſtopde about, ſome ſought 
their enſeignes,on cuery ſidethere was confuſed noiſe of me rii- 
ning & crying:and asech was guided Þy boldnes or feare,ſo pre(- 
{cd he forward into thefirſt ranckes yor retired into the laſt, Their 
mindes being in this ſorte ſtriken with a ſodaine terrour, a talle- 
ly furmifed joy abated their fierconeſle:for ſome there were which 
vntruly gaue out, that the armyM\vas reuolred from Vitellius.That 
rumour whetherit was diſpgfſed abroadeby Virellius ſpyes, or 
roſc otherwiſe among Othoes men, whether by frawd or chance, 
itis not certainly. knowen/buthowſocuer,thereupon the Othoni- 
ans laying afide all edgeto fight,inſteede thereof profered after a 
friendly ſortto ſalute rhem, bur were with vnfriendly murmure 
intertained againe: which ſalutation gaue cauſe to many of their 
owne fide, thatwere ignorant of the rumour, to feare treaſon.

Vitellian army lodged fiue miles from Bebriacum,the Generalles 
notdaring thatday toattemprtthe enemies campe: and beſide a 
voluntary yeelding was hoped for: where albeitthey couldenor 
entrench, as men that went out lightly appointed and onely to 
fight, yettheir weapons inhande, and the victory they lately ob- 
rained, was a ſufficient defence, The day following thoſe of O- 
thoesmen which had madeſhew of moſt courage, repenting and 

celding, the whole army with one accorde ſent an Embaſſage 
ro the Vitellianiſts. The Virellian Generals without any queſti- 
on graunted them peace: onely the Embaſſadours were ſtaied 
there for aſeaſon, whichbred a {cruplein the minds of the other, 
not knowing whether they had obtayned as yet or not their re- 
queſt: but anone,the Embaſlage returning, the campewas ſer v- 
pen.Then boththe conquered and conquerers,breaking outinto 
weeping, witha wofull joyfulneſle , dereſted rhe miſery of ciuill 
difſenſions: and meeting in the ſame tentes,ſome comforted their 
brethren, ſometheir friendes which werewounded. Hopes and 
rewardes were doubtfull and in expectation alone: burials and 
mournings were certaine and ure before hand: neitherwas there 
any ſovoide ofmiſchaunce, thathad not tomourne for ſome bo- | 
dics death. The body of Orphidius the Lieutenant was ſought 
out,and buried with accuſtomed ſolemnity,& ſome few beſide by 
their friends: the reſt ofthe common ſortwere left on the ground,

Maricus(a ſhame to be ſpoken)a baſe fellowe among the Boians, fnnnea, 
counterfaiting new reuelations,dared to thruſt him(elfe forward bor: _ 
and trie his aduenture,and toproucke the Roman forces againſt Rome.t,Hiftp 
him:who pretending to be the ſetter of France at freedome,and a ”** 
god,(for ſo he intitled himſelfe)had drawnalready together eight 
thouſand men,and beganne towaſtthe frontiers ofthe AEdvans: 
but thatgraue and wilecity, aſſembling the choice of their youth 
with ſome of Vitcllius cohorts,diſcomfited thatfanaricall multi- 
eude. Inthat encounter Maricus was taken, and being caſt ro 
the wilde beaſts becauſe hewasnotdeuoured, the fottiſhpeople 
belecucd thathe could norbe hurte,vnrill ſuch time,as inthe pre- 
ſence of Virtellius afterward he was (laine: neither was there any 
further cruelty ſhewed toany ofthar confſpiracie, citherin body 
orgoods.

Of all matrers preſent that vexed Vitellius moſt, to ſee the 
vanquiſhed Legions retaine their ſtomackes vnuanquiſht: being 
diſperſedthorowlralietogether withthe winners, in all ſpeeches 
they ſhewed themſclues affeRed as enemies, and namely the 
fourteenth Legion; who' caried the greateſt ſtomacke of them 
all, denying that euer they were ouercome: thatin the barell 
at Bebriacumthe Vexillaries onely were put to flight, the ſtrength 
of the Legion being not preſent . Whereiore it was thought 
expedientto ſende them backe into Britannie , from whencethey 
werecalled by Nero; andinthe meanetime, that they and the co- 
horts of Batauians ſhould quarter together, by reaſon of the an- 
cient iarring betweenthem.Neither could they,hauing both wea- 
ponsin hande and hating echother ſo deadly,agree long toge- 
ther.

cighth, being welwillers of Otho, albeitthey were notpreſentar 
d5uer, yp the battell,bur only come forward to Aquileia ; atwhich place 
nor thez.Le- Miſuſing the meſſengers that brought worde of Othoes ouer- 
Snefhes.te EMIOWC, and tearing the banners wherein Vitellius name was in- 
ns pn {cribed,and laſtly raking a ſumme of money by violence and par- 


wn ting itamongſtthem, they ſhewed themſclues open enemics to

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che cauſe. Whereupon they feared diſpleaſure,and ypon feare des 
. viſed, tharthis kinde of dealing, whichto Virellius muſthaue nee- 
ded along and ſolemne excuſe, might ro Veſpaſianbeſervp and 
reckened as a fauourand benefit. Sothe three Marſian Legions, 
thus concurring in one, by letters inuited the Pannonian armieto 
the cauſc,or ifthey refuſed,prepared to force them.Inthat tumule 
Aponius Saturninus Lieutehantgeneral of Mceſia endeuoured to 
commira moſt wicked a&, ſending a'Centurion to murder Terti- 
us Tulianus Lieutenant of the ſeuenth Legion, vpon priuate grud- 
ges,pretending the publicke cauſe ofthe ſides. lulianus vnderſtan 
ding ofthe danger,& taking guides skilfulin the countrey,fled by 
the Seſerrs of Mceſta,beyondethe mouat Hemus, and afterward 
wasnot preſentin the ciuillwarre of the one ſide or other:protra- 
ding the iourney he tooke to Veſpalian by diverſe delaies, and as 
the occurrences were, making leſſe peede or more.But inPanno- 
nia thethirreenth Legion,and ſcuenth ſurnamed Galbiana,retai- 
ning the anger and griefe of the lofle at Bebriacum, withourany 
Ray ioined themſelues to Veſpaſian, at the incirementprincipally 
of Antonius Primus,a man attainted inlaw,&in Neroestimeccon « xa t4 
uicted of forgery,bur among other miſeries of warre and a trou- 4247: 
bled ſtate he recouered his place in the Senate, and by Galbawas 
madeLieutenant of the ſcuenth Legion. He was ſuppoſedto haue 
written diuerſe letters to Otho,offrin g his ſeruice for acapraine 
to the ſide;ofwhom being notregarded,he was notthat warre in a- 
ny employmentbutwhenas Vitelliusſtate beganne todecay,fol- 
Towing Veſpaſian he added greatwaightto the cauſe, being a man 
valiantof his hands,ofa ready wtterance, a cunning crafteſmaſter 
to make others odious, indiflenſions & murinees powerable, a yi- 
olent ſpoyler,a waſttul ſpender,intime ofpeace &quiet gouerne- 
ment inſupportable, inwarrenotto be contemned. The Mceſian 
and Pannonian armies,being thus ioyned together, drewanone 
the Dalmatian ſoldier, albeit the Lieutenaunts generall ſturred 
nothing at al. TitusFlauianus was general of Pannonia,and Pom- 
peiusSullanus ofDalmatia,two wealthy old men:but there wasin 
the countrey Cornelius Fuſcus theProcurator, amaninthe prin- 
cipalſtrengrh of his age,and of noble birth; whoin his firſt yeares 
ypon deſire of eaſe, had renounced hisplace in Senate, and after. 
wardebcing captaine of his colony infauour of Galba, by that 
meanes attained a Procuratorihip. This man,entring into the 
| MAY Tuy cauſe 
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cauſe for Veſpaſian, became aprincipall firebrande of the warre, 


| ſeeming todelitenot ſomuchin the rewards of perils,as in thepe- 


rilsthemſclues,and inſteede of certainties, wherewith he was an- 
cicntly indued,chuſingnew and doubttull yncertainties . Sohe 
aſſaiethto ſhake and ſturre vp wharſocuer there was any where 
diſcontented,writing into Britannyto the fourteenthLegion, into 
Spaineto the firſt,becauſe they both had ſtoode againſt Vitellius 
for Otho: letters alſo were ſentabroad into France: and ſoin one 
momentthere brake a great and mighty warre out, thelllyrian 
armies thus plainely reuolting, and the reſt incliningto followe, 
where fortune ſhould fauour.

ſteriry and ſtriftneſſe . Moreouer the Senatours and gentlemen 
chargedthetraine, who came out of the citty to meete him,ſome 
for feare, ſome for flattery ,thereſtand ſo all one afteranother 
for company, leſt they ſhould ſeeme to ſtay behinde when o- 
thersdid goe . Thither reſorted allo of the baſer ſort certaine 
wellknowento Vitellius by meanes of vahoneſt ſeruices, which 
intimepaſtthey had done him,as buffons, ſtageplayers and cha- 
retdriuers; with which kinde of reprochfull acquaintance he was 
delired wonderfully , Neither were the colonies onely or free 
rownes impoveriſhed by purueying of vittailes for ſo huge a 
company; butthe husbandmenthemſclues,&fieldes, the corne 
being now ripe, were ſpoiled and waſted as an enemie countrey., 
Many and cruell murders were committed by the ſouldiers a- 
mong themſelues, by reaſon of the iarring which continued be- 
tweenetheLegions and Aydes, euerſince the ſturreatTicinum: ' 
againſtthe pezantes,or any third party they agreed buttoo well:

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burthegreateſt laughter was ſeucnmiles fromthe city, Ar that 
place Vitellius diſtributed to his ſouldiers, accordingtothe fa-

and thecommon people, thatcame our of the citty to ſee it, had 
diſperſed themſclues rhroughoutthe whole campe. As the ſoldi- 
ers gaueno heede toſuch marters,certaine pleaſants, after a kind 
of homely ieſting, cutaway ſecretly theirbelts, and fpoiledthem 
thereof; asking in zybing maner,wherher they were gudedor no.

witneſſes of his lewde aQions, andall Italie beſide, thorow which 

he marched for drowſineſſe and riot notoriouſly. infamous ; not- 
withſtanding the common people which is voide of cares, and 

learned inone leſſon onely,withourdifference of truethand falſe- 
hoodetoffatter them in 453-06 nd; ſhowtesand wordes gaue 

their applauſe;& when hedenied the name of Auguſtus they cor 

 _ ſtrainedhimtotakeitby force,asyainely as before he had vaine- 
ears 1y refuſedir.By vertue ofhis High-prieſtſhippe herpubliſhed hise 
bumemg,iure( dict of ceremonies vpon the eighteenth of Iuly : which thing in 


Fe pore a citty which conſtruerh all thinges was taken for an ill ſigne, 


ww. day being of ancient time 33 accounted vnlucky,gbyreaſon of 33 
_ theouerthrowesat Cremera & Alia:{o ignorant hewas of al lawe 
humaneand divine, and ſo negligent were his frendes and ſer- 
uauntes, as that he ſcemed to haue none bur druncken perſons 
abouthim . Notwithſtanding in the 34 ele&tion of Conſuls he ** 
caricd himſelfe'in a kinde of equality, ſerioully affe&ing in the 
Theatre asa ſpeRatour, inthe Raceasapartaker,the fauour of 
| themeaneſt ſorte; things acceptable indeede and populare, if 
they had fprung from a yertuous roote; but the memory of his 
former life made them eſteemed baſe and diſhonourable . Hee 
came often intothe Senatc,cuen when ſmall matters were hand- 
led; and as once by fortune Heluidius Priſcus Prztor ele& 
had opined againſt a matter which Vitellius affe&ted, hee was in 
choleratthefirſt, butproceededno further, bur only topray aide 
at the Tribunes of the people againſt the contempt of his autho- 
rity. Whereupon Heluidiusfrends, who feared a deeper impreſ- 
ſion of angerinhisminde, goingabour to mitigate and make vp 
the matter,he anfweredthatitwas no new thing to ſee rwo ſena- 
: tours 
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roursinthe common wealth diſagree in iudgement: thathe allo * 


was wont ſometimes todiſſent from Thraſea. Many deridedthe 
_ impudency ofthe compariſon:others likeditwel,thathe had pic- 
ked outnot one of the powerable fauorites in court, but Thraſea 

z' rather for a patrerne of true glory,3P. Sabinus anduliusPriſcus 
wereconſtitutedcaprainesofthe Garde;Priſcus by Valensprefer 
ment, and Sabinus by Czcinacs.For Czcina and Valens diſpo- 
ſed of all the affaires of the Empire, leauing berweene themlit- 
tle authoritic or noneatallto Vitellius, and yet iarring and dif- 
agreeing rogether , aunciently enemies one to the other: bur 
the warre and the campe couered the rancour ſo ſo for a ſea- 
fon, whichnowe brake outand wasgreatly increaſed by theper- 
uerſe behauiour of frendes, and liuing together in a cirty ſo 
fruitfull co breede and nourith diſlikes; vhileſt they contendero- 
gether, and are compared by others in multitude of ſuiters and 
| followers,and greatneſle of traine; Vitellius diuerſely fauou- 
ring ſometimerhe one, ſometime the other:'as powerableneſſe 
isncuer ſure where itistoo exceſsiue ,. As for Vitellius, know= 
ing himto bee ſodainely mutable vppon cuery offence orflar- 
rerie , they contemned and feared him withall: nevertheleſſe 
whileſt the time was they ſerued themſelues, and gat houſes, 
gardens, andthe riches of the Empire into their handes; when- 
as the lamentable and indigent multitude of Noble men, whom 
Galba with their children reſtored ro their countrey, wds nor 
anie way relieued by the Princes liberalitie. Onely hee gran- 
ted them their former 35 right ouer their freedmen : a pointe 
acceptable to the chiefe men of the cittie , and nor diſallow- 
ed cuen of the meane forte: but thoſe ſeruile natures marred 
altogether the benefite thereof, hiding their money in ſecrete 
corners , or in great mens cofers ; and ſome of them paſſed 


to the ſeruice of the Prince, and became of more might then ' 


their maſters , Now as touching the ſouldiers , when- 
as the Prztorian campe 'was repleniſhed , the remainder 
which was verie greate, lodging in porches and temples ſcar- 
tered vppe and downe the whole towne , forgatre ro_knowe 
their enſeignes , to keepe watch and 7H , to harden 
them-ſelues. with labour and trauell : 'but drowned in the 
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pleaſures of the cirtie, and filthineſſe not to bee named, weake- . 


 nedtheirbodicswithidlenefle, andtheirminde with incontinent 
| liuing; 
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living: andlaſtly without any care at all of their owne healthma- 
ny quartered inthe peſtilent places of the Vatican, whereupon 
the death ofmany common perſons enſued: andthe Germans & 
Frenchmen lying by the Tiber, and being otherwiſe ſubiccte to 
diſeaſes, vtterly ouerthrew theſtate of their body,withroo much 
ſwimming ia the riuer, and impatience oftheate, Moreouerthe 
citty-ſouldicry was through vndiſcreetneſle or ambition corrup- 
red .. Sixteene Prztorian cohorts and foure vrban were enrol- 
led, containingathouſand menapicce . In preferring to thoſe - 
roomes Valens preſumed to beare greater ſtroake, as being the 
worthier man, and hauing redeemed Czcina himſelfe out of pe- 
rill: and in trueth by his comming thefide was reviued, and with 
ſo happy abartell he cancelled the hard opinion of his (low com- 
ming forward: andallthe fouldiers of lowe Germanie followed 
Valens and depended wholly vpon him: vpon which cauſes it is 
ſuppoſed thatCzcinaes faith beganne firſt to befleeting . Not- 
withſtanding Vitellius yeelded not ſomuch to the capraines, bur 
thathe yeelded much moretothe ſouldiers pleaſures: euery one 
choſe his owneplace of ſeruice : were he never ſovnworthy,ithe 
likeditbetterhee wasdepured tothe citty ſeruice: againe thoſe 
which werefit were ſuffered, ifthey liſted to remainein their for- 
mereſtate among the Legionary or Auxiliary ſoldiers: which di- 
uerſewere willing todoe being moleſted with ſickneſles, and nor 
able to endure the heat ofthe countrey.Notwithitanding the Le- 
gionsand Aydes weredrawen of their principall ſtrength, and 
the beauty of thePrztoriancampe blemiſhed, by this confuſion 
ratherthen choiſe of twenty thouſand out of the whole army. As 
Vitellius was making a ſolemne ſpeech, the ſouldiers required 
Aſtaticus, and Flavius,and Rufinus, captaines of Franceto be ex- 
ecuted, becauſe they had taken armes in Vindex behalte: neither 
did Virtellius reſtraine ſuch ſpeeches, beſides thathewas aman of 
weake reſiſtance by nature, knowing alſo thatthe day of hisdo- 
natiue was at hand, and the money wanting . Wherefore he 
granted liberally all other requeſts to the ſouldier: and to ſupply 
thardefe& the freedmen of the former Princes werecommanded 
to contribute, according tothenumber of their bondmen:where- 
_ as Vitelliuswithour other care, faue onely to waſt and conſume, 
builded vp ſtables for charet drivers, filled the Race with ſpeRa-

Bur | ry 

neither did Aponius write all , as a man atrighted with the ir a%ions 

ſodainneſle thereof, and beſide the frendes of Vitellius flatte- vous 

ringly ſought to extenuate and leſſen the matter: that it was wn 

but a mutince of one Legion alone; a matter of noe moment, 

ſeeing all other armies remained in obedience. After the ſame 

ſtile Vitellius alſo ſpaketo the ſoldiers, inueying againſtthe lately 

caſſed Prztorians, by whome hee affirmed falſe rumours were 

Tor , and thatthere wasnodanger of ciuill warre, ſuppreſſing 


e nameof Veſpalian, and ſetting vnderhand ſouldiers abroad

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n the rowne to reſtraine the ſpeeches of the common people: 
whichthing was a principall meanes to nouriſh the fame, Ne- 
uertheleflc he ſent for Aydes out of Germanie and Britannie, 
andthe Spaines, coldly and difſembling rhenecesſity: the Licu« 
tenants and prouinces on their partes vicd the like coldneſſe 
againe , Hordeonius Flaccus Lieutenant of Germanie ſuſpe- 
ding already the reuolt of Batauia,had awarre of his own to care 
and prouide for. Vetius Bolanus goucrnedin Brirannie, acun- 
trey neuer ſo in quiet, that hee could conveniently ſpare any 
number of ſouldiers: and beſide neither-of them were greatly 
faſt tothe fide. Out of the Spaines alſo ſmall haſt was made: at 
thattimethere was no Lieutenant generall there, but onely the 
Lieutenants of three Legions, of equall autoritie; who as in Vi- 
rellius proſperity they would haue contended who ſhould haue_ 
bene formoſt, ſo now in his declining eſtate they equally drew 
backe.In Africkethe Legion and cohorts leuyed by Clodius Ma- 
cer, and ſtraightwaies diſmiſſed by Galba, beganne by Vitel- 


' lius commaundementto reſume their ſeruice againe: and with- 


all the whole youth of the prouince voluntarily gaue in their 
names to be ſouldiers : for 3 Vitellius had gouerned as Pro- 38 
conſull there with good integrity and liking, Veſpaſian with as 
much infamie and hatred of the cuntrey; and accordingly our 
allies preſumed,rthey would cary themſclues in the Empire: but 
the triall was otherwiſe . And at the beginning Valerius Fe- 
ſtus the Licutenant furthered faithfully the endeuours of thoſe 


_ of the province: but anone hefaultred, in letters and edi&s 0- 


penly pretending Vitellius,and with ſecrete meſſages intertay- 
ning Veſpaſian; meaning todefende the onefide, orthe other, 
according as they ſhould happen to proſper. Some Centuri- 
ons and ſouldiers were taken inRhcetia and France withletters 
and edits of Veſpaſian about them, and being ſent toVirelli- 
us were ſlaine : but more eſcaped pasſing vndiſcouered by the 
ſetretneſle of frendes,or bytheir owne ſhifting, Sothe prepa- 
rations of Vitellius were knowen abroade: Veſpaſians purpo- 
ſeswerefor the moſtpart vnknowen, partly through the negli- 
gence of Vitellius, and partly becauſe the Pannonian Alpes 
were kept with garriſon, which ſtayed all meſſengers: and atſea

miesvponthe frontiers of Ttalie, and feareful meſſages from 
euery quarter, commandeth Ctcina and Yalensto make ready 
forthe warre, Czcina was ſent before, but Valens ſtayed be- 
hinde by reaſon of his weaknefle in body, being lately recouered 


' of adangerous ſiekneſſe. Nowe the Germanarmy going our 


of the citty madea farre other ſhew then it did at theentry. No 
quickneſſe appeared in their bodies,no courage intheirmindes; 
marching (lowly and thinnely: the armour decayed, the horſes 


voluſty: the ſouldicr impatient of the ſunne,the duſt, and thewea-. 


ther;and the more dull roſuſtainetrauell,the apterro murin. And 


beſide,the qualities of Czcinawroughtno ſmallpreiudice to the 
- cauſe:his ambirious and populare procceding,an old fault of his: 


a fluggiſh and dull diſpoſition, lately ſprung vp: whether itwere 
thattoo much fauour of fortuneturned his edge & cavſed himto 
degenerattoriotous life,orthat inrending eucnthentreafonin his 
minde, he thoughtirgood pollicy by that meanes to weaken the 
valure and force of the army. Many hauebeleeucd that Czci- 


- nacsminde was ſhaken and altered firſt o a cm of aFlauius 
agc 


Sabinus,Rubrius Gallus caryingrthe me etweenthem, and 
promiſing that Veſpaſian ſhould rarify all couenants made and a- 
greedin caſe of reuolt: andwithall he was putih remembrance 
of the hatred and emulation betweene Valens and him, and that 
ſeeing he had not like partin Vitellius, he ſhould doe wiſely to 

urchaſe creditand mightwiththe new Prince, Czcinataking his 
Jeaue of Vitellius, and diſmiſſed from his preſence with great 
honour, ſent part of his horſemen before to put themſelues in 
Cremona. Straight afterthe Vexillaries followed of the Þ four- 
teenth and of the ſixteenth Legion: then the fifth Legion and 


_ theeighteenthLegion:andIaſtly the one and rwentieth ſurnamed 


Rapax, and thefirſtcalled [ralicawiththeYexillaries of the three 
Brittiſh Legions, and the choice of the Aides. When Czcina was 
gone, Fabius Valens wrote tothe army, which before belonged 
to his charge, toſtay forhiminthe way : that ſoit was agreed 
betweene him and Czcina: who being preſent, and herefore of

' Poſe was changed, tothe end thatreliſtance mightbe made with 
the whole forces vnited againſtthe enemies comming, So the Le- 
ions were commanded to make ſpeede to Cremona,andpartto 
goto Hoſtilia.Czcina himſelfeturued out ofthe way to Rauenna, 
vpon pretenceto giuedireionto thenauy: and ſo toPadoua, 
where ſecretly. the treaſon was contriued betweene Lucilius 

| Bafſus andhim. For Lucilius Bafſus afterthe captaineſhippe of 
awing, being made Admirall of both the fleets atRaucnnaand 
Miſenum,becauſe he was not by and by created capraine of the 
Garde, reuenged his vniuſt anger with wicked diſloyalty; neither 
can itbe certainly knowen,whether he drewCzcinainto the aQti- 

- . on,orthe ſame vileminde induced them both, as it happeneth 
often lewde perſons to beoflike conditions. The hiſtories writ- 

- renof this warre, vnder Veſpaſian and his children, haue deli- 
uered falſe and flattering caules, asthatdeſire ofpeace and loue 
of the common wealthmoued them thereto, Tomeit ſecmeth,- 
beſide the inconſtant diſpoſition of the men, and the ſmall ac- 
count of their faith,which once being falſed to Galba, afterward 
they neuer reſpected; thatypon emulation andenuy that others 
ſhould goe before themin the Princes fauour,they compaſſed the 
deſtruction ofthePrince himſelfe, When Czcina had ouertaken 
the Legions, hee ſought by ſundry ſurtle practiſes toweakenthe 
ood wils of the Centurions, and of the ſoldiers which were ob- 
flinarely bent for Vitellius: Baflusatrempring the like foundenor

number,&larely beaten;&though they ſpake biggely,yerthe par to garde it + 
ty ouercome retained thelefle courage. Butinthemeane while Zyoraca. = 
if the Alpes were poſſeſſed Mutianus would ſhortly come on with 
the powerofthe Eaſt:and Veſpaſian beſide had at will ſea and na- \ 
uies,and the goodwill of the prouinces, ſufficientfurniturefor a 
new warre ifneed were:ſo byſtaying alitle this aduantage would 
grow,that new forces would come,andthe olde notdiminiſh. To of 
this d Antonius Primus(who was the chiefeſt inciter ofthewarre) »rjeurenane 
replied;Thatfpeedewasthethingthatmight moſt helperhem, 8 pure eas 
moſt hinder Vicellius.

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ES * beer & the * theatres &places of ſports, & other delights ofthe city,had- 
yn effetninated their mindes, or diſeaſes vtterly waſted their bodies: 
butif reſpiteweregiuen, throughwarlicke cxerciſesthey would 
recouer their ſtrength:& beſ1des,Germanie wasnot farre of from 
whence they might be ſupplied with new forces,and Britannie but 
- aſmall ſteppe beyonde:France and Spaine were harde athand to 
furniſh them of men, horſes,and money: beſide Iraly ir ſelfe, & the 
wealth ofthe world in Rome;all wholly at their diſpoſition. And if 
they liſtto begin & aſlaile vs, they haue (quoth he)at commande- 
ment two nauics,&thewholellyrian ſea free:what wil itthen pro- 
fitvsto keep the ſtrayres ofthe mountaines? or whar canir availe 
vs to differre the warretil another ſommer?& whece ſhalwe haue 
money and vittailes inthe meane time ? nayrather why take we 
not this opportunity preſent, fince the Pannonian Legions, thin- 
king themſclues rather beguiled then beaten,are ſoinſtant & car. 
neſt to hauetheirreuenge,&the armies of Mceſiaareyet entier & 
EE. -- vnfoiled?ifthe niber of ſoldiers bereckened ratherthe the names 
WM =" of Legions, ourſide hath more ſtrength & muchleſſediforder ; & 
; EE — _ - theveryſhameofthe late ouerthrowe hath greatly amended our 
| diſcipline:& yetourhorſemen cuenthen were not defeated, bur 
contrarily ſcattercd Virellius troupes , albeirthe maine batraile 
wentagainſt vs. Two wings of Pannonia and Mceſiawere able at 
thattime to breake thorow the enemy: nowetheenſeignes of (ix- 
| _ teenwings vnited together,with theirſtiping & ſound, &the very 
Ez : duſt of their feete,wil doubtles be able to couer and ouerwhelme 
| both the horſes and horſemen of our enemies, who haue now al- 
moſt forgottento fight. Formy part(if Imay bepermitted) as[ 
am the firſtto giue the aduiſe, ſo Iwill bethefirſt ro execute the 
ſame.You,whoſe condition gives you free choice ofcither,lyeſtil 
* xepedigfs. Gt keepe your Legions athome:ſome tew* light cohorts ſhal ſerue 
bere-zhatis, my turne:aſſooneas the warre is begun, youſhall heare that Vitel- 
ge5f.mape- Jiusftate will decline, &thenyouwilltake pleaſure to follow and 
| treade inthe ſteppes ofmy vittory.This and more tothe likepur- 
| poſe Antonius vrtered with burning cies &fierceſhrill yoice,that 
; | he might be heard turther(for ſome of the Centurions,and ofthe 
| ſoldiers alſo had intruded theſeluesinto the concel:)&the ſpeech 
moued greatly euenthewarieſt amongſt them &doubtfulleſt ro 
 enterinto danger.But the common ſoldier and the reſt magnified 
him,as the only man of courage,& the only adcoing the 
| colde 
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coldeandſluggith proceedings of the other, This good opinion = 
hefirſtwan througha ſpeech he made in the afſembly, when Veſ- 
paſians letters werefirſt openly red, in the which he did not(as the 
moſt ofthe reſt)deliuer his mind in doubrful & ambiguous termes 
with amcaningrto iaterpretethem afterward as he ſhould ſee bet 
for his purpoſe, bur ſeemed diredtly &reſolutely to enter into the 
cauſe,& therefore wasagreatdeale better liked ofthe ſoldiers,as 
one that made his fortune commonwith theirs both inthe danger 
& honor ofthe attempt.Nextafter him Cornelius FuſcusthePro- 
curator was ofchiefe autority amongſt them. For he likewiſe was 
wontto inuey bitterly againſt Virellius, &thereby hadlefrro him- 
ſelfe no hope ofpardonif the enterpriſe failed. Titus Ampius Fla- * Lieurcnane 
vianus,bath by nature and by reaſon of hisage being lowinpro- Sammie. 
ceeding,gaue occafiontothe ſoldiers of ſuſpicion,as ihe had re- 
ſpe&ed his affinity with Vitellius:and becauſe he had withdrawen . 
himſelfe ourofthe campe when the Legions began firitroreuolt, EN, 
& afterward came againof his owne accord,itwasthoughthedid 
it to ſeeke ſome opportunity oftreaſon.For indeed Flauianus had 
oncerelinquiihed his prouince of Pannonia, and retired himſelfe 
out of danger into Italic;and afrerward by deſire of noueltic was 
broughtto take vponhim his gouernement againe,and become a 
medler in ciuil warres,throughthe perſwaſton principally ofCor- 
nelius Fuſcus;notthatthere was any great neede of Flauianus a- 
bilities, butthat the name and countenance of a Lieutenant ge- 
neral might giue reputation totheſide,that wasthen burin riſing, 
Thenlerters werewritten to Aponius Saturninus Lieurenantge- 
nerall of Mceſia,to make haſte, and backetheir paſſage into Italie 
with hisarmy. ' Andleſttheprouinces,by this removing away of 
the Legions,mightlic open tothe ſpoile of the barbarous nations 
confining,the principall men of theSarmatz lazyges, and heades 
of the countrey were aſſumed into the ſeruice, who made offer 
 alſoof thecommon ſort, and great troupes of horſemen, which 
is their ſole ſtrength, but the offer wasnor accepted, leſt amidſt 
our diſſenſions they ſhould attempre anie thing preiudiciall to 
theſtate of theEmpire, orels vpon better wages, without reſpect 
of honour or faith, paſſe to the enemie. Sido and lealicus ancient- 
lydevotedto the Romane name, kingesof the Sucuians,anati- 
on both more faithfull and more obedient,were drawen to the 
partie . Garriſous alſo were laied on the fide againſt Rhoetia 
| _ Kay which 
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which held for Vicellius, being gouerned by PorciusSeptiniusthe 
Procuratour,amoſt faithfull ſeruantynto him . So Sextilius Fe- 
lix was ſentwith the Aurian wing, and eight cohortes, and the 
outh of the countrey of Noricum, to plant himſelfe againſt him 
along the bancke of the riuverEnus which diuideth Rhoetia and 
Noricumaſunder: where they remained $kirmiiſhing one with 
' another, whileſt inthe meane time the maine matter was decided 
elſewhere. + uy 


I. eAntonins Primus marcheth forwarde, and hauing taken eAquileia, 
Opitergum,Altinum,Padoua,Eſte,ſettleth his maine : 
| | campe at Verona. 


N OW ? Antonius raking with him certaine Vexillarics out of: 
the cohorts, and part of the horſemen, marched on towarde 
Italic, accompanied with Arrius Varus a valiant warrier rather 
then a yvertuous man : which glory hee gained by his ſeruice and 
good ſucceſle in Armenia vnder Corbulo: whom notwithſtan- 
dinghee was ſuppoſed ſecretly to haue diſcredited with Nero. 
Whereupon by ſuchſiniſtermeanes growing infauour he attay- 
ned a principall Centurions place: which though ill gotten was 
at the preſentto his great contenration, but afterward turned to 
hisruine. Antonius and Varusinpaſsing tooke Aquileia,and the 
countrey thereabouts, and proceeding forward wereat Opiter- 
giumand Altinum ioyfully receiued. AtAltinuma garriſon was 
leftagainſt the fleete of Rauenna, ofthe reuolt whereof they had 
notasyetreceiued any intelligence :and marching forward they 
adioyned Padoua and Eſte totheſide. Where aduertiſement was 
giuen thatthree Virellian cohortes and the Scribonian wing lay 
at ForumAlieni,hauing there madeabridgeouerthe riuer. It was 
concluded totakethe occaſion, and ro ſetypon them as they lay 
negligently and careleſly;for thatcircumitance alſo was certified: 
and ſoaccordingly they cameypon them at the dawning of the 
day, and ſurprized them beingfor the moſtpart vnarmed. They 
were willed before hande, thar after ſome laughter atthebegin- 
ning, they ſhoulde ſecketo inducethereſt with feare to chaunge 
theirallegeance; and ſome there were whichyeelded themſclues 
atthe firſt:butthe greater partfled ouertheriuer,and breaking the 
bridge cutoffthepaſſage from the enemy purſuing. This victorie 
becing divulged, andthefuſtattemprs of the Flavianiſts hauing 
Ws ſucceeded 
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ſocceeded fo proſperoully, two Legions, the ſeuenth ſurnamed 
Galbiana,andthethirtecnthcalled Gemina® withVedius Aquila . ,,r;,, 
Licutenauntthereof;cameto Padouachecrefully, and ful ofcou- 4npi Hew- 
rage. There ſome fewe daics were ſpentinre _ thearmy,and nan: generall 
Minucius Iuſtus campe-maſter of the ſeuenth Legion was ſaued = We , 
fromthe fury of the ſoldier,andſentto Veſpaſian, becauſchis go- 
uernement was ſtraiter and more ſeuere, then the nature of 4 
ciuill warrewould ſupport. . At whattimealſo Antonius ſuppo-= 
| ſingiraplauſible ation, and forthe creditof the ſide, ifGalbacs 
gouernmentſhould ſeemeto be liked, gaue commandementtho- 
rowoutallthe free rownes, thatthe images of Galba, which vp- 
on change of times and diſſenſion in ſtate, had beene broken 
downe,thould be reſtored a new: athing very long and greatlie 
deſired, and therefore interpreted glorioully in the higheſt de. 
gree , Thenwasitpropoſedand cipaped,whacgigce were beſt 
ro bechoſen, for ſearcasir were of thewatre , . Verona ſeemed 
firreſt, the countrey aboutirbeing champion, and commodious 
for horſemen,wherein conſiſted the principallſtrength: and be- 
ſide rodiſpoſſeſle Vitelliusof a towne of ſuchwealth and impor. 
tance, would both be commodious and bring reputation to the 
cauſe, Inthepaſſage thitherwardthey tooke Vicenza athing of 
it ſclfe notgreatly materiall,as being a towne of ſmal forces;how- 
beitbecauſe Czcina was borne there it ſeemed a matter of conſe- 
quence; whenmen beganneto recount,how thatthe Generall of 
the contrary part had loſt his owne countrey and home: bur the 
getting of Verona was worth the paines taking. For both theſide 
wasrclicued withtheir wealth, andthe example wasa good pre- 
cedent to others: and the army lying there opportunely in the 
way, betwecne Germanie and Vitellius powers,did ſhut vp the 
Rhcetian and Iulian Alpes, andcur of all hope of paſſage for the 
Germanesthat way. All which procceding wascither vynknowen 
toVeſpaſian,or expreſlely forbidden by him: his commandement 
wastomarchno furtherthen Aquileia, and there toexpe& Muri- 
anus;adding alſo a reaſonthereof, that ſeing AEgypr, the garners 
of the cirty, the reucnues and tributes of the richeſt prouinces 
were inhis hands, Vitellius army might through lacke of pay and 
vittaile be conſtrained roycelde.Tothe ſame purpoſe alſo Muti- 
anus aduiſed them often by letters, alleadging what a glory ir 


would bee to obtaine a vitorie withourbloud ,and whereof no 
: mourning

mourning enſued, with ſuch otherprerenſes; whereas hee did it 
indeedevpon ambirion, and coueting to reſerue the whole re- 
nowne of the warre for himſelfe: bur by reaſon of the greate 
diſtances counſailes came after the faces. Antonius hauing 
thus ſeated himſelfe inVerona iflued foorth on the ſodaine, and 
gave the alarme to the enemy , where trying their manhoode 
together in a light skirmiſh they departed on euen hand. Anone 

' Cxcina encamped himſelfe berweene Hoſtilia, a village of the 

territorie of Verona, and the mariſhes of the river Tartarus, in 

a ſafe and defenſible place ; his backe being garded with the 

riuer , and the flanckes with mariſhes : who if hee had meant 
trueth, hauing all his maſters power vnder his hande, might 

with great facilitic cither haue ſurprized rwo ſimple Legions 

(the army of Mceſia as yet being nor ioyned ) or at leaft bea- 

ten them backe, and forced them to flee, and with ſhame for- 

fake Italic . But Czcina omitted traiterouſly all aduantages, 
which at the firſt were offered , ſpending the time in rrifling 
delaics,and rebuking them by epiſtles, whome with like facili- 

+ ty hee might haue repelled with armes: vntill by meſſengers 
paſsing betweene the bargaine was driuen, and the couenantes 

\. for hisrreaſonagreedvpon. Inthemeane time Aponius Saturni- 
nuscame with the ſeuenth Legion ſurnamed Claudiana: the Le-, 
gionwasgouerned by Vipſanius Mcſſalla a Tribunc,amannobly 
deſcended,and ofnoble qualities himſelfe,the only vertuous mann 

and without note, tharentredintothat action. To this army,no- 

| thing comparable tohis owne(for as yetthere were burthree Le- 
\ | gions)Czcina ſentlerters, blaming their raſhnes,thatbeing once 
oucrcomethey durſtputthemſclues againe into armes:and with. 

all he extolled the valure ofthe Germanarmy;of Vitellius making 

| ſmallmentionandincommonrermes only, without any reproch- 

os full worde againſt Veſpaſianatall: in ſummewritingnothing that 
might either corrupt the enemic or terrific him . The captaines 

of the Flauian armie, omitting to ſpeake of their former miſfor- 


'. tune,returned anſwere concerning Veſpaſian in hawtie and glo- 
: rious termes, ſhewing themſelues verie confidentin their cauſe 
: and ſecure of the euent; reuiling Vitellius as enemies, and brag- 


ging of the Mcefianarmie, as being hitherto neuer ouerthrowen; 
*Prefuwnpſere ſecking *moreouerto weaken the faith, and winne the good will 
on of the contrary ſide, by putting the Centurionsand Tribunesm 
LE Bae hope 
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hope of retainingtheirplaces, and fauours which Vitellius had 
beſtowed vpon them, and exhorting Czcina himſelfe in plaine 
termesto reuolt . Boththe letters were ſolemnely readdeto the 
Flauian fouldiers: which thing increaſednora little their courage 
and confidence;ſecing Czcinatowrite humbly, as fearing to of- 
fende Veſpaſian, and their Generalles contempruouſly,as it were, 
inſulting ouer Vitellius. | |

* appearing inſighta farre ofcauſedavaine feare, as if ithad beene 
the Vitellian power. By &by they laied hold ontheirweapons,8& 
theirbloud being ſtirred ſoughtro diſcharge their choler and rage 
vpon Flauianus,acculing him of treaſon without either proofe or 
probability:but the man was before odiousvntothem,and there- 
fore hisdeath was now violently required, They cried our againſt 
him thathe was allied with Vitellius,thathe had bene a traitor? to «Thef parti: 
Otho,& intercepted theirdonariue. Noanſwerewould be heard, nes ant 
albeit hee beſought them holding vp his handes in moſt humble andy ws 
maner;lying for the moſt partproſtrate yponthe ground, with his © haue bene, 
garmentsrent,weeping and ſobbing pitifully: whichkinde of be- noy: ceing. 
hauiour prouoked their rage the more, as if this his ouergrear mls 
feare hadcertainlyargued a guilty conſcience. Saturninus ende- bythe reme: 
uouring to ſpeake in his defence was ſtill interrupted by the ſoul- 
diers outcries: andthereſtlikewiſe were reieQed withnoiſe and 
clamour: onelyto Antonius they were contentto giuecare;for

ſeditionof others would acquitthem, were glad to ſee the like 
faulrcommittedagaine. So agreeingtogether inthisdetermi- 
| nation.they wentto the gardens where Saturninus lodged , Tt 
] En wasneither Antonius,nor Aponianus, nor Meſlalla, that ſaued 
' himoutof their fury , thoughthey did what they coulde, butthe 
ſecreteneſle of the place where hee was hid, lying cloſe in the 
furnaces of certaine baths, which by chaunce were vnoccupied; 
and fo priuily hee conueied himſelfe to Padoua, putting away 
his ſergeantes, and liuing as a priuate perſon , The Lieute- 
nantes generall being thus remoued, Antonius had the whole 
gouernement and direQtion of both the armies ; his compani- 
ons the Lieutenantes of the Legions caſily yeelding to him,and 
the ſouldiers fancying him aboue others: and ſome were of o- 
Pinion, that boththe murinees were rayſed by his procurement, 
to the ende that hee alone might enioy the whole benefite of 
the waTre.

F Vitellius ſide alſo matters wete no lefſe difquier,the diſſen- 
ſion being moredangerous, as proceeding not of ſoldiers ie- 

loſies,but ofthetreaſon ofthe Generals, Lucilius Baſſus, Admiral 
ofthe nauy atRauenna,had wunne tothe Flauian fide the mindes 
ofhis ſoldiers,being ſomewhat inclinable thereto of themſelues, 
becauſethe va es were of Dalmatia and Pannonia, which 
cuntreyes held forVeſpaſian.The time for accompliſhingthetrea. 
 ſonwasappointedin the night, thatwhileſtthe reſt knew nothing 

ofthe matter, they only ofthe conſpiracie might aſſemble them- 

ſeluesinthe Principia, Bafluseither for ſhame, or doubr what 

would be the iſſue, kept himſelfe within his houſe. The captaines 

of the galleyes inthe meane time with great tumult brake downe 

Virellius images: and ſome fewe which reſiſted being putrothe 

ſvorde,the reſt ofthe multitude ypon defire of change was eaſily N 

inducedto fauour Veſpaſian. Then Lucilius comming abroade a- 

uowed the whole fact as done by his autority, and the nauyia his 

placemade choiſe of Cornelius Fuſcus for Admirall; whocame 
+ with ſpeede thither:and+Baſſus was conueyed by ſhip ro Hadria, 

asitwere vader honourablearreſt,.and by Mennivs Rufinus cap- 

taineof a wing being in garriſon there putin bandes; but ſoone 

after enlarged atthe comming of Hormus Veſpaſians freedman, 

who was alſoin this warre counted among the Generals of that 

ſide.

Bur aſſoone asthis 
reuolrwasbruted thorowoutthe campe,& the ſoldiers comming 
into the Principia ſawe Veſpaſians name ſer vp,&Virellius images * 
caſt vnder foote, they were mute atthe firſt, thenall at once they 
brake outwith indignation. Isthen the glory and fame of the 
Germanarmies now cometothis? that withourbarraile or any 
blow ſtrikenthey ſhould thus binde their owne handes,and yeeld 
vptheirweapons? forels what powerwasthere of the other ſide 
= to compellthem?onlythe Legions which beforethey had over- 
"Prima AG" come,and yetthe flower & ſtrength ofthemabſent,to wit,the*firſt 
CIS d andfourtecnth, which yer they had likewiſe ouerthrowen in the 
wor, ſamefield withthe reſt:& all belike to this end,thar ſo many thou-

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frame themſeluesto anewe obedience, orthe Legions recouer 
courage by vniting together, He geſſed that Fabius Valens 
wasalready come outof Rome, and would make great haſt, af- 
ſoone ashe heard of Cxcinaestreaſon: and Fabius was knowen 
to be a man faithfull to Virellius,and notvnſkilfull in ſeruice: be. 
ſides a greatpower of Germans was feared by the way of Rhztia, 
& Vitellius had ſent for Aydes our of Britannie, France &Spaine: 
enough ro haue maintained a mighty and puiſſantwarre, had nor 
Antonius vpon doubtthereof haſtenedthe batraile, and before 
hand obrayned the vicorie. Sowithhis whole hoſthe remoued 
from Verona, and the ſeconde nightfare downe atBebriacum. 
The nextday imploying his Legions in fortifying the campe, he 
ſentouthis Auxiliary cohorts intotheterritory of Cremona, to 
theendethat the ſouldiers,vnder coulour of prouiding neceſla- 
ries, might be enured and fleſhed *in cjuill ſpoile. He to ſafe con- 
.dui&rhe forragers aduanced himſelfe with foure thouſand horſe 
eight miles forwarde from Bebriacum : and the skowrs in the 
meane time, as the maner is, pricked on further . .

ry {ide was clearely to bee heard, Whileſt Antonius was de- 
liberating what was to be done, Arius Varus,defirous ro doe 
ſome piece of ſeruice, brake oat with certaine of the forwardeſt 
horſemen, &made the Vitellianiſts recule,and ſlew ſome few:for 
by and by more of their fellowes comming to helpe , fortune 
changed, and they that were moſt forward before in purſuing, 
were now left laſt in theflight. This haſtwas againſt Antonius 
will, who ſuppoſedthe euent would be ſuch as itwas: bur fee- 
ing it coulde not bee vndone he encouraged his men to fight 
valiantly: anddiuiding his troupes intwo parts, left a lane in 
themidletoreceiuc in Varus with his horſemen. worde alſo was 
ſentbacketo the Legions roarme, and the alarme was giuvento 
thoſethat were forraging abroade, that euery man ſhould leave 
of ſpoiling, and repaire with all ſpeede the next way to the 
fight. Nowe by this time Varus in agreate feare was retired 
within his owne troupes, and induced thither a generall ter- 
rour. the wounded and vnwounded were beaten intogether,and

_—. face of theenemie : whereat for very ſhamethere ſtayed about 
GE an hundreth horſe. That whichprincipally helped wasthe qua-

preapezer® bridge broken of the riuerthat ranne behinde them,whoſe vn- 
he ieth 4 KNOWen channell and ſteepe banckes ſtopped their further 
cnflagane. flight, That conſtraint or chance recoueredthe field that wel- 
ny was loſt, For knitting themſelues ſtrongly together, withthicke 
and cloſe rancks,they 09” 1'P the Vitcllian ſouldiers comming 
on looſely without any order. Which thing thelefle it was loo- 
kedfor, amazedthem themore. Whereupon Antonius finding 
them yeelding preſſed the more inſtantly vpon them,ouerthrow- 
ing all that came in his way: and withall the reſtas their inclina- 
tions were, ſome fellto ſpoilingand catching, ſome to take ar- 
mourartd horſes: euen they which before were broken,and ſcat. 
tered abroadein the fields, hearing the ioyfull crye of their fel- 
lowes, returnedthen backetotake part of the victory. Abour 
fower miles from Cremona, the enſeignes of two Legions, Ra- 
pax andlrtalica,appearcd, hauing marched fo farre ypon the ſuc- 
ceſle of their horſemen at the beginning: but when fortune tur- 
| ned, they were ſo farre to ſeeke, as that they neither did open 
| | their ranckes,& recciuetheirdiſtreſled fellowes within them,nor 
| etwent forwarde toaſſayletheenemie tired already with fight-

Toward 
the ſhutting in of the eucning the whole power of the Flauian ar- 
my arriued: who afſoone as they troadamongthe heapes 6fdead 
bodies, inthe freſh ſteppes of ſolare a (laughter, asifthe whole 
warrehad bene ended, cryed roleade on out of hande to Cre- 
mona, and rake by ſurrendreor force thoſe conquered perſons, 
Thele gay ſpeeches were in their movthes and openly preten- 
ded, but {ecrerely cuery one caſt thus with himſelfe;That a towne 
ſeated in the plaine might be wunne eaſily ata puſh; that their 
courage would aswell ſerue themtoenterinthe night, and their 
liberty to ſpoile would then be much greater: burif they arten- 
ded till day, then would there come ſupplications and intrea- 
ties forpeace, and ſofor their labour and hurts they ſhould ca- 
ry awaythe vaine {mokes of clemencic and glory, and ſuch 0- 
ther titulare matters, bur the wealth and riches of the rowne 
would cleaue tothe captaines and Lieutenants fingers: thatthe 
ſpoile of acitty rakenby force fell to the ſouldiers, but of a city 
ſurrendred alwaies to the capraines alone, Hereupontheper- 
{waſions ofthe Tribunes & Centurions ,as perſons ſuſpe&, were 
reiected: and becauſeno mans ſpecchſhould be heard, they rat- 
led their weapons, threatening ifnoman would lead them beſide, 
toguide & condu@tthemſelues. Then Antonius inſinuating him- 
| felfe among the commonloldiers,after he had withthe ſightofhis 
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perſon,8 reuerence of hisplace,procuredſilence,proteſted vnto = 


them,hathis meaning wasnortin any ſorttodefraude ſo well de- 
ſeruing ſoldiers,cither ot honour or reward. notwithſtanding the 
captaines and ſoldiers duties were of difterent nature: a ſouldier 
oughttobefierce and deſirous tofight, butin capraines a wary 
foreſight &deliberate kind of proceeding is rather commended: 
and more often times profiteth and helpeth hee by protracting, 
then venturing raſhly. For his parte as he had to his power with 
weapons and hande turtheredthe vicorie, ſo would hee likewilc 
helpe now with direction and counſaile, peculiare qualities ro 
aGenerall, and the place he ſuſtained.And furely it they liſt bur a 
litle conſider,thedangerovſneſſe oftheenterpriſe was very appa- 
rent, itwas now night, the fituation ofthe towne was vnknowen, 
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withinnothing butenemies, andevery cornerfirforan ambuſhe , 
nay ifthe gates werewide open, yetwereitnor ſafe for to enter,

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already your ſhame, Greatcrying andnoiſethere was on euery 
ſide,when as thethird Legion,as the maner in Syria is,witha great 
ſhowre ſaluted the ſunne riſing : vpon which accident, or by the 
Generals pollicy, a generall rumour was ſpred thorow the hoſt, 
that Mutianus was come, and the armies had met and faluted ech 
other. . Whereupon as ſupplied with newe forces, they preſſed 
forwarde and gauea freſhe onſer, the Virellian ranckes growing 
nowthinner, as being withour all direction, and banding toge- 
ther or disbanding as their owne courage or feare did induce 
them. When Antonius felt them weake inthe ſhocke, and yeel- 
ding vnder his hande, with a company firmely compatted hee 
charged anddiſordered them. The ranckes once looſed brake, & 
could notbe reunited by reaſon ofthe cariages and engins,which 
hindered the matter. The conquerours hoatly purſuing the 
chace diſperſed themſclues along the high way. The laughter 
was the more famous,becauſeinthe ſame it happened the ſonne 
to kill his owne father: the thing and the names of the perſons[ 
will ſet downe, as Vipſanius Meſlalla hath reported it , Tulius 
Manſuetus borne in Spaine,and called to feruc inthe Legion ſur- 
named Rapax,left a ſonne athome vnder yeares, who growing 
afterward to mans ſtate,and beingenrolled by Galba into the ſe- 
_ uenthLegion;by mere misfortune here metandencountred with 
his owne father; and hauing wounded him deadly , going about 
ro rifle him,came into knowledge of him, & was likewiſe knowen 
by him againe, Whereuponembracing the corps, which now was 
withoutſenſc or life, withteares & lamentable voice he beſoughr 
hisfathers ghoſt,nortto impute this impiety vnto him,nor abhorre 
and deteſt him as a parricide: that it was the publicke at of the 
cauſe: and what a ſmall portion was one ſouldier of theſe ciuill 
warres? Andwithall hee rooke vp the body, madeapirte inthe 
ground,and perfourmed his laſt duety toward his father , - This 
was percciued by them which were next, and thenby more alſo: 
inthe end the fame ofthis ſtrange chance went thorow the whole 
army, & much complaining there was,&deteſtation of ſo cruell, 
and wicked awarre: and yerthey continued nothing the leſle to 
kill and to ſpoile both kinſmen and frendes, and cuentheir bre- 
thren alſo. they talke what a wicked fa& was committed, and in 
themeane time commit irthemſclues.Whenas they came to Cre- 


mona, there appeareda new andno ſmall piece of worke _= ;4 
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hinde.Forin the warre againſt Otho the German ſoldiers had caſt 
their campe about the wals of Cremona, & abourtheir campe ra- 

piers & treches,which they had now lately augmered. Atthe fight 
whereofthe Flauianiſts were at a ſtop, the Generals being doubt- 
ful whatto appoinr.to beginthe aſſaulr the army being tircd with. 
the trauaile both of the day & the night, were adifficult marrer,8: 
hauing noplace of retiring at hand dangerousroo:roreturneto 
Bebriacii were intolerable painc,the way being ſo long, & beſides, 
all they had done wouldbeloſt,and the victory made voide: tofir 
downe & intrench,thatalſo were a thing ful of danger,&to be fca- 

red,leſt the enemies being ſo neare ſhould fally our,& breed ſome 

_ diſorder asthey werediſperſed,& buſy artheir work. But aboue al 
theſereſpetsthe Generals ſtoodein molt feare of their owne (ol- 

diers,who would ſooner abide any danger,then anydelay:all that 

rendedrto ſafety was vnſauory;in precipitation wastheir hope;the 

pew deſire ofthe ſpoile madealkilling,wotiding,ſheddingtheir 

loudto be matters ofnothing. To this reſolutio therefore Anto- 
nius finally inclining, comanded to enuironthetreches with ſoldi- 

= __ ersroſidabout.And firſtthey foughtaloofe with arowes & ſtones 
on both ſides, but withdiſaduantageto the Flauian part,vpon whs 

the enemy diſcharged fro abouc:then approching nearer he diſtri 

buredto the Legions the treches & gates, appointing to echtheir 

ſeueral quarter,tothe end the labor being thus diuided, the diffe- 

rence betweene the valiant& the coward might be perceiued, 8&

astheprice oftheir victory. Whether this was Hormus deuiſe, as 
Meſſalla reporteth,or Caius Plinius berather tobe belecued, who 


caſtcrh the faulrvypon Antonius,I cinor cafily derermine;this one- . 


ly, tharwhether Anronius or Hormus were autor ofthis moſt bad 
part,itwas not vnſutableto neither oftheir former infamous liues, 
& behauiours.Buthereuponnodanger of limme orlife could ſtay 
the Flauian ſoldiers, fr6 breaking down the trenches,& beating o- 
penthe gates,cuenwith their ſhowlders;and ſome climingvp by a 
double target fencerook hold ontheir enemies weapds,&caughr 
' thEby the armes:ſo thewounded & notwounded, the halfe dead 
& dying,camedownetumblingrtogether, and periſhed ſome after 
"mad ſome after another, repreſenting aldiverſities of 
deathes.The ſeuenth &third Legion fought moſt braucly,& gaue 
theſharpeſt aſſaulr,&antoniusthe ceneralhimſelfe,withthe choſe 
men ofthe Auxiliary foldiers,had bended his forcesthat way. The 
Vitellianiſts perceivingtheſclues not able to ſuſtain any logerthe 
force,&fury ofme ſo obſtinately bent,8& that wharſoeuer __—_

any harme,reſolued rorowledowneat thelaſta great*engine vp- » 


ontheasthey approched:which indeed forthe preſentoucrwhel- 
med thoſe that were vnder,but withal infalling itdrew the battle. 
ments with it, &vppermoſtpart ofthe rampier:& atthe ſametime 
a rower adioining being battered with ſtones fel downe. At which 
breach as the ſcuenth Legion aſſaied ro enter,inapointed bartell, 
thethird Legioninthemeane ſeaſon brakedowne the gate with 
their ſwords andaxes.Itisagrecd vpon by al writers, thatthe firſt 
manwhichentred thetrench was Caius Volufius,a ſouldier ofthe 
third Legion,who preſently goingto therampier tumbled downe 
altthar refiſted,and aduauncing himſelfe in ſight proclaimed the 
campe was taken:andas the Vitellianiſts were now beginning to 
faint,and leape downe from the rampier, thereſtbrakein. Allthe 
ſpace berweene the trenches and the townewas filled with deade 
bodies. And there againe appeared anew worke, and another la- 
bour: the walles ofthe citty were high,the towers all of ſtone, the 
barres of the gates of iron, the ſouldier ready with weapon in 
hande onthe walles, the rowneſmen manie and ſure to Vitelli- 
us; beſideagreatnumberofftrangers aſſembled out of al places 
of Italic thither, by occaſion of a faire viually holden there ar 
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thattime. Butthat asit was a helpero the defendants.inreſpe:; 
of the mulritude', fo was ita prouocation tothe aſlailants in re-. 
ſpec of the ſpoile. Antonius commandedro takefireand burne. 
certaine moſt goodly buildings, ſtanding withoutthe walles, if, 
peraduenturethe rowneſmen vpon the loſle of their ſubltaunce 
would be induced toyeelde. The houſesthatwere neare to the 
walles,andexcceded themin height, he repleniſhed with the vali- 
anteſt ſoldiers he had;whowith blockes of timber,&riles, & fire- 
brandes,bet away the defendirs from the walles:by this time allo, 
theLegions had caſt themſelucsinto a target fence,& others ſhot 
ſtones,& arowesagainſt them onthe walles. Thenthe Virellianiſts 
hartes beganneby little andlittle to failethem ,and cuery manas_ 
he was firitindegree was likewiſe thefirſtto yeelde vnto fortune, 
leſtif Cremonaalſoſhould be taken there would bee no hope of, 
pardon remaining, the whole wrath of thewinners being like to 
turne not ypon the poore'and beggerly ſouldicr, bur ypon the 
Tribunes and Centurions,by whoſedeath ſome gainemight be 
gortten:contrarily the common ſoldier not ſearching inro ſequels, 
and in lefſe dangerby reaſon of his baſeneſſe, perſiſted ſtil for Vi- 
tellius:and wandring intheſtreetes, or hiding themſclues in hou- 
ſes would not ſuc forpeace,cuen then whenasthey had left offto 
make warre. So theprincipall men of degreein thearmy razed 
Vitellius name, anddefaced his images,and loofing Czcina,who 
then was in bandes, deſiredhim to become interceſſour in their 
bchalfe. Ashemadedainty to doe it, and bare himſelfe proudly. 
againſt them,they beſoughthiminſtantly euenwithteares(amile- 
of all miſeries, ſo many valiantmen to implore the aide® of as 
i{dainfull trajtour)and then hung ourouerthe walles their *{a- 
cred veles and infules,inſigne of ſubmiſsion. Whereupon Anto- 
nius commaunding his mento ſurceaſe all hoſtility, they brought 
outtheirenſcignes andſtanderds:the Vitellian Legions folowed; 
aheauy companie,vnarmed,and caſting theireies tothe gwound, 
the Flauianiſts cloſed about them, and firſt outraged them in 
ſpecches,and ſeemedto threaten violence vatothem: but when 
they ſaw themnotmoued therear, butpatiently ro endure all in- 
dignities, according to the circumſtance of their preſent for- 


rune,they beganne to call to remembrance, thateuen thoſe were 


the ſelfeſame men, that had a little before at Bebriacum vſed their 


- yitory moderately. Butwhen Czcina came forthas a Conlull

the preſſe, the "_— ſouldiers loſt all maner of patience, 


obieRing vnrto him his pride, and his cruelty, yea and his trea- 


ſontoo: ſo hatefull are vices cuen wherethey are profitable. But | 
Antonius interpoſed himſelfe, and ſenthim ſafely garded away 


to Veſpaſian, In the meane ſeaſon the people of the towne, a- 


mong ſo many armed men, were greatly annoyed,and they ſca- - 


ped nearely of a generall maſſacr notthe captaines intrea- 
red,& ſomewhatappeaſed the ſoldiers wrath. Antonius calling a 
ful aſſemblymadea ſolemne oration,ſpeaking in glorious termes 
tothe ſoldiers ofhis own ide,& in curteous to thoſe ofthe other, 
concerning Cremona ambiguouſly.The army wasdoubtles ear- 
neſtly bentro the deſtruRion and ſacke of the cirty,belide anatu- 
ralldeſire of ſpoile, yponan olde conceaued diſpleaſure againſt 
them:forinthe warre of Othoalſo they were thought to have be- 
ſedde and helped Virellius ſide; and afterwardes the thirteenth 
Legionbe _ there to build an amphitheatre (as commonly

care naturally malapert)they had ieſted & ſcoffed 


at them.many other circumlticesmadetheircaſcalſothe harder, 


asthatCzcina had in that towne exhibited his ſhew of *fencers in

honour of Vitellius victory: thatit was choſen now the ſecond. 


time for the ſeate-towne ofthe warre:thatthey had helped the Vi- 
tellian army with vittailes: tharſome women were found flaine, 
' which for extreme loue to thefide had come out tothe batraile: 
andnotleaſt becauſe the faitetime hadfilled the towne, being 0- 
therwiſe wealthy,with ſhew ofmore wealth. And thus ſtoode the 
ſoldiers for their partaffeted, As concerning the Commanders, 
' thebchauioursofthe reſtwerenot much marked: Antonius by rea 
ſon ofhis fortunc and his fame was prineipo'ly eyed:who afloone 
as heentredthe rowne wentpreſently to the bath ro waſh of the 
bloud,&finding it ſomewhat too coolc,letfall aword whichwas 
quicklytakenvp, thatere long itwould be made hoater . This 
baſe jeſt turned the whole blame vpon him, as if hee had gi- 
uen thereby a warchworde toſet Cremona onfire, whichto ſay 
the trueth was burning already. Forty thouſande armed men 
werebrokenin, and of ſeruants and followers ofthe campe both 
agreaternumber,and agreatdeale morediforderedin all kinde 
of licentious and cruell demeanour: neither age, nor honoura- 
ble calling could warrantany from violence, but without m—_ 
M 0 
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|  ofeythertheyabuſed their bodies in villanous maner, and flew 
theniindifferently . Aged menand olde women, noughtworthto 
be ſolde, they haledinaioliry for paſtime and ſporte:ifanymayde 
_ ofcompetentyeares, or bewrtifull yongmanfell amongſtthem,in 
— ftriuing whoſhould cary them away,they pulledthem aſunder&& 
raretheminpicces; andthereupon growingin cholerturned to 
kill one another. -Whenas any had gottenand caryed away for - 
himſelfe money,orthe golde and icwels out ofthe temples,being 
met by a ſtronger, he leftbehinde him both his life and his bootie: 
 ſomecontemning thatwhichthey found ready and open, com- 
pelledthe owners with torture and ſtripes,toconfefle and yeeld 
vptheir hidden riches, and treaſures buried vnderthe ground, 
The ſouldiers walked with firebrands intheir handes, which a{- 
ſooneas they had emptied the goods, they hurledina ſporteand 
wantonneſle into the yoyde houſes, andempty temples.

B vT Vitellius, having within fewe daies after Cxcinaes depar- 

ture ſer forth Fabius Valens alſo tothe warre, as if nothing els 
werenow to be done, layedaſide all care of affayres, and betooke 
himſelfe to his riotous life. He madeno prouiſion ofarmour,con- 
firmed not the ſoldiers with comfortable ſpeeches, or militare ex- 
erciſes; he conuerſed norin publicke in the face of the people 


(like thoſe Nluggith creatures,which if you ſupply with foodelye 


careleſly ſtretched along) lurcking in arboursandplaces ofplea- 
ſure,he had caſtof almemoriealike,ofpaſt, preſent, and ro come, 
Thus wallowingin ſloth, and languiſhing inthe groues of Aricia, 
the heauy newes came vnto him of the treaſon of Lucilius Bal- 
ſus, andofthe reuoltofthenauy atRauenna: ſoone after the ſor- 
rowfulltidings mixed with ſome ioy concerning Czcina came, 
boththathehad reuolted, and thathewasputinbands by the ar- 
mie.His blockiſh and dull diſpoſition apprehended more the ioy 
thenthe care, inſomuch that with greattriumph hee made his 
returne ynto the citty, and there in a ſolemne aſſembly com- 
mended,and highly extolled the dutifull affe&tion of the ſoul- 
diers., Then hee commanded Publius Sabinus captaine of -the

N the meane ſeaſon Fabius Valens marching forwarde, more 
*(lowly then was conuenientin going to warre, withagreat and 
_ effeminate traine ofconcubines and eunuches, was aduertiſedin 
ſtofthetreaſon of Lucilius Baſſus, withtheloſle of the nauy at 
Rauenna: and if he had followed with expedition his purpoſed- 
journey, hee might either haue preuented Czcinacs falling a- 
, or ouertaken the Legions before the batraile was giuen, 
And ſomeperſwaded himto take a fewe of his truſticſt frendes, 
and ſoauoyding Rauennaby ſecrete bywayestogocinallipecd 
to Hoſtilia, or Cremona: others were of opinion tg ſcnde for 
_ the Pratorian cohorts out of the cittic, and ſo by ſtrong hande 
to make paſſage. Bur Valens vſing delay, to the great hurr 
of the cauſe, ſpent the times of aftion'in conſultation : and 
then reiefting both the aduiſes , and taking a '® midle courle, 
which in caſcs of danger and doubt of all is the woorſt, hee 
neither was venturous inough with the one , nor prouident 
inough. with the other , but onely wrote letters to Vitellius 
voffrews- for ſome ſupply. Whereupon *three cohorts were ſent with 
feemerandyer the Brittiſh wing, a number neither fit ro paſſe ſecrete withall, 
$5--p nor ſufficient to breake thorowe by force. But Valens cuen 
driemant: then, amidſt ſo great danger, abſtayned not from his olde vn- 
-—n als. remperateliuing; butwas diffamed, and noted to take by force 
his lewdepleaſures, and pollute his hoſts houſes, whereſocuer 
he came,with adulteries andother vnlawfull luſts: he had both 
might and money, greatmeanesto induce; and the laſt luſts of 
fortune beginning tofall, nowatthe farewell ſhewed thermſelues 
moſt outragious, When the horſemen and footemen were 
come, then appeared the weakneſſe and fault of that coun- 
faile. For neither could he with ſo ſmall a companie,though 
had beene moſt truſtic, paſſe thorow the enemies , nci- 
ther yet were they faſt and truſtic indeede: but for a while 
ſhame, and the reverence of their Generall beeing preſent, - 
reſtrayned them, bondes of no long continuance with'men 
11 oreedie of dangers, and carelefſe of credit : vpon feare | 
whereof Valens ſending the cohorts before to Ariminum, and 
appointing the wing to garde them behinde, with a fewe in his 
companic, whome aduerſitic had not altered , turned aſide 
into 
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into Vmbria, and from thence intoErruria, Where vnderſtan« 
ding the eyent of the bartaile at Cremona, hee entred intoa no- 
table derermination, and if it had ſucceeded , of great conſe« 
quence; To betake himſelferothe ſea,and ſerting onlandin ſome 
partof the prouince of Narbon, to raiſe Fraunce and the nations 
of Germanic,and fo ſtirrevp anewe warre. Aſſoone as Valens 
was gone, Cornelius Fuſcus came with an armie vppon them 
at Ariminum , and beſtowing his ſhippes not farre from the + 
towneforced the ſouldiers for feare to yeelde, and made him- 
ſelfe maſter of the plaine of Vmbria, and the countrey of Pice- 
numallalong the ſeaſide: and foal Italic on the one fide of the 


 Apennine mountaines wasvnderthe ſubicction of Veſpaſian,and 


onthe other ſide vnder Vitellius. Valens having embarked him- 
ſclfe inthe bay of Piſa was driuen by the violence of the ſea, or 
contrary windes, intothe portof Hercules Moncecus. Not farre 
from thence Marcus Maturus Procuratour of the ſea Alpes re- 
mained, aman veriefaithfull and conſtantin Vitellius cauſe, not- 
withſtanding al thercabout had declared themſelues forthe con- 
trarie ſ1de;who intertaining Valens with all kinde of curteſie, and 
warning him, notraſhlyto enter into the prouince of Narbon, 


withthis admonition ſtrooke a terrour into his minde,and withall 


the reſt of the company beganne to faintfor feare, and ſtagger in 
theirallegeance . For Valerius Paulinus a*Procuratour, a ya- /FlkeinGe 
liant ſouldier, and afrende of Veſpaſians before his aduaunce- © 
ment, had ſworne the cities rounde aboutvnto him, and gathe- 

ringall thoſe, which being >diſmiſſed by Vitellius of their owne » were: 1 
accordereſumed armes, keptthecolonie of Forum Iuljj, being io 0- 


the keie of the ſea, with a garriſon : his dealing therein carying tne ies 
the more credite, becauſc hee was borne in thatrowne, and was dimed'y 
highlic eſteemed amongrthe Prztorian ſouldiers, whoſe Tribune {guts 
ſometimes hee had beene; and the towneſmen alſo vpon fa- —_— 
uour to their cuntreyman, and hope of greateneſſe heercaf- the 7:curemn 
ter, endcuoured to further thefide . This ſtrong preparation 

being reported in the ampleſt forte to the Vitellianiſts , who 

alreadic were wauering in minde, Fabius Valens retired in 

all fpecde to the ſhippes, accompanied onelie with fower 
«Spearemen, three of his frendes, and as manic Centurions: «gpiculaores 


Maturus and thereſt wereat their libertie to ſtaic behinde, if it 


| likedthem, andfveare to Veſpaſian . But as the ſea was fafer

to Valens thenthe ſhoarc,or rownes, ſo floating thereonvnreſol- 
ucd, ad ſeeing rather whatto ſhunthenwhat to follow, he was at

'A Ss00Nt asValenswas taken,all theprouinces turned them 

-**ſeluesto Veſpaſians ſide, the matter beginningin Spaine at 
the firſt Legion ſurnamed Adiutrixz whichvponthe memorie of 
Otho was enemy to Vitellius, and drewwith itthetenth and fixr 
Legionalſo, Neitherdid theprouinces of France make any ſtay. 
And for Britannie, the great fauour and reputationinwarlicke af- 
faires, that Veſpaſian Fad gotten being Lieutenant there of the 
ſecond Legion vnder Claudius, did ratly winne that Legion vn- 
to him, albeit not without ſome ſturre of the reſt, whereof manic 
Centurions and ſouldicrs,who had beene aduanced by Virellius, 
werevnwilling to change the Prince,whom they hadprooucd al- 
ready. By meanes of whichdiflenſion and continuall rumours 
of ciuill warres the Britans tooke hartandrebelled,through the 
procurement of Venuſius; who beſide a naturall fiercenefle of 
courage, and hatred of the Romanname, was incenſed parricu- 
larely, by a priuate vnkindnefle berweene him and the queene 
Carthiſmandua. Carthiſmandua was queene of the Brigantes, 
of highand noblclinage, whovponthedeliuery of king Carata- 

ob bfraude, and ſentto furniſh and ſet our 

 thetriumph of Claudius, wanne fauour with the Romans, and 
greatly increaſed herſtrength: whereupon enſued wealth, and of 
wealth and proſperity riotous and incontinent life:infomuch that 
caſting off Venuſius, who was her husband , ſhee ioyned her ſelfe 
inmariage withVellocatus his harniſh bearer, and crowned him 
king: which fact was the oucrthrowe immediately of herhouſe, 
Thegood will of the cuntrey went generally vpon the lawfull 
husband: butthe queenes vntemperare affetions were peremp- 
tory and violentin maintaining herminion. Whereupon Venuſius 
by the helpe of his other a IP the reuoltof the Brigantes, 
made warre —_ Carthiſmandua, and brought her into greate 
extremities: then praying aideatour handes, our cohorres and 
Fe & wings 
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wings were ſent to defende her, which after ſundry skirmiihes ' 
withdiuerſecuent,deliuered her perſon our ofperil,burrhe king- 
dome remained to Venuſius, and thewarte vnto ys. About the 
fametime our affairesin Germanie,throughthe inſufficiencie of 
our capraines, and ſeditiouſneſſe of our Legions, forreine 
force aflailing vs, and our allyes betraying vs, were reduced to 
thoſedeſperate termes, that we ſtoode in danger of leeſing the 
countrey: but that warretogether with the cauſes, and particular 
euenresthereof(forit continued long)I* will hereafterdeclare. .,z., 
The Dacians alſo ſtirred, a nation neuer louing vs, andasthen, 
ourarmy being withdrawen our of Mceſia, nor fearing vsneither. 
Wheathe firſt alterations and troubles beganne , they held them- 
ſeluesquier, and looked but on: butwhenas they perceiuedIta- 
lieto beeallin armes, and berweene the ſideseuery where open 
hoſtility, forcing theſtanding campes of the cohorts and wings, 
they putthemſclues in poſſeſsion of both the banckes of Danu- 
bius, and were nowatthe point ro haverazed the campes of the 
Legions, had not Mutianus, hauing knowledge before of the 
victory at Cremona, oppoſed theſixt Legion againſt them, leſt 
two forreine powersſhould haue brokeninat onetime, the Ger- 
mans&Dacians, from two diuerſe coaſtes.As often heretofore, 
ſonow ſpecially fortune was fauourable tothe Romans, bringing 
Mutianus with the power oftheEaſtrto arriue there atthatioſtanr; 
andthatin the meanetime the matter was ſo diſpatched at Cre- 
mona. Murtianus departing away left Fontcius Agrippa, who 
had beene one yeare Proconſull of Aſia, Lieutenant generall in 
Mceſia; aſfsigning him ſufficient forces our of the Vitellian Legi- 
ons, whom itwasthoughtapoint both of pollicy and peace to 
diſperſe abroad inthe prouinces, and keepe occupicdin forreine 
warre, Neither were other nations at quiet, In Pontus a bar- 
batbus bondeman, which ſometime had beene Admirall of the 
king's nauie, raiſed vp a ſodainewarre in the countrey: his name 
was Anicetus a freedman of the late king Polemo, ſometime of 
greatcredite and power, and nowſince the kingdome was Þredu- «;, vero 
cedinto a prouince diſpleaſed and greeued with the change. *=* 
Whereupon hauing aſlociated ynto him in Vitellius name the na- 
tions thatdwellypon Ponrus, alluring thepoore andneedieſt ſore 
with hope of bootie and ſpoile,he became inſhorttime Comman- 
der of competent forces, withwhich hee ſodaincly A _ 

| | ; rake 
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brake into Trapezus, a very ancientcitty builrbytheGrecians, 

in the vitermoſt borders of Pontus:where a cohorte was (laine, 

which intimepaſt was in the ſeruice there of the king, but being 
afterwarde made cittizens of Rome, had raken-cnſeignes and 

armour after ourmanner, retaining the (louthfulnefle and diſſo- 

lutelife of the Greekes notwithſtanding . Heeburned alſothe 

nauy there, doing his pleaſure on that ſea, which as then was 

. yngarded , by reaſon that Mutianus had giuen order for the 

beſt of the galleycs, andallthe ſouldiersto meete himat Byzan- 

tium : ypon occaſion whereof *the barbarouspeoplealfo ofthe ** 

countrey ranged abroade, and robbed withourfeare of checke 

or controlment; building them boates on theſodaine, whichthey

moucd Veſpaſianto aſsigne vnto thoſe parts ſome Vexillary fol- 
dicrs out ofthe Legions, andVirdius Geminus for captaine,aman 
of good proofein ſeruice: whoſettingyponthe enemies beingin 
diſarray, and diſperſed in ſeeking of ſpoile, draue them to their 
boates,and then cauſing ſome galleyesto beebuilt in haſt, purſu- 
edand ouertooke Anicetus inthe mouth of the riuer Cohibus, 
being there vnder the protection of the king of the Sedochezi, 
whom he had wunne by money & gifts toyndertake his defence. 
And indeede at firſt the king threatned to prote& his ſuppliant 
with force ofarmes: butwhenas he ſaw himſclfe puttothe choile, 
ro acceptcither rewarde for yeelding him, or warrein defending 
him, as an vnconſtant anddiſloyall barbarian, vpon compoſiti+ 
on hee ſurrendred Anicetusto 7 6 , &dcliuered the fugitiues, & 
fo an cndewas made of that ſeruile warre.Veſpaſianbeing ioytull 
ypon the obtaining ofthis vicorie, all things ſucceeding vanto 
him abouc his own wiſh,was certified ſoone after being in AEgypr 

- of the bartaile at Cremona, which cauſed him tomake the more 
haſt to Alexandria, that ſeeing Vitellius army was defeated and 
broken, hee mightpreſle alſowith hunger the citty of Rome,ſtan- 
ding alrogether ypon forraine prouiſion, For ſolikewiſc he made

preparation toinuade Africke, ſiruate on the ſame coaſt, both by 
ſeaand lande, meaning to cutoff the rwo ſtorehoules of corne

X. «Antonius Primus marcheth from (1 remona to Fanum Fortune, 
his iarring with Mutian, 


H1tEsrT in theſe generall alterations, thorowe out the 
\* * wholeworld,theſtatethus altered &paſled, AntoniusPri. 
musleauing Cremona, leftalſo his former care of well carying 
himſelfe, ſuppoſing the warreto beatan end, and nodifficulry in 
thatwhich remained: orels peraduenture proſperity,inaman of 
that diſpoſition, diſcouered the ſecrete and inwarde faultes of 
his minde, as couetouſneſle and pride, and other vicesthatwere 
ſuppreſſed before, Iralie he harried as a conquered countrey: 
the Legions with all kinde of curteſic hee ſought to affure to 
himſelfe: in ſumme by all peeches and deedes he made the way 
to his owne greatneſſe , Andrto giue the ſfouldier the more his 
owne will, and leauc him the bridlear large, of his mere mori- 
on hee graunted vnto the Legions the choiſe of Centurions in 
their roomes that were ſlaine: by which kinde of ele&tion the 
buſieſt and troubleſomeſt fellowes were choſen; and generally 
the ſouldicr was notgouerned bythe direQion of his captaine, 
bur the capraine drawen by the violence of the ſouldier . At- 
tertheſe pointes tending to faction and corrupting of diſcipline, 
hee conuerted himſelfe to the pray , nothing dreading Muria- 
nusat hande, which was a more hainous offence, then to haue 
contemned Veſpaſian himſelfe . Neuerthelefle the army mar- 
ched on, withoutcariages, becauſethe winter wasneare, and the 
fieldes oucrflowen with the Po . The enſeignes and ſtanderds 
of the conquering Legions, and the aged or impotent ſouldicrs, 
with many ſoundalfo, wereleftat Verona . It ſeemed ſufficient, 
nowthe warre wasinſogood a forwardneſle, totake onelie the 
cohorts and wings, and certaine choſen menout of the Legions, 
vnto this companie the eleuenth Legion alſo adioyned them- 
ſclues,whoatthefirſthad made ſome delay, butſecing the good 
ſucceſle of their fellowes were ſory itwas their ill happe to be ab. 
ſent: with itthere camealſo ſixethouſande Dalmatians newly le- 
uyed.  Poppzus Siluanns was Lieutenant generall:but the whole 
. dirction 
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direction of matters reſted in Annius Baſſus Lieutenant of the Le- 
gion, who with greatinduſtryand quietneſle diſpoſed of all that 
was tobe done, and vnder coulour of obedience gouerned-Sil- . 
uanus peaceably , being a man of no action in militare ſeruice, 
and rifling outthe times of doing intalking. To this power were 
adioyned the beſt of themariners atRauennarequiring Legiona- 
ry ſeruice, andintheir roomes the Dalmarianswere ſent to ſeruc 
atſea , AtFanum Fortunz the army and the leaders were ata 


ſtoppe, being indoubt concerningtheirprincipall purpoſe, be- 


cauſethey had heard the Prztorian cohorts were already (ct forth

haſt of the ſouldiers hindered greatly, whileſt that whichindue - 
order might haue beene taken and ferucd ſomewhile, was in a 
moment ſpoiled in ſnatching . Ir is reported by moſt credible. 
writers, that among the winners there was fuch a contempt of 
common honefſtie, and ſuch vnnaturall dealings againſt al lawes 
humane anddivine, that a common ſouldier among the horſe- 
men wasnotaſhamed,openly toprofeſle, that hee had ſlaine his 
owne brotherin the laſt battaile, &ro require recompence for the 
ſame atthe capraines handes: who neither willing to rewarde the 
fatinregardeof common humanitic, nor daring topuniſh it in 
reſpetof the nature of the preſent warre, differred the marter, 
pretending thathe haddeſerued much more, thenthey were pre+ 
ſently able to giue: howe itwasendedIfinde not recorded; not- 
withſtanding in former ciuill warresTfinde the like to have hap- 
pened. For in the batraile fought againſt Cinna ar Taniculum, 
one of Pompeyes ſouldiers lewhis owne brother, and whenhee 
ſawe whathe had done,ſlew himſelte alſo, as Siſennareporteth: ſo 
much haue our anceſtors exceeded vs, not onelyin glory of their 
vertues, butin griefe fortheir faults, Theſe andthelike drawen 
outof ancient hiſtory itſhallnort bee amifle to remember, where 
theplace and matter requires to ſer downe either * examples of 
that which is good, or comforts for that whichis bad. Now An- 

ronius andthe Flauian captaines being at Fanum, thought irex- 


pedicnt 
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pedienttoſende ſome horſemenbefore, and ſearch all the coaſt 
of Vmbria,tofinde ſomecafyand gentle paſſage ouerthe Apen- 
ninc:and withall they determined to fende forthe ſtanderds and 
enſcignes,and all the ſoldiers that remayncd atVerona,and to re» 
_ pleniſhthe Poandthe ſeawithſtoreofprouilion, There were of 
the Commaunders whichſoughtalmeanestodelay:for Antonius 
was * growennow too intollerable, and * better hope was con- *»inivr ian 
cats Mutianus: who being inwardly vexed thatthe vito. Time”, 
was ſo ſpeedily gotten, and fearing vnleſſche were preſent ar Mrine/poe 
etaking of Rome atthelcaſt, heſhould haue no part neither 
of thewarre; northe honour, wrote vnto Primus and Varus am- 
biguouſly,ſumetime perſwading to follow with inſtance,8& ſome- 
timediſcourſing ofthe wrokrablanell of delaying; framing his 
ſpeechinſuch ſort, that ifthinges fell ourill,hee would clearely 
diſclayme them, if well, he mighttake themvpponhim: butto 
Plotius Griphus, whom Veſpaſian had lately made Senatour 
and Lieutenant of a Legion, and the reſt of his truſty frendes he 
- gaue plaine direftion to ſtay till his comming : all which per- 
ſons returned vnto him a plauſible anſwere , and greatly bla- 
med the heady proceeding of Primus and Varus. ' Thoſe ler- 
ters Mutianus ſent to Veſpaſian, and ſoprocured that Antonius 
deviſes and doings werenotaccepted according to his expetta- 
tion. Which thing Antonius tooke yery impatiently,, and im- 
puted the faulethereof vato Murianus, by whoſe calumniations 
he conceyued his dangers had growen: neitherdid he forbeare 
to vic hard ſpeeches againſt him, as a man of an iaremperate 
toung, and notaccuſtomed to acknowledge any ſuperiour. He 
wrotealſoleners vnto Veſpaſian in amore hawrty and arrogant 
ſtile, then beſcemed a ſubiect to his Prince, with ſecrete glances 
andnippesar Mutianus: Tharitwas Antenius and no body els, 
whofirſtputinarmesthe Legions of Pannonia,andbroughtthem 
into the field: that by his procurement and woorking the cap- 
raines of Mceſia were firſt ſtirred vpto the warre: by his reſolute- 
neſle the Alpes were paſſed, Italic poſſeſſed, and the ayde of the 
Rhcetians and German nations cut of: then, that Vitellius Legi- 
ons being art diſcord and- diſperſed the vantage was fpycd, and 
they ouerthrowen firſt by a furious charge of horſemen, after- 
ward by a power of footmenfora whole day & a night rogether; 
that was indeede the braueſt pointof theſeruice,and his only do-

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7 ing: as for the miſhappe of Cremona, it wasamiſchance ofwarreg 
O | and that rhe deciding of other ciuill difſenſions in former ages

quered Legions, Agreſtis went home againe; and making rela- 
tion, whenas Virellius would not belecuchis report, butchar- 

d him with vntructh, and further that he was hired thereto: 
Secingthen(quoth A greſtis)nomeanc proofe will ſerue, and nei- 
thermy lifenor mydeathcan now ſtandeyouinany other ſteede, 
Iwill giueyouan aſſurance which you may belecue; and fo de- 
parting from him)he ſcaled his ſayings voluntarily with his bloud. 
Some writethat hewas flaine by Virellius commaundementr, but 
of hisfidelity and conſtancy they report the ſame. Now Vitel- 
lius beeing asit were awaked out of fleepe, commaunded Iu- 
lius Priſcus and Alphenus Varus with fourteene Pretorian co- 
horts, and all the wings of the horſemen to keepe the ftreits 
of the Apennine. after them followed a Legion of Seamen; a 

wer both fornumber and goodneſſe of menand horſes {uffici- 
ent (if another had bene Generall) ro make warre offenſtue,not 
onely to ſtande yppon their defence. The reſt of the cohorts 
were committed to Lucius Vitellius his brother to garde the 
citty withall . Himſelfe abating nothing of his wouted ryot, 
ey haſty through diſtruſt, hudled vp the eletion of officers, 
wherein he declared Conſuls for® many yearestocome. More. 
130ucr'3 newe treatics and more graciovs were concluded with 
our allyes, and the right of Latium conferred vppon ſtrangers. 
To ſome hee releaſed their tributes, ro others he granted im- 
munitjes ,withour all care of poſteriry mangling and mayming 
the Empire. But the common ſortaccepred theſe fauours that 
ſeemed o great, and the fooliſheſt bought them with money, 
which wiſe men accounted but voyde, beeing ſuch as could 
neither bee giuen nor taken with the ſafety of the ſtate. At 
thelaſt throughtheinſtanr requeſt of his armie lying in Meuania, 
withagreattrayne of Senatours aſſumed, partly vpon ſuite and 
moſt ypon feare, herepayredto the campe irreſolute ofhimſelte, 
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and obnoxious to vafaithfull counſailes. As hewas ſpeaking 
to his ſouldiers inpublike aſſembly, irfcll our ſo many vnlucky 
birdesto flye ouer his head( a monſtrous marter) that the day 
was ouercaſt, as it were with.ablacke cloude: and another no 
14lefle ominous and ofcuill preſage, thara bull which was ap- 14 
- pointedtobe ſacrificed, brake away from the altars, ouertur- 
ned the furniture ofthe ceremonie,and was knocked downe farre 
of from the accuſtomed place . Bur the greateſt monſter was 
Vicellius himſelfe, a Prince withour kill in the profesfion of 
armes, and deuoydeof dire&ionand counſell, demanding eft- 
ſoones of others in what order to march, what diligence was 
requiſite in making diſcoucries, what meane wasto be obſerued 
in vrging, or delaying the warre, and ypon euery flying report 
apparently fearefull in countenance , and trembling in gate, 
and beſide all this moſt commonly druncken. Ar the length 
growing weary of the campe, we vnderſtandingof the reuolt 
of the nauy at Miſenum, hee returned to Rome, euer fearing 
moſtthe blowe that came laſt, and careleſſe in the meanetime 
of the mayne chance. For whereas it had bene a courſe moſt 
cleare in reaſon, and euident inſight, tohauepaſſed the Apen- 
nine with his army , which then was inhartand ſtrength, and ſo 
to have afſayled the enemies almoſt conſumed with hunger and 
 Takingfome co1de, he on the other ſidefell ro? diſperſing his forces, and fo a- 
Rome, bus bandoned his beſt and faithfulleſt ſoldiers, whom heleftthereby 
04+ 5 to the enemies mercy, and deliuered them asitwereintotheir 
Cay ene* handes;contrary tothe opinion of the moſtexpert Centurions, 


drother,as a 
peareth a. who dilliked greatly the diſuniring, andiftheir adviſe had beene 


hore &fue asked,would hauetolde plainly their minde:but Vitellius inward- 
borſeino ECſt frendes hinderedthem from acceſſe,the Princes eares being (o 
of thay, framed,thathe accountedall ſharpethat was wholeſome, & liked 
ofnothing bur that which was preſentlypleaſant, and afterwards 
- hurrfull, Butthe nauy at Miſenum(ſo muchthe audaciouſneſle e- 
uen of one {ingle man in ciuilldifſenſions may work)was brought 
toreuolt by the meanes of Claudius Fauentinus,a Centurion ig- 
nominioully cafſed by Galba, who counterfayting letters from 
Veſpaſian , with hope of reward induced them to Thange their 
allegeance, The Admirall thereof was Claudivs Apollinaris, 
amanthatneither cqnſtantly kepthis fidelity, noriſtoutly main- 
rained histreaſon: and Apinius Tiro, who hadbenePretor, and 
| | was 
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was then by chance at Minturn, offred hirnſelfe for ahead to 
them which reuolted; by whoſe meanes the colonies and free 
rownes were drawen to theſide, the Puteolatii ſhewing them- 
ſelues moſt forward that way. ButCapuaonthe vtherſide, per- 
ſiſted firmeto Vitcllius: ws cn there paſſed, vnder coulour 
of the publicke cauſe, much priuate choler betweene the two 
townes, Tothe pacification of theſe troubles Virellius choſe 
out Claudius Tulianus(who had lately bene Admirallof the na- 
uie at Miſenum, and governed himſclfeinthat Sarge withgreat 
mildneſſe) asthe meeteſt man to appeaſe the ſouldiers mindes; 
asſigning vnto him a power of onecittic-cohoft, and the*fen- «14ers 
cers which were vnder hischarge. Afſoone asthe campes appro- 
chedtheoneto the other, Iulianus without any greatſtay turned 
to Veſpaſiansſide, and ſoiointly they tooke Tartacina, aplace 
of great ſtrength in regarde of the walles and ſituation, if the 
menwithin had bene faichfull and-good,Vponknowledgewhere- 
of Vitellius leauing part of his forces at Nataia with the cap- 


 rainesof his Garde, ſenthis brother Lucius Vitellius away with 


ſix cohorts and fiue hundreth horſe,to managethewarre of Cani. 
pania, Himlelfe becing greatly perplexed in minde was yer 
ſomewhat reuiued withthe carneſt goodwill of the ſoldiers, and. 
clamours of the rowne people requiringarmour and weapons; 
whombeing noughrels butacowardly conpente, whoſe bold- 
neſle never went beyonde wordes, hecalled by the falſe ritle 
of armies and Legions. Attheperſwaſionof his freedmen(for 
of his frendes the greateſt men were leaſt truſty) he comman- 
dedthe tribes tobe called, and fare them whichgaueintheir 
names: too many preſenting themſelues, he diuided the charge 
of the muſter berweene the two Conſuls, and aſleſled the Se- 
natoursatacertaine number of bond-men, and quantity of (il- 
ver. The Gentlemen of Rome made offer both of their ſeruice 
and money, cuenthe Libertini requiring of their owne morion 
they mightbe admitted to doe alſo thelike. This counterfaytfor- 
wardneflſe made the offices, thatweredone for feare,be thought 
to proceede of goodwill. Andindeede many pitiednor ſo much 


_ theman,as the place he ſuſteined: & Virellius himſelte ceaſed not 


by his countenance, ſpeech &tearestoprouoke compaſſion and 
pitty,promiſing largely, & (as the nature is of men ingreart feare) 
withoutmeaſure, Moreouer he tookethenypon him(which he

our conſideration are ſtrongeſt inthe beginning, and afterward 
fade anddecay, ſo herethe Senatours beganne by lirle and little 
toſhrinke,and the Gentlemen likewiſe; atthe firſt with ſome ref- 
pe&andin Vitellius abſence, but afrerward more openly, being 
afrayde and penſiue for the danger which was like to enſue; till in 
the cnde Vitellius ſeeing the attempt not feaſible, forſhame was 
contented,nottodemande that he could norvbraine. 


XII. TheFlautanifts paſſe ouer the Apennine, the Uutel- 
I. lianifts at Narma'yeeld themſelues Y the death 


of Fabins Valens. & | 
'A S the poſſesſing of Meuaniaby the Vitellianiſts had wrought 


greatterrourinltalie,ſecing another warre as itwere ſprung 

vP a freſh by that meanes , fo of the contrary fide the depar- 
ture of Virellius in fo fearctull maner procured great credit, 
and good to the Flauian cauſe. For preſently thereupon the 
Samnites, and Peligni, and Marft reuolted; and vpon emula- 
tion that Campania had preuented them, torecompence their 
flackneſſe, asmen newly come toanew maſter, ſhewed extreme 
diligencein furthering the ſeruice, Bur in pasfingthe Apennine 
the armie by the fowlenefle of the winter weather was greatly 
diſtreſſed, and marching with all liberty and quietnescouldhard. 
ly wreſtle out ofthe ſnowe, ſothat itwas cleareto be ſcene, what 
2nger they muſt needes haue ſuſtayned, if fortune, to which 
the Flauian captaines were more often beholding, then to their 
good guiding and $kill, hadnot turned Vitellius backe home 


againe, In the mountaines Petilius Cerealis mer them, who 


Inclowniſh apparellthrough knowledge of the countrey had e{- 


capcd Vitellius handes.Cerealis was ofneare affinity with Veſpa- 
ſian, & of ſome name for matters of warre,and therefore was afſu- 
med among theLeaders. Many write that Flauius Sabinus and 
Domitian might alſo haue caſily eſcaped, and certaineitis, that 
diucrſe meflengers ſent by Antonius by ſundry cunning fleights 
came to their ſpeech, pointing the place, and offring them meanes 
fortheir ſafety: but Sabinus alleadged that his crazy body was 

| nor 
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notto vndertake a matter of that paines, and ſuchan audacious 
attempt. Domitian would gladly haue ventured, buthee fearcd 
the keepers whom Virellius had ſet about him, although they 
offred to accompany himin his eſcape, leſt peraduenture ir had 
beene a ſnareto intrappe him: and indeede Vitellius himſelfe, 
in regarde of his owne kinsfolkes, intended no cruelty againſt 
Domitian . When the Flauian captaines were come to Carſu- 
la; they ſtaied there a fewe daies to repoſe their army, till their 
Legionary power ſhould ouertake. them: and the place of the 
campe in it ſelfe was ddlitefull , with a large goodly profpeR, 
and veric ſafe forthe prouiſton of vittailes, hauing FA manie of 
the welthieſt citties, as it were ſtore- houſes behinde them, 
And beſides they were in ſome hope thatthe Vitelliamſts,which 
were notdiſtant abouetenne miles,would fall ro ſome parle,and 
fofroma parleto a reuolt: which thing the ſouldiers could nor 
abide ro heare of, burdefired an enderather by conqueſt, then 
by peace : cuen their owne Legions they were vnwilling to ſtay 
for, loath to haue more fellowes in the ſpoile, when they nee- 
ded none in the danger . But Antonius calling thempublick- 
lie together , ſhewed vnto them , that Vitellius had yet ſome 
forces remayning, wauering perhappes and vnconſtant if they 
might haue time ro conſult, bur of fierceſtomacke ifthey were 
driuen to deſpaire : that the beginnings of ciuill warres were 

ro bee permitted to fortunes deciding, burthe accompliſhment 
of the victoric was to bee governed by reaſon and wiſedome: 
that the nauic of Miſenum, and the moſt flouriſhing countrey 
of Campania were alreadie reuolted, and there remayned no- 
thing of althe world yntoVitellius, ſaue onely ſo muchas lay be- 
tweene Tarracina and Narnia: and ſurely they had wunne ho- 
nour ſufficient in the battayle at Cremona, and blame too 
much by deſtroying thetowne , therefore they ſhould notnow 
deſire to take = , bur rather to ſaue it: their rewarde would 
bee greater, and theirglory moſt great,ifthey wroughtthe ſafe- 
. rie of the Senate and people of Rome without bloudſhed . With 
theſe and other like ſpeeches their mindes were mollified, and 
ſoone after the Legions came . The Vitellian cohortes ter- 
rified with the fame of the armie ſo much increaſed , beganne 
'to wauer,no man animating them to the warre, but manie to 
rcuolt , who defired to ke 7 a preſent of their bandes and 
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cornets vntothe conquerour, topurchaſe fauourhercafter; and 
auc alſo aduertiſement,thar fait thereby at Interamna was a gar- 
riſon of fower hundreth horſe, Whereupon immediately Varus 
wasdiſpatched with a band of menlightly appointed, and ſlewe 
ſome fewe thatmade reſiſtance: but the moſt part laide downe 
their weapons, and yeelded themſclues to his mercy: ſome fled 
tothecampe atNarnia,andfilledalltherefullof feare andrerror, 
extolling aboue truerh the forces and valour of the enemies,to 
diminiſh their ownediſhonourin loſing their fort . Neither was 
there any puniſhmenr for offences among rhe itellianiſts; on the 
other ſide the rewardes were apparent of thoſe that reuolted: fo 
that from thence foorth the contention was, whoſhould bee moſt 
traitour, anddaily ſome of the Tribunes and Centurions fledto 
the enemie: for the common ſouldier was obſtinately bent for Vi- 
tellius,vnrilPriſcus and Alphenus Generalles forſakiug the camp 
ypon feare, andreturning to Vitellius, diſcharged the reſt from 
all blame of treaſon . About the ſame time Fabius Valens was 
puttodeathin thepriſonatVrbine, His headerwas openly ſhew- 
cd to the Vitellian cohontestoputthemourof all hope : for be- 
fore they beleeued thathe was eſcaped into Germanie, and put- 
tingin armesboth olde and newe ſouldiersthere: but when they 
fawe he was dead they beganne todeſpaire, The Flauian armie 
alſotooke a wonderfull conceiteasif hisdeath were yndoubted- 
ly the ende of the warre . 'Valens was borne at Anagnia , of a 
entlemans houſe, looſe inconditions, and not withourgrace in 
Ceking by wanton icaſtesthe name of a pleaſant conceite.In the 
games of Iuucnaliain Neroes time hee*plaied apart, firſt as ir 
were by compulſion, then yoluntarily, with more dexteritic then 
credit. Being created Lieutenant of aLegionhee both ſoughr 
to preferre Verginiusto theEmpire, and then to diſcredit him. 
Fonteius Capito his Lieutenant general], either becauſe hee was 
entredinto treaſon, or becauſe he could not indace him to trea- 
ſon, hemurdred and madeaway. A traitour hewasnodoubr to 
Galba, and trueto Vitellius, avertue in him ſo much the more e- 
minent, becauſe ſo many others were falſe. Now the Vitellian 
ſouldiers ſceing all their hope cut off, going to yeelde themſelues 
tothe contrary part, eueninthatalſo hada care of their honour, 
and came downe into the plaine vnder Narnia ynder their cn- 


ſcignes and banners diſplaied: theFlauian army ſtoode armed 
| | with 
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- withtheirweaponsbent,asin bartell, in thicke ranckes along the 


way {ide. Sothe Vitellianiſts were receiued intothe middle, and 
being ſo incloſed abour, Antonius intertained them with comfor- 
table and gracious wordes, and appointed ſomeofthemro abide 
atNarnia, and ſome ar Interamna, leauing ſome of his owneLe- 
gions withall, withourmoleſtationtothemif they were quiet,and 
yetof force ſufficienttorepreſſethemif they rebelled,

VrinG their abode atCarſula, Antonius and Varus ſent con- 

tinuall meſſages vnto Vitellius, offring him, if he would ſur-, 
ceaſearmes, and yeelde himſelfe and his children to Veſpaſians 
mercy,life,noney,and what ſecretplace he would chuſe of Cam- 
paniato retire himſelfe into: to the ſame effect Mutianuswrote 
alſo vnto him: and Virellius oftentimes gaue care thereunto, en- 
tringinto ſpeech aboutthe number ofhis ſeruants,and the choiſe 


of the place.Sogreataſenſeleſneſle had poſſeſſed hisminde, that 


if other menhad notremembred, thathe had beene once Prince, 
and therefore wasnottolooke for ſecurity in priuate eſtate, hee 


himſelfe would haue quickly forgotten it . But the principall 
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XIII. Preelbus pon compoſition with Flauius Sabinus Veſpaſians = 


menat Rome ſecretely incited Flauius Sabinus being Prouoſt of 


the city, to puthitnſelfe into the cauſe, and vnderrake part of the 
victory and of the honour: making remonſtrance vato him, that 
the citty cohortes was his owne peculiare ſouldier, the cohortes 
ofthe Watchmen would queſtionlefle take his part, and their own 
retinue of bondmen ſhould bee athis diſpoſition, beſide the for- 
tune ofthe ſide, andthe eaſy courſe of proceeding they finde,that 
be intraine of winning, thatheeſhould not yceldethe honour of 
the actionto Antonius and Varus: that Vitellius had but fewe co- 
horts innumber, and thoſediſcouragedand trembling at the euil 
newes thatcame out of all quarters: the common people was fic- 
kle &changeable; &if Sabinus would preſent himſelfe for a head, 
they woullv& the ſame flattering termes for Veſpaſian, which 


now they did tothe other, as for Vitellius hee was a man notable 


ro gouerne himſelfe in proſperity, muchleſle ſufficientto wielde 
and winde owtof his declining eſtate: thatthe honour gffiniſhing 
the 
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' thewarre would be his, who firſt ſhould rake poſſe5ion ofthe cies 
ty;and ſowereitfit in alcongruity, both for Sabinustoreſeruethe 
Empire to his brother, and torVeſpaſian tocſteeme of all other 
mens ſeruice ſecundarily to Sabinus. Theſe warlike ſpecches 
made bura ſlender impreſsionin his feeble olde minde, and ſome 
did ſecretely ſuſpe& and charge him, thatthroughenuy atid cmu- 
lation hee foughh rather to hinder his brothers good fortune, 
For Flauius Sabinus was the elder brother, and execeded Veſpa- 
ſianborhia riches and authority ,whiles they were both priuate 
men, and was thoughtto haue ſaucd hiscredir,andkepthim from 
+» breaking,by lending him money,buttakinginmorgage his houſe 
and landes for repayment thereof: whereupon albeit in out- 
' warde ſhewethey continued frendes, yet ſome ſecrete iclouſics 
were feared betweene them . Butthe better interpretation was, 
 thatbeing a milde man he abhorred from ſlaughter and bloud, 
and therefore treated diuerſe times with Vitellius of a peace- 
able compoſing ofmattersvpon conditions , And ahierdinerſ 
| "mectingsat his houſe, at thelaſt a capitulation was concluded 
vpon(asthe fame went) inthe temple of Apollo, onely two per- 
«Sake fs ſons, Cluuius Rufus and SiliusTtalicus,beeingawitneſles of their 
FlnieSuhim - WOrdes : their countenances were notedafarre off by the behoL 
wetae ke ders: Vitellius ſeemedabict and baſe, Sabinus nor inſulting,bur 
erhSar. Fel. pitying rather, Andif Vitellius could as cafily haueperſwaded his 
boinjos frendes,as he wasready to yeelde himſclfe, Veſpaſians army had | 
entred the city without bloudſhed:butthe loial & faithful ſeruants 
of Vitellius flatly reieedall ſpeech of peace and conditions, de- 
claring the dangerand diſhonor thereof, &thatthe performance 
conſiſted only inthe winners good pleaſure.Nay, ſaid they, Veſpa 
ſian wil notbe ſo confident,asto ſuffer Vitellius to liue,thoughina 
privatceſtatc: or if hee would, yet your very owne ſouldjers and 
frends will not abideit: and ſo throughtheir pitty your life ſhall 
* comeindanger. You are old,and therefore for your part, as one. 
thathath had hisfil of both fortunes,are contentto accept of con- 
ditions;butwharttitle and ſtate ſhal yourlittle ſonne Germanicus 
haue ?now they offer money, ſeruants,and the pleaſant places of 
Campaniatoſolaceyouin: but when Veſpaſianſhall once be ſer- 
led in the Empire, neither he,norhis frends, norhis ſouldiers will 
_ thinke themſclues ſafe,while ſogreata concurrentdoth liue.Euen

Therethey ynderſtoodeof the peo- 
ples conſtantaffetion towardeVitellius,and the threatnings of

Vpon the preſent, ſeazed ypon the?Capitoll with his ſouldiers,and 
ebb. 44.4% ſome Senatoursand Gentlemen, whoſe names itis not cafe ro 


_ ſetdowne, becauſe very many whenVcſpaſianwas Prince preten- 
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dedto haue done that ſervice totheſide. 'Some women allo re- 
riccdinto the Capitoll, and there were beſieged: amongſt whom 
the moſt famous was Verulana Gracilia, drawen neither with re- 
ſpe of children,nor kinsfolke, bur only becauſe ſhe would be of 
a party. The Vitellianiſts having pinned them vp, ſetthe ſenti- 
nels ſo negligently, thataboutmidnightSabinus ſent forth and 
broughtinto the Capitol his ownchildren,and Domitianhis bro- 
thers ſonne, and diſpatched out other meſſengers to the Fla- 
vian capraines,* ſhewing them how they were belieged,and vn- 
lefle ſuccour came,were in great danger, and paſſed the whole 
night intharquietneſſe without any attempt fromthe enemy,thar 
he might haue caſily eſcaped without any perill.For the Vitellian 
ſoldiers as they werefierce, &ſtoutagainſtdangers,ſoinlabour 
and watching they were nordiligent; and withall agreatſhower 
falling on the ſodainc hindred boththeir ſight and Tei hearing, 
When the day appeared,beforeany att of hoſtility was begunne 
by eyther, Sabinus ſent Cornelius Martialis aprincipallCentu- 
rion with inſtrutions to Virellius, complayning &charging him 
with breach ofcoucnants, =" ER ins YA emabloy matrer 
in him, anda faynced ſhewe _— the Empire, onely to in- 
trappe ſomany noble perſonages:for ifotherwiſe, why withdrew 
hee himſelfe from the Roſtra, into his brothers houſe ſtanding 
nearetothe Forum,and full inthe ſight of the world,& nor rather 
rohiswiuesinmount Auentine ourofthe way; for ſohadiitbene 
meeteſtindeedif he had mentto haue liued as apriuate man,and 
auoydedallſhew ofa Prince: whereascontrarily he returned a- 
gainecuenintothe Palace,the GE ofthe Empirc,and from 
thence he ſent forth a companie ofarmed men, who had polluted 
the moſt famouspartofthecitty withthe bloud of innocent per- 
ſons,nor forbearing the Capitollit ſelfe: for his parthe continued 


 ynarmed, and liued in all reſpects as an otherSenatour,whiles in 


the meane time the matter was tryed betweene Veſpaſian and Vi- 
tellius by maine barrels ofLegions,taking of townes,& yeelding 
ofcohorts:yea when SpaineGermanie and Britannie werereuol- 
ted,yer did hee being Veſpaſians brother continue ſtill inallege- 
ance,tillVitellius began firſt romorion aparle;who ſurely ſhould: 
finde inthe end that peace and compolition is indeed for the glo- 
ry ofthe conquerours,but for the vtility ofthe conquered:or if it 
repented him ofhis bargaine,lethimnot make warre againſt him,

who he had with fallhood — inſt Veſpaſiansyoung 


ſonne (for whatwould the death ofanolde man & one childe a- 
uaile?)butlerhim goout & encounter the Legions,and theretrye 
the maine matrer:otherthings would follow the eucnt ofthat bar 
raile. Tothis charge Vitellius in great feare made anſwere,with 
ſome wordsincxcuſe of himſelfe,& laying the blame vponhis (ol. 
diers,whoſe too much vehemency,his modeſty,he ſayed,was vn- 
able to bridle;8& withall aduiſed Martialisro conuey himſclfe out 
ofthe houſe by apriuy way,lcſtthe ſoldiers ſhould murdrehim as 
a negoriatour ofthe peace,whichthey fo greatlydetcſted:andin- 
deed Vitelliuswas now bur a cipher, neither able to comandenor 
forbid,notPrince in effe&,bur only matter of warre.wartialis was 
ſcarce returned into the Capitoll,whenas the Virellianſoldiers,in 
agreatfury were alſo athand,without any leaderor capraine, but 
eucry man of his owne head:leauing with ſpeede the Forum and 
temples vponirtbehindethemyrhey ſerthemſeluesin array & mar 
ched vpthe hil,cuento the firſt gate ofthe Capitol.There were in 
olde time certaine open galleries ypon the ſide oftae clifſe, on 
the righthande asamangoeth vp: fromthe toppes whereof the 
defendants with ſtones and tiles betthe Virellianiſts downe, who 
| had intheirhandsnothing bur ſwordes, and to ſtay while cngins 

& ſhotwere fetched ſeemed loſtrime: wherefore they ranks ire. 
brandsand hurled theminto the vttermoſt gallery , and follow- 
ing the fire were atthe point ro hane centred the gate of the Ca- 
pitoll mis em burned, hadnot Sabinusplucktdowne all the 
imagesand gloriousmonuments of our progenitours, andinthe 
entrance of the gate made as it were a countermure of them. 
Thenthey aſſayed to make their entry on the other ſide of the 
Capitol by Lucus Aſyli,and bythe Stayres ofa hundreth Reppes, 
intheaſcenttoRupesTarpeia. Arborhtheſeplaces the aſſault 
camevnlookedfor, but the nearer & hoater wasthatbythe Aſy- 
lum: neither could they beſtopped fromcliming vp bythe buil- 
dingsthattouched together,which as in atime of log peace were

yethotableto reſoluc of himſelte, bur running about from one 
lace to another, at euery cry of the enemie, forbad that hee 
had commanded, and commanded againe thathe had forbidden. 
Anone,asithappenethinloſt & deſperate caſes, euery manwasa 
commaunder, andno mana putter inexecution: at the length ca- 
ſting away their weapons, they beganne to deuiſe how to flce 
andeſcape ſecretely away. Then the Virellianiſts brake in and 
killed, burned, and ſlue: ſome fewe militare men that offe- 
redtofightwere ſlaine: among whom Cornelius Martialis, Ae- 
milius Pacenſis, Caſperius Niger, Didius Sczuawere the moſt 
of note. Flauius Sabinus was beſer and taken, beeing neither 
armed, nor attempting to flee, andQuintius Atticus the Con- 
ſull, aman of ſpeciall marke by reaſon of his office,and through 
his owne vanity and follie , hauing publiſhed edicts in honour 
of Veſpaſian, and tothe diſgrace of Vitellius. The reſt made 
ſundry ſhitrs to eſcape , ſome in bondmens apparell, others 
. were hidden by.their clients, and conucyed away amongſtthe 
ſtuffe: ſome there were alſo that had learned the Vitellianiſts 
watch-worde; whereby one of them knewe another, and fo aſ- 
king andanſwering accordingly, vſed boldnefle inliew of a hole 
to lurke in. Domitianattheirfuſt breakinginwas hid in the ſex- 
tens houſe, and there by the pollicy of his freedman put in a 
linnen garment, asthe miniſters of the temple did weare, and 
ſo eſcaped vnknowne, and lay ſecrete at the houſe of Corne- 
lius Primus,one of his fathers followers, nearetothe. Velabrum, 
Afterward when his father came tothe ſtate he pulled downe the 
ſextens lodging, and builded there alittle chappell in honour of 
es uk his Preſeruer: and alſo crefted an alter and cauſed this 
iſtory to bee cut in marble: and when hee came to the Em- 
pire himſelfe he built a great temple to Zupzter his xeeper; and 
conſecrated himſelfe inthe lappe of the god. Sabinus and At- 
ticus being loaden with irons, and brought to Virellius, were 
neither receiued withil ſpeech,norill countenance;whereat they 
which challenged to kill them, & reward for their ſeruice, fretted 
and chaffed:and {o the next beginning the cry,theraſcal ſortofthe 
people demanded Sabinusdeath, mingling threats and flatte- 
ries together, And as Vitellius preſented himſelfe vppon the 
ſtayres ofthe palacetointrearte for his life, they forced him in the 


cndtodeliſtrhenthey ſtabbed and mangled him, and cutting of | 
4 | his 
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- hisheadrrailed the body intoGemoniz. This was the end of Sabi- 


nus,a man ſurely notto be contemned. He had ſerued inpublicke 
place thirty fiuc yeares, and was greatly renowned both for mat- 
ters of peace andotwarre:forintegrity & vprightdealing noman 
could rouch him: ſomewhat hewas too full of wordes; the only 
thing blamed in him during the ſeus yearesthathe ruled in Moe- 
ſra,&the twelue yeares that he was prouoſt of thecitty : in this laſt 
att of his life ſome iudged him cowardly, others moderate rather 
and ſparing of his citizens bloud; but of this all men agree thar 
before Veſpaſian was Prince, the reputation ofthe houſe reſted in 
Sabinus. It was thoughtthat Mutianus was glad othisdeath: and 
many were of opinion,thatirfell outnot ill in reſpeRof quietnes, 
al ſtrife & emulati6 being thereby taken vp betweenetwo,wherof 
the one was the Emperoursbrother,& the other caryed himſelfe 
as his fellow, ButVitellius when the peoplerequired alſo Atticus 
the Conſuls deathplainly withſtoode them himſelfc, being ſome- 
what oe ps in ſome ſorttorequite him, for thatbeing ex- 
amined, who had firſtfired the Capitoll, he rooke vpon him the 
matter himſelfe, and by that confesſion, whether itweretrue in- 
deed, or fained only to ſerue the preſent purpoſe, ſeemed totake 
vpon himthe blanie ofthe fa, & cleare Vitellius & his adherents, 


XIII. Lucius Urtellins taketh Tarracma, 


N the meane ſeaſon Lucius Vitellius pitching his campeatFe- 

ronia,preſſed ſore vpo Tarracina to take it,having ſhut into the 
rownethe® fencers and mariners, whodurſt not come out of the « Glagiatores | 
walles,nor hazarde themſelues inthe field. Their captaines(as we 
haue remembred before)were Iulianus ouerthe fencers,& Apol- 
linaris ouer the mariners,men both indiſſoluteneſle and inſutfici- 
encymore like fencersthen capraines;obſeruing no order in wat 
ching and warding,nor repairing the weake partsof the walles, 
butpasſing bothnights and dayesin wantonnefle and melodic, 
ypon thoſe pleaſant ſea-ſhoares, &diſperſingthe ſoldicrsabroad 
ro make prouiſion for theirriot, neuer talking of warre, but in 
banquet. Apinius Tirowas departed ſome fewe dayes before, 
and with his extortions and ſharpe dealing inthe free townes, 
purchaſed more ill will then ſtrength totheſide. Inthe meane 


timea ſeruant of Virginius Capito fled out of the towneto Lu- 


cius Vitellius, promiſing him, ifhe would allow him ſufficient 
0Ouj mcn, 
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men,rodefiucr ſecretly the caſtellbeing vnmanned,&accordings 
ly in the dead ofthenighthee brought certaine light armed co- 
horts,into the place ſtanding vpon the top ofa hill, oucrthe ene- 
mieshead.Fromthencethe ſoldiers ran down rather to a butche- 
ry thea barraile,killing ſome ynarmed,others beginningroarme, 
ſome newly awaked out of ſleepe, diſtracted & confounded with 
feare,darknefſſe,the ſound of trumpets & noyſe ofencmies.Atew 
of the fencers madereſiſtice,& were laine,albeitthey ſold their 
lives deare:thereſt ranne headlong tothe ſhippes,wherethrough 
the like feare all things were in the like confuſion; or ſomuch 
the more becauſe the towneſmenwere gotten in amongſtthem, 
whom the Virellianiſts alſo did killwithour any difference . Six 
ſhippes vpponthe firſtnotice of the ſurpriſe eſcaped, and with 
them Apollinaris the Admirall of thenauy: the reſt were either 
takenvpontheſhoare, orelsſuncke inthe ſea, being ouerchar- 
ged withthe company thatleaptinto them. Tulianus was broughr 
to Lucius Vitellius and ſcourged, thenflainein his preſence. Di- 
uerſe haue accuſed Triaria Lucius Vitellius wife, that girdinghir 
ſelfe with a fworde like a ſouldier, ſhe ſhould haue demeaned hir 
ſelfe cruelly,and inſolently amidlt thepirifull cryes,& lamentable 
deſtruQion of thepooterowne, Lucius himſelfe ſent alawrell in 
token of victory to his brother, requiring withall his further plea- 
ſure,whether he ſhould returnepreſently to Rome,or ſtay & ſub. 
ducthe reſt of Campania:the interpoſing of which litle time fell 
out __ for the good both of Veſpaſians ſide,and of the ſtate. 
Forifthe ſoldierspreſently after theirvictory had direQly repai- 
red to Rome, whiles they were in courage and hart, by rea- 
ſon of their late good ſucceſſe,beſide a naturall obſtinateneſſe in 
them, the matter would nothaue bene ended lo quickly without 
much adoe,and the cuident deſtruction of the citty . For Lucius 
Vitellius albeithe were infamous otherwiſe, yetwas he induſtri- 
ous,and powerable notas good menby vertues, butby vicesas 
the worſt ſorte.

WR 11s theſe things were a doing of Vitellius ſide Veſpa- 


ſlans armie remooued from Narnia to Otriculum,and at 


ber,andconti- good leyſu re celebrated the * Saturnalia there . The cauſe of this 
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Anronius,asdone with atraiterousintent, vpon letters recciued 
fromVirellius,whereinhe offred vnto himthe Conſulſhip, and his 
daughterin mariage withagreatdower, if hee would reuolt, in 


63 


rewarde of treaſon: others affirme, thar all this was falſely ſur- 


miſed, and maliciouſly ſpred to pleaſe Mutianus withall, Some 
are of opinion , that it was the purpoſe of all the Commaun- 
ders rather to put the citty in feare, then to ſeeke to rake it by 
force, ſecing the moſt and principall cohortes had already re- 
linquiſhed Vitellius, andnow all hisſtrength being cut off irwas 
likely he would reſigne the Empire without further coaction :but 
allthat courſe was croſled, firſt by Sabinus haſt, andthen through 
his cowardlinefle; who raſhly taking armes was not afterwarde 
able to keepe a fortreſle of that ſtrength, and which cuen great 
armies could not haue kin;haclt three onely cohorts, Bur 
the fault cannot well bee imputed to one, which was common 
ro all. Forboth Mutianus was ſome occaſion of ſtay,by meanes 
of hisdoubtfull letters, and Antonius by his prepoſterous obey- 
ing,or inſecking toauoideenuy,deſerucd great blame, and « 
other Commaunderspreſuming the warre to becfiniſhed, made 
the endeof irmore notorious , Neither did Perilius Cerealis 
(who was ſent beforewith a thouſand horſe,to coaſt throughthe 
cuntrey of the Sabins, and foto enter thecitty by Via Salaria) 
nnkeducket as the marter #7 till in the ende the newes 


- of theliege of the Capitollmadethem ſtirreal at once . Anto- 


niuscame forwardby the Flaminian way to Saxa rubralate inthe 


night,&toolate to ſuccour. For there he vnderſtood thatSabinus # 


wasflaine,the Capitol burned,the cityingreat feare,and al things 


wentilirwasalſodeclared;thatthepeople and bondmen were ar- 
ming for Vitellius. And beſides Petilius Cercalis had recciued a 
blowe ina skirmiſh of horſemen, by running headlong and char- 


ging raſhly vpon the enemy,preſuming them conquered perſons: 


butthe Virellianiſts, with horſemen and footemen interlaced to- 


om the citty, among the buildings, and | poem croſle- 
lanes, wherewith the Vitellianiſts were well acquainted, the 0- 
thernot:whichwas an occaſiontodiſmay them the more; and be- 
ſides all their horſemen were not of one minde and affetion,ſome 


beingof thoſethar hauing lately yeelded at Narnia kept aloofe, 


meauiug afterward to cloſe withthe winner , Tullius Flauianu $ 
O uh Captaine 


n—_ receiued the charge. This skirmiſh wasnotfarre 
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captaine of a wing was takenpriſoner the reſtranne away diſho- 
nourably: butthe Vitellianiſts purſued no further then to Fidene. 
By this ſucceſſethe affeRion of the people was greatly augmen- 
cd, & immediately the towneſinen tooke armes: few had any mi- 
litaretargets,butthe moſt rooke vp whatſoeuer weaponscameto 
their hands,and forthwith required the ſigne of the battel. Vitel- 
lius thanked them hartily, & willed themto iſſue outwithal ſpeed 
in defence of the citty . Then he called a Senate whereinEmbaſla- 
dors were appointedtothearmies, which as inthename and vn- 
derthe colour ofa common weale,ſhould perſuade them to peace 
and agreement. The hap of theEmbaſſadors was noral alike: For 
they which met with Petilius Cerealisincurred extreme dager,the 
ſoldiers refuſingvrterly al conditions of peace,and Arulenus Ru- 
ſticus the Pretor was wounded, which beſide the enormity of the 
fa&,in the perſon of an Embaſſadour and aPretor, was alſo more 
hainous,inregard bf the worthineſſe of the man. His traine was di- 
ſperſed, and one of his ſergeantsnext before him llaine,forpreſu- 
ming _— armed men tomake way thorow the preaſe for his 
maſter: and vnlefle they had beene defended by a bande that the 
captaine aſsignedto _”_ them,the right &priviledge ofEmbaſ- 
ſadors,reputed ſacred euen among ſtrange nations, had through 
ciuil fury bene violated by murder,cuen at the very gates &wals 
of the citty.Butthey which came to Antonius Cound more curte- 
ous entertainement, not becauſe thoſe ſouldiers were ciuiller, bur 
becauſe the ceneral was ofgreaterautority.Intothe company of 
theſe Embaſſadors Muſonius Rufus inſerted himlelfe,a gentlemi 
ofRome addicted to theſtudy of philoſophy aftertheway of the 
Stoicks,who thruſting himſelfe among the companies ofthe ſoldi. 
ers began todiſcourſe ofthe good of peace, & danger ofwarre,& 
ro ſchoole men in armes:at which many ſcoffed, more grew weary 
of it,8&& ſome forbare not ropuſh & ſpurne him away, tilin the end 
by the aduiſe of thediſcreerer ſort,and thethreats of the other, he 
was perſuaded to deſiſt from his vnſeaſonable wiſedome.The Ve- 
ſtall virgins alſo were ſent with letters from Vitellius to Antoni- 
us,requeſting him todifferre the batraile for one day:by means of 
that little delay with more eaſe would all points be agreed vpon. 
Thevirgins were ſenthome with honour, &anſwere was madeto 
Virelliusthat by the murder ofSabinus, &the burning ofthe Capi- 


tolal parle ofpeace wascutoff, and al extremityto be lookedfor: 
| not- 
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notwithſtanding Antonius calling his army together aſſaicd to 
pacifie themthus farre, that they would bee contentto encampe 
themſelues fortharpreſcnt atthe Miluian bridge, and nottoen- 
terthe rowne before the nextday: the reaſon of the motion wag 
leſt the ſouldicr hauing his bloud heated in skirmiſh , ſhould 
afrerwarde ſpare neither people nor Senate, nonotthe churches 
and temples of the gods . But they milliked and ſuſpeRed all 
delaie as a hinderanceto the vittorie: and withall certaine ban- ' 
ners glittering vpon the ſide of the hilles , albeit followed by 
none but towne-people, and men of no ſeruice, made aſhew of 
an armie . Whereupon the Flauianiſts diuiding themſeluesin- 
rothree companies,made their approchto the towne : one part 
as it ſtoode along the Flaminian waye, another cloſe by the 
bancke of the Tiber, and the thirde by Via falaria towarde the 
are called Collina . The towne-people was immediately bro- 
ken by the horſemen, bur the Vitellian ſouldier made head, di- 
uiding alſo themſclues into three ſeuerallbandes , Many sKir- *w/495 wt

hande towarde the Saluſtian gardens, through narrowe lanes 7 
and ſlippery waies: where the Vitellianiſts ſtanding aloft ypon 
the walles of the gardens, with ſtones and iauclins repulſed 
them, till it was towardes the cucning , whenas the horſemen 
that in the meanetime had entred at Collina were at their backs 
and ſurprized them , In campus Martius alſo there were hoat 
s$kirmiſhes berwcene them, The Flauianiſts had the fauour of 
fortune , and the vantage of ſo manie vidories : the Vitellia- 
niſts ranne headlong and furious , ſupporred with onely def- 
paire: and albeit they were defeared and broken, yer did they 
rally themſelues againe inthe citty . The people ſtoode by and 
looked on as they fought, and as in a paſtime or game clapped 
theirhandes , and encouraged ſometime the one, and ſome- 
time the other: and when either ſide turned their backes, and 
hidde themſelues in houſes or ſhoppes,' they cried to haue 
them pluckt our and killed, and fo attained themſelues the grea- 
reſt part of the pray: for whiles the ſouldiers minded nothing 


bur laughter and bloudſhed, the ſpoile fell ro.the common 
peoples, 
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peoples ſhare. Ouer all thecirty a cruell ſpectacle and ſhame>. 
full was to be ſeene: in oneplace fighting and wounding, in ano- 
ther tippling and bathing here ſtreames of bloud, and heapes of 
dead bodies, and hard by it ſtrumpers and ſtrumpers fellowes: in 
ſumme all the licentiouſheſle of a difſolute and riotous peace, 
andthe miſery of a moſtcruell capriuity: ſothataman plainelic 
would iudge one and the fame towne, both extremely furious and 
raging ,and extremelydrowned inpleaſures, There had afore 
times paſſed great conflits betweene armed powers in the cit- 
tic, twiſe whenSylla, and once when Cinna ouercame, and the 
cruelty then was no lefſe: butthiswas an vanaturall bruriſh ſecu- 
rity, thatmenfor onemoment of time would notintermitrheir 
accuſtomed pleaſyres, butas if this had giuen them further oc- 
caſion of ioy amid their feſtiuall daics, clapped handesandre- 
ioyced, without care of ſides, atthe publickecalamities . Bur 
the greateſtdifficulty of all was intaking the Prztorian campe, 
ynto the which the valianteſt amongſt the Virellian ſouldiers 
had betaken themſelues, as to their laſt refuge, and therefore 
the Flauianiſts were the morecarnelt to aſlalt it, eſpecially the 
olde Prztorian cohortes , employing all meanes deuiſed for 
the taking of moſt fortified rownes, as the target fence, engins 
of batterie , mounts , and firebands , crying alowde that that 
one worke was the accompliſhment and pertettion of all the 
- trauels and dangers, which they in ſo many batrailes had paſ- 
ſed;thatthe citty belongedtothe Senate and people,and the tem- 
ples to the gods,& both were reſtored to their owners:butthe ſol- 
diershonor was inthe campe,thatwas his cuntrey,& his dwelling 

lace,whichvulefle they could ſtraightwaies recouer,they mult & 
would lye al night intheirarmour. Onthe other {idethe Vitellian 
ſoldiers , although inferiourboth innumber andfortune , diſtur- 
bed the courſe of the vittory, hindrcd the peace, polluting the 
houſes and altars with bloud, and embracing the laſt comforts 
to conquered perſons, Many lay gaſping and died vponthe tow- 
ers, and battlements of the walles, Whenthegates were bro- 
 kenvp,they thatremained aliue preſented themſeluesto the con- | 
querors,and diedal with their face toward the enemy, and woun- 
ded ypontheir forepartes: ſuch care they had, ſecing they muſt

Anone changing his minde, and as it falles out ro: men ina 
maze, fearing all things, and moſt diſlikingthe preſent, he re- 
turned into be Palace againe now vaſt and deſolate; cuen his: 
bafeſt ſeruantes becing either fled awaic, or els purpoſelie 
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ſhunning. his preſence , This great ſolicarineſle , and ſilence * - 
in thoſe places aſtoniſhed him: whereuponheeaſſaicd to open - 


that which was ſhut, and was amazed finding all voide . Af 
ter much pirifull wandring about, being wearied hee caſt him- 
ſelfe into atbaſe corner ; whence lulius Placidus Tribune of a 
cohort pulled him out, and led him along thorow the city with 
his handes bound behinde him, and his garments all torne, a 
moſt.ignominious ſpeRacle, many reuiling him, and.no man 
pittying his caſe: the dilhonourableneſle of his cnde had ta- 
ken awaie all compaſsion . Being led in this manner, one of 
the German ſouldiers aymed a blowe , whether intending to 
ſtrike at Virellius yppon ſome quarrell, or becauſe hee would 
ſooner rid him fromſhame, orcls atthe Tribune itis vncertaine, 
certaine it is thatin ſtriking hee cut off the Tribunes care, and

& Marcellus. Heluidius opinio was, that the embaſſadors ſhould 
be eleed, and named by the magiſtrates beeing firſt ſyorne to 
chuſe of thefirteſt: Marcellus required they might be choſen by 
lot, rowhich purpoſe alſothe deſigned Conſulthad ſpoken be- 
fore:butthe principal cauſe, which pricked Marcellus fo forward 
that way,wasthe ſhame which might redounde to himſelfe, fea- 
ring,leſtothers being choſen, he ſhould ſeeme to be,as vnworthy 
reieted. And ſo,after ſome fewe brawling wordes interchange-

Antonius Primus;and 
Varus were ſoone out of credit, whenit wasperceiued, thatMu- 
tianus louedthemnor, althoughin countenance he pretended o- 
therwiſe: butthe citizens, hauingaquicke eyeto ſee into ſecrete 
diſlikes, cſpying the trueth, turned themſelues quickely about, 
&wentto Mutianus:he alone was courted, & followed ofall.Nei- 
ther was he, for his part,negligentinvſing al meanesto reraine his 
ſouerainty, being continually gardedwith ſouldiers, and for his 
pleaſure changing of houſes and gardens; in his proviſion, his 
gate, his traine, and warders, keeping the ſtate of a Prince, al- 
though heforbare thetitleandname. Andfirſthe commaunded 
+ CalpurniusGalcrianus tobeeſlaine, whichſtroke anexceedin 
greatterrourintomensharts, Hee was ſonneto Caius Piſo, ". 
hadnot entred into any attempt,but being of anoble houſe, and 
acomely youngman, hee was greatly talked of by the common 
eople:and asin acitty vnſertled,and among apeople gladly cm- 
bs newetales, ſome there were, which vainely named him 
to the Princesplace.Wherefore,atthe commandement of Mutia- 
nus, he was committed toa garde of fouldiers: and leſt his death 
inthe face of the citty ſhould haue beenemore offenſiue, fortic 
miles off, inthe Appian way hee was puttodeath, by letting the 
bloud out of hisvaines. TIuliusPriſcus,who had beenecaptaine 
of the garde vnder Vitellius, killed himſclfe,ratherforſhame,then 
vponneceſsity.His fellow Alphenus Varus ouerliued his honour, 
and ſawe himſelfe counted a cowarde,and aperſoninfamed. Afi- 
aticus, for his lewde credit vnder his maſter, made ſatisfaction 
now asafreed-manwitha ſeruile death,

cither{idetheriuerof Rhene . Andalbeitthey were contederate 
withthe Romans much mightier thenthemſclues, yec were they 
nor, as it happenetainſuch oucrmatches, ſpoiled of their riches 
and welth,bur onely bounaco miniſter menand armour tothe be- 
hoofe of the Empire, and.ſo for a long .me they were emploicd 
inthe German warres. Afterwardthey became more femous,by 
reaſon of certaine cohortes 9; them fenc over into Britannie by 
the Romans, vnder the {cading of certaine roblemen of their 
ownenation, 1ccordingtotlicirancient order:andbefide,there 
remained behinde inthe c:41trey a company of choſenhorſemen

prattiſed efpeciaily in ſwimming, fo tzat they would in whole. 


troupespaſſe ouer theRkeneinkarniſh, & gouerning their horſe 
in theirhandes. Thep:incipeYmenamong them, and farre ex- 
celling all other, by reaſonof their roy:z.!l parentage, wereTulius 
Paulus,and * Claudius Ciuilis, whereoi Pauluswas lately pur to 
death by Fonteius Capito vnder colour of afalſely ſurmiſed re- 
bellion: Ciuilis was ſentinchainesvato Nero,and acquitted by 
Galba,and againe vnder Virellius Þ eſcaped narrowly, the army 
inſtantly demanding hisdeath. Vpontheſe cauſes hisanger was 
founded, and vpon ourtroubles his hope. But being of a cra 
and ſuttle wit,aboue the ordinary of thoſe barbarous people,and 
carying himſelfe rather like a Sertorius,or an Hannibal (as indeed 
in the maime of his face he was not vnlike)fearing leſt if he ſhould 
make opendefettion, our armies would aduance themſelues a- 
gainſthim asanenemie, he couered his dealing withloueto Veſ- 
paſian,& fauour toward theſide, And intrueth<Antonius Primus 
had ſent certaine letters vnto him, wherein hee willed him to di- 
uertawaiethe Aides «ſent for by Virellius,and vnderihew of trou- 
ble in Germanietoſtay the Legionsthere. The ſame aduiſe alſo 
Hordeonius Flaccus had giuen him by worde of mouth, partlic 
ypon goodwilltoVeſpaſian, and partly vpon a care of the ſtate, 
which ſeemed to be in cuident perill of vtter deſtrution, if a new 
warreſhould beginne, and ſo manie thouſandes of armed men 
paſſe intoltalie. Thus Ciuilis being refolucd to breake, and yer 
concealing his purpoſe, as meaning to gouernc himſelte inthe

ans were ſummoned to bepreſſed to the warre: which being of it 
ſelfe a burdenſomething,wasmademuch more inſupportable,by 
the auarice and lewd diſpoſition ofthe officers, who billed chiefly 
ſuchas were old or impotetperſons,&the formoneyreleaſed the: 
againeſuch as were ynderage,&faire(asmanyoftheir youths are 
of a comly tal ſtature) the they caricd away to abuſe their bodies, 
Attheſe dealings the cuntrey being highly offended, certaine fa- 
ious heads were ſuborned,toperſuadethem torefuſe to be pref. 
ſed. Whereupon Ciuilis afſemblinginto a ſacred wood vnderpre- 
tence of a banquet the nobility ofthe nation, and the chicfe ofthe 
comunalty,when he ſaw them,at far inthe night,merry,& warmed 
with wine,he beginneth a ſolene oration:recounting firſt the prai- 
ſcs,& glorious acts ofthe nation,&th=ndiſcourſeth vato them of 
the inturies,infolecies,&other miſcries whereitto they are ſubict, 
thatare ſubietyntoaſtrange nation: for that now-they were not 
with the Romans inſtate of frendes andallies, as in former times, 
bur flat ſeruants andflaues;and thatnot vndera Lieutenant gene- 
ral,whichweremoretolerable,albeitthey come withachargeable 
rraine,and aproud and diſdainful kinde of commanding: butthey 
weredeliueredintothe handes of petty captaines,&Centurions, 
whom when they had filled with ſpoiles and bloud,then were they 
remoued, and ftraightwaies freſh hungry maſters ſet ouerthem, 
and newdeuiſes of polling inuented. thatnow the day of the mu- 
ſter approched, whenchildren ſhould beedrawen from their pa- 
rents,brethren from brethren,neuer to ſee one another againe: & 
that,which might the rather encourage them, the Romans were 
neuerinſopoorcacaſe,hHuingnothing in theirſtanding campes, 
bur a rich ſpoile, and olde mento garde it: wherefore they ſhould 
onely lift yp their cies, and not beafraide fatthe naked and bare x 
names ofLegions.thatthey had ſtregth oftheir own,both of foot- 
men and horſe,the Germans were allied vatothem in bloud , the 
French likewiſe affeted:that euen theRomansthemſclues would 
notgreatly millike of this warre, the lofſes whereof, if any were, 
they might impute to Veſpaſian, and if they went through and 
conquered, they ſhould notbe called to their account, Hauing 
ended his ſpeech with great approbation of the audience, hee 
boundthem with barbarous ceremonies and adiurations vied by

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cheminlike caſes, in afirme afſociationtogether . Straightwaies 
meſſengers were diſpatched rorhe C aniustates,ro induce them 
alſo into the league . The CaninefareS&inhabire a parte of the 
ilande, of the ſame language and race, in valare equal! to the 
Batauians, but inferiour in number .

and deceyte,blamed the capraines , for that they had forſaken 
therr caſtels : aſſuring that heealone, with the cohortevnder his 
charge, woulde caſilicrepreſle the tumult of rhe Caninefares: 
& therefore willed them to returne. cucry man to hisowne place. 
It wasperceived, thathis counſaileproceeded nor of good mea- 


| ning, but tended only rothis ende, that the cohorrs being ſeuered 


might 
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mightbe ouerthrowenwith greater facility: and by many appa- 


| rentarguments,& ſpeaghes of the Germans themſclues, a nation 


joyful ofwarrc,&notcdntealing longtheir owne ioy,itwasdiſco- 
ucreddaily more & more,that Ciuilis,not Brinio, was the head & 
contriuer ofthis Conſpiracy . Wherefore, ſeeing his ſecretplors 
rooke none effeR, he fellroplaine force, andcaſt his power con- 
ſiting of Caninefates,Friſians,and Batauians into three pointed 


| bantels,echnationby themſelues . The Romans oppoſed their 


forces againſt him,not farre fromthe riuerof Rhene,direQingal- 
ſotheir ſhips, which after the burning of thecaſtels, they brought 
tothatplace,againſttheenemy. Afteralintle skirmilhing, a c0- 
hort of the Tungriansfled to Ciuilis:whereupon our ſoldiers,dif- 
comforted with the ſodaine treaſon,were on al ſides beate downe, 
both by their falſe fellowes,and enemies; the like perfidiouſneſle 
wasalſoonthewater, Apgreatpartofthe rowers(being Batauians 
borne)faining vnskil in handling therr oarc,hindred boththe ma- 
riners, and ſouldiers indoing their duery ; anone without dilſsi- 


- mulation they wroughtdiretly againſt them, and forced theſhips 
tothe enemy ſide;killing the Maſtersand Centurions, that would 


notcondeſcendtotheirtreaſon. And ſorhe whole flcete, of foure 
andtwenty barks, citherfled tothe enemy, arwas taken by force. 
This victory both preſently wanne great repuration, and after- 
wardeſtoode in great ſteade: forthey got both armour and ſhips; 
which before they wanted; and throughout France, and Germa- 
nie, they were highly renowned asthe authors of liberty ,- The 
Germans by and by ſent Embaſſadours offering them aide: and 
Ciuilis,by pollicy and giftes, endeuoured towinne the hartes of 
the French, ſending the capraines, whom hee had taken, gently 
home, and giuing the cohortes free choice, either to abide with * 
him, or at theirpleaſuretoreturne to theircuntrey:if they would 
tarry,he offredthem honourablereward for their ſeruice;zifothet- 
wiſe,at their departure he beſtowed vponthemthe ſpoiles of the 
Romans, withall admoniſhing them in ſecrete of their calamities 
ſuſtained ſo many yeares,and of theirmiſerablethraldome falſely 
entitled a peace; ſhewing them how the Batauians , though nor 
charged withtribures,asthey, had notwithſtanding taken armes 
againſtthem,whichtirannized ouer them bork.that the Romans, 


. atthefirſt encounter, wereputrothe flightby them, and diſcomfi- 


ted:what werethenro be hoped,if all France ſhould ioine ro ſhake 
| off 


 Eaſt,vſedtoſerue _—_ [laues ifthey liſt;in Francemany men 
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' oftheyoke? Italic was diſarmed, and could of ir ſelfe, neither 


conquere nor keepe; bur with the prouinces bloud were the 
prouinces wonne. that theyſhould notbe diſcouraged with the 
remembrance of Vindex misfortune: for the Batauianhorſe were 
the men,whichdefeated himand his armie;and among the Aydes 
of Verginiusthere were beſide ſome French outot Belgica, and 
intruc account France was ruined by her owne forces.

notoneRomanleftin the whole Batauian ilande, commanded =: 
2, 6 Mum- 
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6 Mummius Lupercus the Lieutenant , 'whogouerned the ſtan-$ 
ding campe of two Legions, to goc foorth againſt the enimie. 
Lupercus taking the Legionaries abouthim, and the Vbians at 
hande, withcertaine horſemenof the Treueri not farre off, led 
them our in haſte, taking alſo with him a wing of Batauians, 
which being long ſince | Jnr corrupted , notwithſtanding 
made ſhewe of fidelitie , rothe ende thar in the very inſtant of 
wor betraying the Romans, oy might ſlippe away with 
more dammage to the one, and bee better welcome to the 0- 
ther . Ciuilis placed rounde abour him the enſeignes of the 
late taken cohortes, thathis ſouldiers mightbec encouraged in 
beholding the monument of#heir late glory, and the enemy dif- 
maicd with the memory oftheir ouerthrow, Moreouer he cauſed 
his mother,and liſters, together withthe wiues & young children 
ofal hisſoldiers,toſtand attheir backs for an encouragement to 
the victory, oraſhameifthey happened roflee . Inthe-ioyning 
of therwoarmies, theſinging of theirmen; and howling of their 
women,farreexccededanddrownedthe feebleſhowre ofourLe- 
gionsand cohortes; and the Batduian wing fleeing to the enemy, 
and ſtraightway turning vpon vs,bared the left flancke of our bar. 
rell:notwithſtanding the Legionary ſouldiers,as ina caſe of fuch 
danger, yet retained their weapons in their handes, and them- 
 ſeluesin array. The Aydes ofthe Vbians and Treveriranne moſt 

ſhamefully away, and brake cuery where, whichchaſe the Ger- 
manspurſued, &gaueby that meanesleyſureto ourLegionsto 
retirethemſcluesintotheir campecalled Vetera.Claudius Labeo 

- captaine ofthe Batauianwing, who had followed athomea con+ 
trary factiontoCiuilis,leſt thateither his death ſhould offend the

ment, to march towardRome, Vpon that meſſage receiued, 
forthwith they waxed prowde,and intolerable,crying out (orels 
refuſingto march) for their donatiue, for double wages, for an 
augmentation ofthe numberof theirhorſemen, things indecde 
promiſed by Vitellius,but demanded by them,nor inhopeto ob- 

taine, bur to picke an occaſtonof mutinee; and Flaccus, yeel- 

ding to diuerſc of their demandes, gayned noughtels, burthar 

they more inſtantly craued thoſe things, which they knew hee 

could not but denie, So ſetting Flaccus at naughtthey tooke 

yp their enſignes, and marched towarde lowe Germanic, to 
10ynethemſclues with Ciuilis, Hordeonius calling the Tribunes 

and Centurions alſo ro councell, debated the matter, whe- 

ther heſhould by maine ſtrength ſeeketo enforce them, which 
ſocontempruoully brake away: anone, partly of his owne co- 

wardlie nature, partly through the timorouſneſle of the offi- 

cers, who truſted neither the faith of their Aides, nor the force 

of their*Legions,being gatheredin haſt of menynskilfull in ſer- » ar xe. 
vice, hereſolucd to keepe his ſoldiers within the trenches, and let 9p ,mnnh 
the Barauianspaſſe. Aiterwarde, repenting himſelte of thatre- »werear 
ſolution,they alſo blaming ir, which were chicfe autoursthereof, gions quare 
as ifhe menttopurſuethem, he wrote to Herennius Gallus go- TS 
vernour of Bonna, and Licutenant of the firſt Legion , which wicyſons 
wintered there, that he ſhould toppe the Batauians from paſ- 
fage,promilſing that he, with hiswhole power,would not faile to 

be on their backes, And fo verily they might haue beene de- 

feated and flaine, if Hordeonius of the one ſide, and Gallus 

of the other, had brought forward their power, and encloſed 

them in behinde and before: burFlaccus changed his purpoſe 

againe, and in other lzrters of laterdate willed Gallus, not to 

ſtaye their paſſage. Whereupon ſuſpicion aroſe, that the 
Licutenaunts of ſer purpoſe ſtirred .vp and foſtered theſe 

warres; yea all the miſchieffes , which either had chanced 
alreadie, or were feared hereafter , were imputed , nor to 

the cowardlineſſc of the ſouldier, or ſtrength of the enemie, bur 

onely tothe fraude and falſchoode of the Leaders, When the Ba- 

rauians drew neare tothe campe atBonna, they ſent before cer- 

taine meſſengers, to declareto Herennius Gallus the intention 

ofthe cohorts: thattheir meaning wasnot to make warre with 
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theRomans , inwhoſe behalfethey had ſooft borne armes; bur 
foraſmuch as they were wearicd with along and fruitleſſc ſer- 
uice, theirdefire was, quietly toliue athome intheir cuutrey, 
And therefore, ifnomanmade oppoſition, their paſſage ſhould 
be harmeleſſe: burifany hoſtility were offred, they would make 
their way withthe {worde.Whilcſtthe Lieutenantſtoodedeuided 
in minde whatto doe, his ſoldiers vrgedhimtoputitto the for- 
»herezthe tune of aficld,rhere were inhis campe threethouſandaLegionary 
Feta keg foldiers,andcertainetumultuary cohorts of Belgians,and withal

onſhould vee 2 number ofpezants, and followers ofthe campe,braue men be-

araeleaſt. fore the danger approche, in the dangerbutcowards. Our they 
iſſucatallthe gates of the campe toencloſetheBatauians, whom 
they knew to be farre inferiour innumber. The Batauians,mind- 
full oftheir olde order in ſeruice,ſetthemſclues in array in poin- 
ted bartels,ſtanding on eueryſidecloſetogether, &hauing their 
front,their flanckes, and their backe ſurely garded, and fo with 
reatfacility brake thorow ourthinne companies. The Belgians 
Feſt gaue ground, andthen our Legionaries were beaten backe, 
and ranne for fearetoward the trenches, andgates of the campe. 
Therethe moſt (laughter was commirted:the foſles were filled vp 
with dead bodies, and many dyed in the throng, by tumbling 
one ouer another,and running vpontheir own weapons,afwell as 
ſlaine by theenemie. Afﬀterthis viRory the Batauians went for- 
ward,leauing Coleyn of therighthand,8& attempted no att of ho. 
ſtility inthe reſt oftheir iourney,but excuſing the battaile at Bon- 
naasathing done by conſtraint, and for their owne ſafety, when- 
as they intreated for peaceandit would notbe granted, 


IX. Citi colourably froeareth his men to Veſpaſian: then with 
bis Batauians , andthe aſſiſtance of certame German - 
rations, be beſregeth Vetera;giueth an 
aſſault,and is repulſed, 

I'v1t1s, vponthe comming of theſe olde cohorts, had now 
vnder his conduiafull & complerearmy: neuertheleſſe wa- 
ucring inminde,& ſtanding irreſolute,confidetingthe puifſance 
of theRoman Empire, he cauſed all hismen to ſweare to Veſpa- 
ſtan,and ſent forth with embaſſadourstothe two Legions, which 
becing defeatedby himin the former barttaile were fled to Ve- 
tera, requiring themallo rotake the like othe, Theiranſwere 
| was 
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was, they would not be aduiſed neitherby traytour,nor enemie; 
that Vitellius wastheirPrince, to whom alonethey owed their 
faith , and would ſtande for him in armes to their laſt breaths 
wherefore let nota ſugitiue, and faithleſſe Batavian cary him- 
ſelte as vmpier of the Roman affayres,bur rather looke for con- 
digne punithmenr for his deſert. Ciuilis being greatly incen- 
with this anſwere, bringeth the whole nation of the Bata- 
uians into the field. The Bruceri and Teudtri aflociate 
themſclues, and meſſengers were ſent into Germanie, who 
rayſed the whole cuntrey, ſome to winne honour, and ſome to 
gaine ſpoile, Againſt theſe great threatnings and bandings of 
ſo many enemies, Mummius Lupercus, and Þ NumiſiusRufus, » Junous 
Licutenanrs ofthe Legions, fortifyed their trenches and<walles, /rnitorts 
andrazedthebuildings, whichin ſo long a peace wereerced, ownigio 
notfarre fromthe campe, inmaner of atowne, leſt they ſhould rr 161,20, 
be a harbour for the enemie , But through overſight they 0- A —— 
mitted to conuey theVitraile, and other prouiſion therein'into 24995 
the campe, ſuffering irto betaken ar diſcretion? and fo in fewe Lvtenanc of 
daics that wasriotouſly conſumed, which by good order would Leyenabek 
battell himſelfe, wherein was the flower and ſtrength of Bata- pannb* 
via: and on both ſides ofthe Rhene, tothe ende the fight of his 155108198.

Soon the one handethe enſignes of the oldedcohorts, on the 0. theſe larer 


ther thepictures and images of wilde beaſts taken our of their mn 


woods and conſecrated groues, according as cuery nation V- ameria. 
ſethtobearein thefield, amazed our men, andrterrifyed them 
doubly, with theſhewe both of anexternall, and ciuill warce, 
Moreouer the great compaſle of the trench made the attempt 
of the beſiegers more feafable and increaſedtheir hope, For 
whereasit was made rocontaine two Legions, at that preſent 
It had ſcarſcfiue thouſand arrhed men todefende it, beſide the 
followers of the campe , which vppon the breaking vp of the 
peace gathered thither, and there remayned doing them ſome 
ſeruice in the warre, A parte of the campe was ſituate vppon 
thependant of an cafe hill, and parte ſtoode vpon the plaine 


groungd.That ſtanding campe Auguſtus ſerrled there, ſuppoſing 
7 no . 
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it ſufficient to watch over,and as itwere,to befiegethe cuntreyes 
of Germanie, neuerimagining thatthe world could goe fo farre 
otherwiſc,as that they ſhould preſume tobeginne and aſfaile our 
Legions:whereupon the lefle coſt was beſtowed,eitherto helpthe 
fire ofthe place,ortheſtrength ofthe bulwarks: men and armour 
alone werethoughtaſufficient defence, Now totheende, that 
being ſeuered in place, theproweſle of ech nation might more 
diſtin&ly appeare, and be ſeenc, the Batauians, and the Germans 
which dwelt beyonde the Rhene, tooke ſtanding echby rhem- 
ſelues,and begantodartatour men afarre of, But whenas they 
ſfawe moſt of their weapons ſticking in vaine inthe turrets, and 
innacles of the walles, and many ofthemſelues wounded with 
ſtones throwen fromaboue on their heads, leaving that kinde of 
oppugnation,they ſodainly with great force, and outcry allayed 
ro ſcale the trenches, the moſt part by ſerting vpladders, others 
climing ouer the heads of their fellowes vpon atarger fence. And 
as ſome werenow clamering vp, they werebeatendowne hcead- 
longwithwordes and puſh of pike, and fo with clubbes, and 
dartes ouerwhelmed;being men otherwiſe hoatinthe beginning, 
and roo too couragiovs when fortune fauoureth,butthentor de. 
ſire of pray they tolerated all hardneſſe alſo: yea and that which 
with them is vnuſuall, they endeuoured to prooue with engins, 
wherecof they had of themſelues neither experience nor skill, 
onely ſome fugitives and captiues taught them to frame tim- 
*»wdarpor ber*in*manerofabridge, and todrive itforward on wheeles, 8 
E whereon certaine ſtanding abouemight skirmiſh with themon = 

the walles, asit were froma mount, and others within ſecrete- 

lyvnderminethe foundations. But the defendants, with great 
*zalife. ſtones ſhotoutof * engins, battered downetheirrude andill fra- - 

*crae: + med worke, And whenasprouiſion was made of * hurdles and 

"= -planckestocouer themin giuingtheaſſault, ourmenſhotbur- 

ning ſpeares, and fired the workes; afſayling with fire euen their 

aſſaylers; who deſpayring at length to effeuate any thing by 

force, deliberated to lay alingring ſiege thereunto, knowing 

that they had but fewedayes vittaile within, and many vnprofita- 

ble mouthes toconſume it, and hoping withall, that of want of 

foode treaſon would enſue; that the faith of bondmen alwaies 

fickle would now be fleeting, beſide the caſualties, which viſually 

happen inwarre. 
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X. Hordeonius diſpatching Voculabefore remooueth fFom M 
with his power to Bona: and thence to (oleyn,where he reſigneth the © 
execution of his charge to Vocula:following notwithſtanding the ar= 
mie from thence to Noueſium, where, as it ſeemeth,, he flaied © 
till bug death, eAt Noueſtum Gallus is toyned in commiſcion 
with Vocula: and ſo theyremoued forward to Gel> 
 duba.where being encamped, Vocula wa 

fleth the Gugerni , and Gallus is bea- 

ten by the Germans, : 
» INF the meane time Flaccus, hauing vnderſtoode of theſiege 
of Vetera, and ſent into France to leuy Aides, ſelected our of 
his Legions a company of choſen men , and committed them to 
the leading of Dillius Vocula, Lieutenant of the eighteenth Le- 
gion, willing him to haſten, and make all poſsible ſpecde along 
thebancke of the river ; himſelte followed lowly, anddrooping 
for feare, being morrally hated of his ſouldiers. Forthey open- 
ſy charged him, that hee had ſuffred wilfully to ſcape from Ma- 


gontiacum the cohortes of the Barauians, or rather purpoſclie

ſentthem away :that Ciuilis rebellious attempts were by hiscon- = 


nivence foſtered, and by his meanes the Germans called to the 
party . that neither Antonius Primus, nor Murtianus, had fo 
ſtrengthened Veſpaſians fide, as Flaccus by this kinde of diſſem- 
bling dcaling:for open enemiesand armes might openly and with 
- armes be repelled,bur fraude anddeceite were marters hardly cf 
picd,& therefore could notbe auoided.thar Ciuilisſtoodein the 
feldecmbartelled againſt them, but Hordeonius our of his bed 
chamber gaue order, and directed as was moſt forthe enemies 
behoofe:and why thenſhould ſo many armed companies of yali- 
ant ſouldicrs bee gouerned byaſicke and ſeely olde man ? nay 
why ſhould they not rather diſpatch ſuch a traitour, and free 
their fortuncand vertue from the ill chance of fo volucky alea- 
der? As they werein theſe ſpeeches one with another, letters 
came from Veſpaſian which incenſed them more , the which 
Flaccus, becauſe hee could notconceale, cauſed openly to bee 


red before the aſſembly, and ſent the bringers thereof bounde 


to Vitellius . Bythis meanes the ſouldiers mindes were ſome- 


what appeaſed: and ſothey came toBonna the ſtanding campe 


of the firſt Legion :the ſouldiers whereof weremore diſpleaſed 
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with Flaccus then the other: laying the fault of their late ouer: 


throwe wholly vpon him: auerring that they art his commaunde- 
mentmarched forth againſt the Barauians, aſſuring themſclues, 

vpon his promiſe, that his Legions from Magontiacum ſhould 

 aſſayle them behinde; and ſo no ſupply comming fromthence, 

they loſt their liuesthrough his treaſon: that theſe matters had 

neuer beene notified to the reſt of the armies, nor to the Prince, 

orels by the helpe and aſsiſtance of ſo many cuntreies this ſo- 

daine rebellion might haue beene quenched in the beginning. 
Whereupon Hordeonius cauſed the coppics of all the letters, 

which he had ſent into France, Britannie and Spaine, requeſting 
theirhelpe, to be red tothe army,and beganne avery ill example, 

thatall letters ſent fromabroade ſhould be deliuered to theſtan- 
derd-bearers of the Legions, who redthem to the fouldiers,be- 

fore they came tothe Generals hande, Then he commanded one 

of themoſt factious tobe apprehended and bound, rather ro pur 

his rightin vre, then becauſe the fault was butof one manalone: 

"Taking a» andſo hea remoued withhis army from Bonnato Coleyn, where 
Re manyAydes reſorted vnto him of the French nation, which at 
_o,or3 great thefirſtwith alltheir power aſsiſted the Romans, tillafterwards 
z:irdocth »p- ſecingthe Germans preuaile, many of them tooke armes againſt 
oo WA os of freedome,andthatpointattained,fordeſire of ſoue- 
rainty. Butthewrath ofthe Legions til increaſed, neither could 

one ſouldicrs impriſonment terrifie them: nay cuenthe party im- 
priſonned impeached the Generall of treaſon; alleadging that 

he had beene meſſenger berweene Ciuilis and him, and therefore 
acolourwas ſoughtto make him away, leſt heſhoulddeclare,and 

reſtifie the trueth. Then Vocula, with maruelous ſtoutneſle af- 

ccnding into the Tribunal, commanded the ſouldier, as he excla- 

med and cried, tobe apprehended, and caried away to execution: 
whichthing ſo terrified the bad and ſedirious, that the ſounder 

ſort without impeachment fulfilled his commaundement , and 

anone by common conſent they demanded Vocula to bee their 
Generall:which place Flaccus willingly reſigned vato him . Bur 

* And yernet their minds were already mutinouſly affected, and many new oc- 
fenhiomrt. caftons ofmore rage were preſented;as want of pay, &prouiſion 
Gn Gal of corne; Þ France refuſing toyeelde fouldiers and tributes; the 
more he?” Rhencalfo byreaſon of drought vnuſuall in that cuntrey hardly 
nevenixt i ableto beare any veſlell; ſcarcity of vittailes; garriſons of men 


_ placed 
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placedalongthe bancke to keepethe Germans frompaſsingthe 
riucr; and ſolefle corne, and moremento conſume it . Amo 
che ignorant and ſimpler ſortthe lowneſle of the water was held 
fora prodigious marter, as if the riuers alſo, and theancient de- 
fences of the Empire had now forſaken vs, & thatwhichin Peace- 
able times would haue beene counted chance, orprocceding of 
narurall cauſes, atthat timewascalledafarall matter, and gods 
indignationand wrath, AtNoueſiumthey aſſumed the ſixteenth 
Legion; andHerennius Gallus Lieutenant of the firſt Legion was 
joyned withVoculain part of the charge: yetdurſt they not goe 
rofinde the enemy, but encamped themſclues ataplace called 
Gelduba. Therethey trained, and praciſcd their ſoldiers in or- 
dering of batrels, in fortifyng,entrenching, andother militare ex- 
erciſes, And tothe ende thatthey might by booties and ſpoiles 
take courageand hart, Voculaled forth part ofhisarmy intothe 
cuntrey of the Gugerni adioyning , who had allycd themſclues 
with Ciuilis: part remained behinde with Herennius Gallus, And 
as by chance,not farre fromthe campe, abarge loadenwithcorn, 
was runne vpon a {helfe, the Germans eſpying it laboured ra 
drawitto theirſideofthe water; which Gallus would notendure, 
bur ſent a cohorttothe reskew: the Germans alſo increaſed their 
number,and fo by little and little, ſupply reſorting onboth ſides, 
a batraile was fought: wherein the Germans, after the ſlaughter of 


many ofour men, by force haledthe boate away. Our ſouldiers, 


being thusput tothe worſe,accordingrto their cuſtome there, bla- 
med -nottheir owne cowardlineſſe, but the treaſon of the Licute- 
nant, whom they drew out ofhis tent, tare hisclothes,and bet his 
body, commanding him to tell vpon whatprice, and with what 
complices he had thus berrayed the army , But*Hordeonius was 
charged with the whole enuy ofthe faQ; him they rermed the con- 
rriver of the miſchicfe, Gallus onelythe inſtrument; till atlengrh 
Gallus, being terrified with their threatning ofhis deſtruction, 
to ſauchisownelife, was content to charge Hordeonius alſo with 
treaſon, Then was heputinbandes, and afterwardes, atthe re- 
turne of Vocula looſed, who the nextday following putto death 
' theautors ofthe ſturre, Soſtrange diuerſity there was inthat ar- 
my, both licentiouſly tocommitallenormities, andpatiently to 
abideallcorre&ion. The common fouldier was firme to Vitelli- 
vs; the principallmen more inclined to Veſpaſian, Hence came

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ittharſucceſsiuely, and by courſe as itwere, they offended, and 
ſuffered for their offences; that fury and rage were interlaced 


with obedience, and they eaſily puniſhed, which couldnot bee

XI. Ciuilis combineth bimſelfe vwvith the Germans , vvaſteth the French 

ſide , orgeththe ſiege of Vetera, andgiuethazuerſe 

aſcaultes m cvame. 

ONnTRARILY allthe Germansextolled Ciuilis exceedingly, 
and combinedthemſclues with him inleague, yeelding of 
theirnobleſtmenforpledges . Whereupon he gaue commaun- 
dement tothem which lay ncareſt,to waſt the Vbjj and Treueri, 
andwith another company topaſſethe riuer of Moſa, and forrey 
the Menapij and Morini, and Frontiers of France, In bothpla- 
» Agrippine - CCS a ſpoile was made, and with greaterrage amongſt the® Vbjy, 
(or c?) becauſebeing originally deſcended from Germans, renouncing 
prom their cuntrey, they called themſclues Agrippinenſes after aRo- 
wwe, ineppi- man denomination: whoſe cohortes through negligence and 
"94 ger ny leſneſle, as being farre fromthe bancke of the Rhene, were

ies NMainein the villageof Marcodurum, In revenge whereof the 


«pres, Ybjj fetched continuall booties out of Germanie;which theyper- 
wnexv9n- fourmed at thefirſt withourloſle,afterwardethey were overtaken 
Rez, and(laine, inallthatwarremorefaithfultovs, then forwnate for 
themſelues. The Vbij being thus beaten, Ciuilis growing more 

| hardtobedeltwithand hautily minded, by reaſon of the proſpe- 

rous ſucceſle of his ati6s,carneſtly vrged theſtege ofthe Legions 

ſerring ſtraytwatch,leſtany ſecrete meſſenger might happely en- 

ter in,to bring them word ofthe ſuccour comming. The engins & 

making of the works he aſsigned to the Batauians, appointing the 
inhabitants beyonde the Rhene, who weredeſirous of batraile, to 

goand breake vp the trenches, &, being beaten backe, cftſoones 

to giuea freſh aſſault, not caring to leeſe many of thoſe, where- 

ofhe had ſo many to ſpare. Neitherdid thenight bring anende 

to theirtrauaile:butheaping vp wood rounde about and ſetting ir 

on fire, they fell to feaſting together, and as they were heated 

with wine, ranne ra{hly and deſperately to the aſſault: which at- 

tempt of theirs was altogether withour effet., For their dartes, 

as being throwen intothe darke,fell yoide without any doing of 

burt.The Romans with greatdexterity leyelled atthe Barbarians. 
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eacng i the light, and eſpecially at ſuch as were boldeſt ro 


preſle forwarde, or gliſtered moſtin their furniture: which thing 
Ciuilis perceiuing commaunded thefire to be putout, and ro 
fight peale meale inthe darcke, Thentherearoſe confuſed cla- 
mours, and noyſes, variable chances, and vncertaine aduen- 
rures: no foreſight inſtriking, orwarding;on wharſide ſocuer the 
cryearoſe, thither would they turnetheir bodies, anddiretheir 
arrowes: valure profited _ » Chance ruledall;and the moſt 
valiant men often times were flaine by the moſt cowards. The 
Germans ranne with vnaduiſed rage, but the Roman ſouldiers 
acquainted with dangers, hurled their clubbes headed with i- 
ron, and heauy ſtones, notat aventvre: where they heard anic 
labouring to breakein, or ſetting vp ladders withintheir reach, 
they thruſt them backe with the pikes of their bucklers, and 
followed them with darts, and many which had got onthe walles 
they ſtabbed with daggers. Thenight being thus ſpent, the nexr 
day diſcoucred a new kinde of aſſault. The Batauians had builded 


and brought forward atower*oftwo heights, whichas itappro- «or Jowle 
ched nearctothe Pretoriangate(forthatpartofthecampe was of ***** 


eaſieſt acceſſe)our ſoldiers brake itin pieces with __— plancks 
runne againſtir, and logges caſt vpon it, withgreat dammage 

and ſlaughter of them that ſtoode thereupon. At which acci- 
deat the enemies being diſmayed, our ſouldiers ſodainly iflued 
our, andcut of manie of their men, withall the Legionary ſouldi- 
ers, being expertand skilfull that way, deuiſed many warlicke 


_ engins; but tharwhich was the moſt dreadfull, was a * moouc- *Suſpenſum 
able and wagging engin, in manner of a crane, which being wa» nets 


ſodainlylerdowne ſnatched vp one or more of the enemies, and 
hoyſed them aloft in the ſight of thereſt, andſorhe beame tur- 
ning about letthem fallin our campe .. Ciuilis laying aſide all 
hope of __ by force determined to change that courſe, 
and by tra of rime to effe@ the ſame purpoſe, ſeeking inthe 
meane ſeaſon by meſſages and promiſes to corrupt the faith of 


the Legions.

Bſpns, * tellius:but the olde fouldier ſtucke arit, till ypon Hordeonius 


rendering, &the Tribunes vegin gthey tookethe oath;albeitnei- 
therin countenance,nor minde ſeeming to befully reſolued, bur 


pronouncing roundly the reſt of their oath, andar the name of 


Veſpaſiancither ſtopping, ortripping itlightly ouer, or skipping 
itquite ; Thenweretheletters of AntoniustoCiuilis red inthe 
open afſembly , which raiſed manye ſuſpicions in the ſouldiers 
heades, becauſe they ſeemedrobe writtenasto one of the ſame 
faction, and ſpake hardly of the German army. Anone worde 
was cariedtothe campe at Gelduba,wherethelike was both ſpo- 
ken anddonezand thereupon Montanus ſentwith chargeto Ciui- 
lis,to warne himto deſiſt frommaking of warre;and thathe ſhould 
notcloke any longer open rebellion with the coulour of follo- 
wing ſides.if he ſoughtto helpe Veſpaſian, his defirenow was ac- 
compliſhed,and his purpoſe perfourmed . To theſe allegations 
Ciuilis replied, firſtin ſurtle and crafty rearmes; afterwarde per- 
cciuing Montanusto be of a hoate and hiercediſpoſition, and rea- 
dy to accept any new impreſsion,he beginnethwith a complaint 
of the manifoldeperilles, which for twenty fiue yeares ſpace hee 
had enduredinthe Romanſeruice : Awoorthy, and iuſt rewarde

'S Ivit gag part of his hoſt, ſent the olde cohorres, 

andthe forwardeſt of the Germans, againſt Vocula and his 
army,vnder the leading ofTulius Maximus, and Claudius Vitor 
his tiers ſonne. Intheway theytooke yp and ſpoiled theſtan- 
ding campe ofa wing ſited at Aſciburg, and ſo ſodainely aſfaul- 
ted the enemies campeat Gelduba,that Vocula had noleyſureto 
ſpeaketothe ſouldiers, ortodiſplay the ranckes:thus much one- 
ly, asina tumult, hee warnedro ſtrengthen the middle bartell 
with Legionarie ſouldiers , atid the Auxiliaries to caſt them- 
ſelues about on euery ſide. Then our horſemen brake forth, 
and ſecing the enemiein good order and array to receiue them, 
they turned theirbackes,and fled roward their footmen:whereu- 
pon a ſlaughter enſued and no gating. The cohorts alſo of the 
Nerujthrough feare orfalſehood fled,and baredthefides ofour 
men ; and ſo way was made to our Legionary ſouldiers, who 
beoanne now to be ouerthrowen within the trenches, and to 
loſe their enſeignes ; whenas ſodainly with a newe ſupply the 
fortune ofthe battaile was changed.

and winning were negligent both aliketo follow their fortune. 
ForitCluilis had furniſhed his {ide with greater forces,they could 
neuerhaue bene by ſo fewe cohorts encloſed about:&the campe 
of the Romans being, asiewas, by force brokenvp, had doubr- 
leflebene vtterlyrazed. Voculalikewiſe lacking ſcowtsabroad: 
tolignifie the enemies. approche was ſodainly ſurprized; and ſo 
in one moment went outtofighr, and was ouercome: afterward 
winning moreby lucke then deſert,& not truſting hisown victory 
norvſingthe benefite thereof, he vainely trifled out many daies 
before he would marche toward the enemy; whom ifhe had pre- 
ſently followed, & purſued the courſe ofhis vitoryeff-Qually,he 
might at that blow haue raiſed the ſicge of the Legios at Vetera, 
 NIIIT. Uoculaputteth {ruilis to flight, andentreth Vetera, 

Iv1t1sinthe meanetime had aſſayed to induce theLegios to 
_ —ſurrendre,asthough the Romans had beene quite ouerthro-= 
wen, &hjs menobtained anentier victory. for prooffe whereofhe 
commanded the Romanenſeignes, and banners to be caried a- 
bout, andthe priſoners produced inſight, whereof one ventu- 
red worthely, and declared alowde how the whole matter had 
paſſed, 8&:waskilledin theplace by the Germans, whichthing cau. 
ſed themwithinto belecue his relationtheberter, and withallby 
the waſting & burning of the villages they raight diſcerne, that 
their owne viſtorious army was comming. When Vocula came 
neare vnto Veterahe commanded the enſeigns to' be pitched 
inthe ſight ofthe campe,and aditchand trenche to becaſtround 
about: that laying aſide their baggage and needelefle furni- 
ture inplace of fafetic, rhey might fight more lightlic aud lefle 
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ad encombred. Whereupon the ſouldiersbeganrſe toexclame,cry- 
0. ing to goctothe bartaile, and now they were growentothatcu- 
as tome tothreaten their Leader, So without raking ſo muchrime 
iq asonely to ſetthe bartellinarray, diordied. dnl tiedphey be- 
- ganne thefight; for Civilis was ready tv preſent them the bat- 
'C raile, repoſing no lefle affyance inthe follies and faults of his e- 
'S nemies, theninthevertue and valure of his owne people. Of 
'e the Romanſide the matterwenrdoubrfull and hard, andthemoſt 
'$ murinous prooued the moſt daſtards: ſome there were which 
A mindefull of the vitorie lately obreined kepttheir ſtanding, gal- 
2 led the enemie, and animated themſelues and their fellowes. The 
's bartaile being thus brought backe againe, whicherewhile ina 
1 maner was loſt, they held vptheir handes torhemin the campe, 
C that they ſhould notnegle@ro vſethe opportunity, whobehol. 
4 ding allthings from the walles, iſſued forthar allthe gates, and 
1 chance Ciuilis being by the fall of his horſe overthrowen, of 
) both fides was thought to be wounded or flaine; which greatly 
diſmayed his men and cauſed them to breake, and contrarilie 
put courage in ours. But Vocula purſued not the chace, bur 
q entringVetera onely augmented rhe rampiers,and towers of the 


campe,asagainſt a neweſiege, being had ina ielofie,by this kinde 
ofcolde dealing, to deſire the continuance of the warre: and 
not without cauſe, having fo often marred ' the victoric for want 
of good following.

Or n19G diſtreſſed our ſouldiers ſomuch;as lacke ofprovi- 

ſion and foode. Whereupon the cariages ofthe Legions,with 
a weake,& vnſcruiceable company,were ſentto Noueſium , that 
fromthenceby land they might furniſhthe armie with vitrailes; 
for the enemies were maſters of the riuer. The firſt convoy pa(- 
ſed peaceably without moleſtation, Civilis being not yer re- 
Covered ofhis hurte: but anone vnderſtanding another company 
. | Rj was 
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was ſent to Nouclium, and certaine cohorts aſſigned to con: 


duct them,marchingas in rime of great quiet carcleſly,notkee- 


ping themſclues totheir enſignes, burcaſting their armour and 
weapons into the wagons,and rouing about licenzioully, hee 
ſent beforeto take vp the bridges andftraites, and theningood 
ordercharged vpon them. The? battaile was fought with troupes 
diſplayed outthinnely in length, and continued doubtfull,yacill 
the night tooke yp the quarrell. The cohortsproceeded forward 
ro Gelduba,the campe ſtanding there asitwas,garded by the ſol. 
dierswhichVocula had lefr, There was noqueſtion whatperill 
there wouldbeinthereturne, the forragersbeing bur fewe,and 
heauily loaden: whereupon Voculadetermining to goe out and 
relicue them, increaſed. his armie witha thouſand men choſen 
out ofthe two Legions, which were beſieged at Vetera, the firſt 
and fifteenth, aſtubborne and hedſtrong fouldier, and hating his 
captaines, More went then were commanded, at theirgoing 0+ 
enly murmuring,that they would no longer endure famine,nor 
be obnoxious to the ſecrete practiſes of the Lieutenants : bur 
thoſe which remayned behinde complained,that they,bycarying 
away ſo many men, were forſaken, and lefras apray tothe enc- 
mice . Whercupon a double mutinee grewgthe one partrecalling 
Vocula ſceditioully,andthe otherinlike fortrefuſingrtoreturne a. 
gainetothe campe, Inthe meanc ſeaſon Ciuilis beſieged Vetera, 
Vocula marchethro Gelduba,and lcauing Gelduba(which Ciui- 
lis ſtraight way tooke vp)tro thence to Noueſium, notfarre from 
whence, ſhortly after, his horſemen skirmiſhed with theenemy 
proſperoully.But proſperity & aduerſty inflamed alikethe ſoul- 
dirs to ſeeke their captaines deſtrution:and the Legions being 
augmented, by thatincreaſe out of thefiftand fifteenth Legion, 
more inſolentlyrequired their donatiue, vnderſtanding that mo- 
neywasſent from Vitellius. Whercupon Hordeonius,withour 
furtherdelay, diuided the money amongſt them in Veſpaſians 
name,whichwas the principall thing that miniſtred matter,& fed 
the mutinee which followed , For the ſouldiers,hauing idle ſpen- 
ding money,gauethemſelues to ryor and banquertting,and afſem_ 
blies by night, and by that meanes renewedtheir former wrath 
and diſpleaſureagainſt Hordeonius,whomthey haled out of his 
chamber &llew, none of the Lieutenants or Tribunes daring ro 
gainſay,or withſtandthem being hardened,by reaſon ofthe nighe 
| ſcaſon, 
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ſeaſon,againſt allmodeſtie and ſhame. The like was intended 


againſt Vocula, if hee had not in abondmans attire eſcaped 
ynknoweninthedarke. Afoone asthe heate of their fury was 
paſt, they fell ro conſiderthe danger whercinthey did ſtande, & 
ſentby and by Centurions with lettersto the cities of France, de- 
firing ſupply ofmoney and men, themſelues when Ciuilis appro= 
ched,asthe common ſort without headis headlong,feareful,and 
ſluggiſh,raſhly rooke yp their weapons, &ſoone laying thedowne 
ranne away, Aduerlity breddiſcorde, thoſe of the ypper armie 
diſioyning their cauſe fromthe others.Notwithſtanding the ima. 
gesof Vitellius were ſetvpagaine in the campe, andinthe citties 
of Belgium adioyning,whenas Vitellius himſelte wasnow down, 
Thenthe ſoldiers of the firſt Legion and the fourth & eighteenth 
yponrepentancecamein, and ſubmitted themſelues vnto Vocu- 
Ja,atwhoſe handes receyuing againe the oath to Veſpaſian, they 
wereled forthto raiſe the ſiege at Magontiacum.The army which 
beſieged it (conſiſting of Catti, Vſipy and Martiaci) wasalready 
departed away loadenwith ſpoiles,& being by our men merwith 
onthe way ſcattered &atvnawares,was inpartputtothe ſworde,

day of January . Muttanus ſupplanteth

N the meane ſeaſon Veſpaſianus ſecondtime Conſull & Titus qt 2enght 


in abſence entered their office,the cittie being in great anguiſh 
&diverſely perplexed,beſides the miſcrices which preſently they 
felr,vponafalſc alarme ofthe reuoltof Africke,&the rebellion of 
Piſo Proconſull there, a man ofmilde and quiet diſpoſition: bur 
becauſe throughthetepeſtuouſnes ofthewinterthe ſhippes came 
nothome,the poore people which day by day were accuſtomed 
tobuy bread, and cared fornothing els of common affaires but 


 corne, feared thatall the ſhippes of that coaſt were purpoſely 


ſtayed,andthecornedetained,and fearing quickly belecucd it.In 
which imaginary conceyt the Vitellianiſts alſo confirmed them, 
| Ruj who 
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who had notasyet wholly left of their former affetions and hu- 
mours. Neither was the rumour difpleafing ynto the winners, as 
hoping to make their profitthereby, whoſe inſatiable luſt and de- 
firesno forraine warre, muchleſle any ciuill vitorie could euer 
fill orcontent. Thefirſt of Ianuary the Senate was aflembled by 
»>Towbomic Tulius Frontinus the®Citty-pretor,and ſolemne thanks with praiſe 
belonged, in CONCluded vponto the Licutenants and armies,and kings which 
thecen>b-19 frended the cauſe. The Pretorſhip alſo was taken from Tertius [u- 
Sencze., = Iianus,becauſe he had forſaken his Legion applyingitſelfe ro Veſ 
» One Mu- paliis fide,& beſtowed vpoPlotius Þ Griphus. Hormus was made 
M4132. aGentlemanofRome,& ſtraightwaiesFrontinus reſigning, Do- 
mitianus Czfartooketheplace.In hisnameall letters were write 
& edicts publiſhed, burthe power and direction of affayres reſted 
in Murianus, ſave that Domitian eytherpricked forward by his 
frends, orypon his ownepleafure, and luſt preſumed io doema- 
ny things ofhimſelfe. But Mutianus principall feare was of Anto- 
nius Primus and Arius Varus, whom, beſide thatthey were great- 
ly renowned fortheirlate famous exploytes,and in great credit 
withthe ſouldicrs, the common people alſo loued wel,becauſe 
they had flainenone butinthefield . Moreover it was giuen out 
by ſome, that Antonius had (ollicited Scribonianus Craſſus, a ma 
of great honour, both inreſpe&tofhis worthy anceſtours, and of 
| * Piſs, whom his late * brothers highplace, to take ypon himtheſtare, aſſuring 
we him ofa ſufficientnumber of complices to vphold & maintaine 
it,had notScribonianus refuſed the offer;a man ſo greatly fearing 
yncertainties, that cuen an aſſured certainty could not ealely 
haueſturred him. Therefore Mutianus, becauſe Antonius open- 
ly could not be put downe, ſpent vpon him many good woordes, 
and great connendations inthe Senate houle, and ſecretely la- 
ded him with promiſes, putting him in hope of nearer Spaine, 
which by the departure of Cluujus Rufus lay voyde,and beſtow- 
ed vpon his frends Tribune(hippes, & Captainſhippes liberally. 
And when Mutianus hadfilled with theſe windes of hope and de- 
ſire his empty vainglorious minde, heproceeded ſuttellyroin- 
_  fringehispower,& vrterly puthim out ofhis ſtrength, by diſmiſ-

"XVII. Certaine matters which paſſed in the Senate. 
THE day that Domitian, afterhisnewe honourcame intothe 
Senate, he made abriefe and curteous ſpeech concerning his 
fathers , and brothers abſence, and of his owne greene yeares © 
and lacke of experience,with acomely grace and decent behaui- 
onr:his often bluſhing and being out of countenance, his quali- 
tics being notyerknowen abroad, wasreputed modeſty & baſh- 
fulnes. Whenas he propoſed that Galba ſhould be reſtored to his 
honour anddignity , Curtius Montanus was of opinion, that the 
memory of Pio alſo ſhould be ſolemnized, the Senators allowed 
of both:howbeitconcerning Piſo itrrooke noneeffeR. After this, 
certainwere alotted toſcereſtitution made of thoſe things,which 
had beene by forcetakenawayin thewarre ; and ſome others to 


view &ſet vp the braſentablesof the lawes,which by*tra& of time »ny the bur: 
ning of the 


* weredecaied;& others to reforme & purgethe publicke records, 21501... 


andregiſters,whichby flattery oftimes were corrupted, & ro mo. pon oi 
derate and ſtintthe publicke expenſes. TertiusTulianus was reſto- furs, * * 
red to his Pretorſhip,after itwas knowenthathe fled ro Veſpaſian: 
notwithſtanding Griphus kepthis roome too. Then the Senate a- 

warded, thatthe cauſe betweene Muſonius Rufus, and Publius 

Celer thould be reuiued and determined : and fo Publius was c6- 
demned,& fatiſtationmade ro the loule of Soranus. Inthis daies 

worke asthe publicte'ſcuerity ofthe Senate was notable, fo pri- 

uately Muſonius wanted not his due commendation,for hauing 
iudicially proſecuted ſoiuſt areucnge:ascontrarily Demetrius » que.r6. 3, 
the Cynicke was generally blamed, tor that ambitiouſly , & with- J{7meamoer 
out regard of his credit, he had lenthis hand toproteRta manifeſt evil. uz. 
offender: for Publius himſelfe had neither ſpirite nor rongue to 

pleade his ownecauſe . When the ſigne was giuen,and aflagge 

of reuenge, as it were, ſer out againſt the accuſers, Tunius 
Mauricus requeſted Domitian, that it wouldpleaſe himtocom- 
municate a copie tothe Senate of the Princes recordes and pa- 

pers, whereby they mightbee certified particularely, who had 

required to hauethe accuſing of whom. Anfwere was made, that 

the Princes aduiſe was to be askedinacaſc of thatwaight: where-

had diſcontinued . The Senatours, when they ſawe they wete 
croſſed in followingtheir liberty, medled no further, and Muri- 
anvs, leſtthe iudgement of the Senate ſhould ſeemero bee little 
regarded, and a generall pardon as it were proclaimed of all 
crimes commirted vnder Nero , commanded O4auius Sagicta 
and Antiſtius Softanus, Senatoursby calling , whichwerewith- 
outleauereturned fromexile, tobe reduced intothe ſame ilands 
againe, 2 Oftavius had frequented with Pontia Poſthumia ano- 
ther mans wife adulterouſly, and becauſe ſherefuſed after to ma- 
ry him, he ſlewe hervponextreme paſsion of loue: Sofianus b 
his lewde qualities had beene the ruine of many: both of them 
had beene condemned and baniſhed by a heauy ſentence of the 
Senate, andothers being reſtored they werelefte ſtill inthe ſame 
penalty . Bur Mutianus could not with all this wipe the ill opiuion 
away of his former dealing. For Sofjanus and Sagitta were men 
vile and of no account, neither martteredir where they liucd: buc 
the acculers great gitts,great wealthand greatpower, being men

feare; the reſt ofthe ſoldiers preſent witha ſhowte furthering their 

teares,anddeclaring themſcluesro fauourtheircauſe: and fo for 
thatdaythe matterwas ſhut vp. Some fewedaies after Domitian 
inanoration made offer vnto them of lande and poſſcſsions,who 

being nowaflured and outof all feare did boldly refuſe it, pray- 

ing to haue their former ſeruice and wages againe. it wasbut a 
Proyer,mary ſuch as could not be denied: and {othey were recei-

_— firſt certaine former matters, which may ſeemeto haue mi- 


niſtred chiefly occaſion, and cauſe to ſuchlike inconueniences. 
TheLegionin Africke,andthe Aydes aſsigned to gardethe fron- 
tiers of the Empire that way,in the time of Auguſtus, and Tibc- 
rius, were vnderthe gouernemenr of the Proconſull, till Caiusa 
Prince of a troubled braine, and hauing in iclouſie M. Silanus, 

who 
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who then was Proconſull of Africke , remooued the Legion 
from the Proconſull, deliuering ittoa Licutenant ſent forthat 
purpoſe. The parting of an office thus betweene two without ſub. 
ordination, and their charge and points of commisſion lying 
intermingled, and running ioyntly rogether, bred and nouri- 
ſhed, as was intended, diſcorde and quarrels: and fo through (i- 
niſter emulation theLieutenants office incroched and grew, ei- 
ther becauſe they continued longer in charge, or becauſe in- 
feriour perſons commonly take more payne, and delight in 
contending with their ſuperiours, the greateſt men of the Pro- 
conſuls ſeeking rather ſafety then might. Now atthis time Va- 
lerius Feſtus was Lieutenant of the Legion there, a riotous 
youngman, and one thargaped after great matters, but much 
perplexed inminde, by reaſon he was ſonearelyallyed to Vitelli- 
us. This Valeriusin his often conferences which hee had with 
Piſo, whether heperſwaded himtortake vpon him the ſtate, or 
oppoled himſelfe againſt Piſoes ſolliciting itis vncertaine (for 
artheir ſecrere communication none was preſent beſide: and 
when Piſo was ſlaine moſt men inclined to fauour the ſlayer) 
certaine itis, that theprouince and ſouldiers were ill affe&ed 
toward Veſpaſian. And ſome of the Vitellianiſts eſcaping our 
of the Citty, layed downe before Pilo the great poslibility ofct- 
fecuating that purpoſe : that France was in termes of re- 
uolting, Germanie readie to fide themſelues with him, adioy- 


ning the danger wherein hee ſtoode forhis owne perſon, and 


thatina ſuſpeted peace open warre was the onely ſafe courſe. 
As theſe things were in doing , Claudius Sagitra capraine of 
the Petrin wing came thither, hauing out-ſayled Papirius a 
Centurion ſent by Mutianus, and anowched thattheſayed Cen- 
turion had commisſion to diſpatch Piſo: that his kinſman and 
ſonnein lawe Galerianus was already diſpatched in Rome; ſo 


that the onely hope of ſafety conſiſted in venturing boldly: 


and of venturing there were but two wates, either ſtraight to 
rake armes , or ſayling into France to offer himſelfe there for 
ahead to the Vitellianarmies, Notwithſtanding all which al- 
legations Piſo perſiſted vnmooueable: and anone the Centuri- 
on ſent by Murtianus came; who, affoone as he arriued at the 
porte of Carthage, proclaymed Piſo Emperour, wiſhing to 


him as Prince all ſucceſſe and proſperity, and requiring all that 
hee 
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heemet, being amazedatthe wonder, roioyne inthe ſame'crye, 
The credulous common people flockedinthe market place and 
demanded the preſence of Piſo,fillingthe cirty with ſhowrs 8 ac- 
clamatjons ofioy,partly yponnegligence to ſearchouttherruth, 
and partly vpon apleaſureinflatterie.BurPiſo,whether vponthe 
intimation ofSagitta,or of his ownemodeſty,refrained from go- 
ing abroad & commirring himſelfe to the peoples diſcretion : & 
examining the Centurion, percciuing itwasbuta ſnareto entrap 
him, & ſotomake him away, he commanded himto be ſlaine,not 
ſo much forhope of eſcaping himſelfe by ſo doing, as vponiuſt 
indignation againſtthe Centurion, becauſe the ſame man had 
beene one ofthe murtherers of Clodius Macer, & mentto bring 
his hands latelyembrued withthe bloud ofa Lieutenant now ro 
the ſlaughter of a Proconſull. Thenhe checked the Carthagi- 
nians with aſharpeand ſcucre edi&, and ceaſedroexecureecuen 
the vſuall points of his office, keeping till withindores, leſt any 
' occaſion of new commotion by miſchance might ariſe. Feſtus 
ynderſtanding how the people wasdaunted and daſhed,the Cen- 
turion ſlaine, and other occurrencies parttrue, part falſe, or en- 
larged and amplifyed,as fame feedethin going, ſendeth certaine 
| horſemen to murther Piſo; who making all haſt in the dawning 
RS. + of the day brakeinto the houſe of the Proconſull with drawen 
*| ſwordes, the moſtpart notknowing Piſo by ſight, being Auxili- 
| arics of the cuntrey, and Moores vicked out forthe purpoſe. 
Whereupon meeting one of his ſeruants, not farre from his bed- 
chamber, they askedhimwhohewas, and where Piſowas to be 
* Ffounde: the ſeruantperceyuing his maſters danger, notably and 
| reſolutely anſwered, that hee was Piſo, and fo was preſeitlic 
| (aincin theplace: by and by after Piſohimſelfe was maſſacred. 
For there was in the company Bebiuvs Maſſa, one of the Pro- 
curatours of Africke, that knew him; even then a woorker of 
2d mens deſtruion , and one that often will fall into the 
courſe of this ſtory, as an inſtrument of the miſchieffes, and a 
. elnDmiiev cauſe of the miſcries that wee ſuſtayned ®afterwarde. Feſtus 
x OE. in the meane time ſtayed at Adrumetum to watch how the mat- 
| ſole, ter ſucceeded,&from thencewenttothe Legion, where he com- 
manded CetroniusPiſanusthe Camp.maſtertobe committed to 
| ot ward, vpon priuare diſpleaſures betweenethem, pretending that 


hewasanabcttour, and complice ofPiſo.Some ſoldiers alſo and 
| Cen- 
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| Centurionshe puniſhed, and ome he rewarded: neither of them 


for anydeſert,butbecauſe he would ſeeme to haue ended awarre. 
Then herooke vp the debates betwcene the®Ophenſes and Lep- 
titani, which of ſmall beginnings, as robbing of cattell andcorne 
from the cuntrey-men, were now by force of armes maintay- 
ned in the field, For the Ophenſes being the weaker fide had 
called the Garamantes to aydethem, a ſauage people and alro- 
gether giuen to robbing and ſtealing vpon their neighbours: 
whereupon the Leprirani were hardly beſtedde, and theirfieldes 
being round about waſted, trembled for feare within the wal- 
ledrownes, till ſuch time as the cohorts and wings came, who 
ut the Garamantes to flight, and recouered all the ſpoile, ſaue 
onely that which certaine out-riders had caryed further into 
the cuntrey , and (olde there among their wilde inaccesfible

AFr en thebattellat Cremona,and good newes from all quar. 

ters, many of all ſortes hazardedtoputthemſeluesvpon the 
rough winter ſeas, and failed with ſafety to cary Veſpaſianthe 
newes that Vitellius was (laine: & king Vologeſus embaſſadours 
werethere offering forty thouſande Parthian + horſemento ayde 
him. [twas aglorious andioyfull rhing,to be ſought vnto with 
offers of ſogreat asſiſtance,& yetnotto neede them. Sothankes 
were giuento Vologeſus,andhe willedtoſende an embaſlageto 
the Senate, & aſſure himſelfe ofpeace withthe Romans. Veſpa- 
ſian converting his caresvponlralie, & the affayres ofthe citty, 
was args Fare hardly concerning Domirians dea- 
lings, asif he had >paſſedthe bounds ot his age,and caried him- 
ſelfe aboue his compaſſe, ratherlike an Emperourthen an Em- 
perours ſonne. Therefore the moſt ſerviceable part of his ar- 
my hedeliuercth ouer to Titus willing him to proſecute & finith 
the Iewiſh warre.[tis reported that Tirus before his «departure v- 
ſed long ſpeech &entreaty with his father,defiring him norto be- 


| keuelightly,or entecin cholerat the tale of eucry backbiter, but 
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rather ro reſerue himſelfe free foran indifferent audience, and 
cary a placable mindetowardes his own ſonne, Forneither were 
Legions nor nauies ſoſtrong defences and rampiers of aPrin- 
ceseſtate, asthe multitude of children, Frendes with time and 
fortune, ſometimes by vnaduiſed deſires, or ouerſights, de- 
creaſe, fall fromvs and fade, whereas a mans owne bloud clea- 
ueth faſt, and cannotbe diſioyned: eſpecially in Princes, whoſe 
proſperity as well may others enioy, buttheir aduerſity roucheth 
noneneare, buttheir neareſt in bloud: and how ſhould they two 
being brethren agree,ifthe father gaue notfirſt an example. Vel- 
paſiannot ſo much pacifyed toward Domitian, as delighted with 
the good nature of Titus bad him be of good comfort, and looke 
to his chargein aduancing the weale publicke with armes in the 
field;himſelfe would take order with matters of peace, & dome- 
ſticall affaires. Thenhe committed to ſea,which as yetwastempe- 
ſtuous, his beſtſhippes of fayke fraught with corne: for the Citty 
was in ſuchdiſtreſſe,and ſtoode in thoſe termes offamiſhing,rhat 
whenthe corne came from Veſpaſian, they hadnotatall in their 
| ſtorehouſes abouetendayes prouiſion, Asconcerning the ſer- 
ting vp ofthe Capitoll againe,he!!committed the charge thereof « |: 
to Lucius Veſtinus a Gentleman of Rome, butfor autority and 
countenance one ofthe principallmen of the citty; by whom the 
ſoothfayersbeing called together exprelly charged, that the re- 
liques ofthe formertepleſhould be conueied &caried awayinto 
the mariſhes, & the newereQedvponthe ſelfe ſame foundation:

WH ex the death of Virellius was heard of in France and 


* * Germanie, itdoubledthe warre. For Ciuilis now lay- 
ing aſide disfimulation declared himſelfe, and made open warre 
againſt theRomanEmpire. TheLegions which had ſerued Vi- 
tellius withed rather forraine bondage, then to haue Veſpaſian 
their Prince, The Frenchmen conceiwed courage, and hope of 
freeing themſclues fromthe yoke, ſuppoſing that the ſame for- 
tune was befallen to ourarmies inall places alike: and indeede 
arumour was noyſed thatour ſtanding campes in Pannonia and 
Mceſia were ſtraitly beſieged by the Sarmatians and Dacians: 
the like was reported.of Britannie. But nothing perſwaded 
them ſo mucho belecue,that the Roman Empire was come to 
an ende, as the burning of the Capitoll. For the cittie had 
beene once before taken by the French, but the ſeate of In- 
piter then being vntaken the Empire ſtoode and remayned:

Soit wasthoughr 
more conuenient by faire meanesto allure themto the party, 
&thar the Licutenantsalone being made away, the common ſol- 
dicrs would eaſily be wunne to the {ide vpon guiltineſle of their 
owne miſdeeds,and hope ofimpunity.This was the forme of their 
firſt conſultation, and ſome were ſentabroadinto Franceto kin- 
dle andſtirre vp the warre:they themſcluesprerended all ſubic&i- 
on and obedience to Vocula, thatthey might oppreſle himat the 
morevnawares . Vocula had ſecrete intelligence hereof,buthee 
had not forces to puniſh it,his Legiens being both thinne,and vn- 
ſtedfaſt.Sobetweene vnſure ſouldiers,and ſecretenemies, ſuppo- 
ſing itthe beſt way thatnowhe could take tovſe their owne artes 
againſtthem,he difſembled the matter &went downero Coleyn. 
_ Thither Claudius Labco was eſcaped, hauing corrupred his kee- 
pers;who as before we haue faide was taken, and confined our of 
the way into riſa, and promiſing thatif hee might haue men hee 
would goe into Batauia,and reunite the greateſt partof the cun- 
trey againe to the Roman Empire: hauing a prety company of 
horſemen & footemen aſsigned, he durſtnot enterpriſe any thing 
amongſt the Batauians, but drew certaine of the Nerujj and Be- 
thaſj after him into the fielde,and rather by ſtealth, then by way of 
open inuaſton,made ſome incurſions ypon the Caninefates and 
Marſaci, |

Tutor with a ſtrong power lay about Coleyn, and brought 
both them, and allthe ſouldicrs whichlay vponthevpper bancke 
of the Rhene, to the ſame oath, flaying the Tribunes at Magon- 
tiacum, and driuing away the Campemaſter which refuſed 
roſweare, . Claſsicus ſuborned certaine of the lewdeſt compa- 
nions of thoſe which had yeelded themſelues, commanding them 
to goe to Vetera, and theretoproclame pardon to all thoſe, thar 
would ſubmitrhemſeluesto follow the preſent courſe: otherwiſe 
to looke for no hope but ſivorde, and famine and all extremities, 
They which were ſent vied alſo their owne example as a motive 
vnto them.

C [v1z1s and Clasficus puffed vp with proſperous ſucceſle 
made a queſtion,whetherthey ſhould permicthe citty of Co- 
leyntobe ſacked by their ſouldiers. Theirnaturallinclination to 
cruelty and couctouſneſſe drew them that way, bur the pollicie 
of warre was againſt it, and eſpeciallic the opinion of clemen- 
cie needtull in thoſe which are to founde a newe Empire: the 
remembrance alſo of a priuate benefite made Ciuilis more 
tractable rowarde them, becauſe in the very beginning of the 
troubles taking his ſonne in their rowne they commirred him 
ro honourable cuſtodie.

IN like maner neither did the Treueri, nor Lingones, nor the 
© reſt of the ſtates thatreuolred, cary themſeclues as the weight 
ofthecauſe andthe danger required : euenthecaptaines them- 
ſelues conferred not counfailes together. But Ciuilis wandred a. 
bout the wildes of Belgium to catch Claudius Labeo, orels to 
chaſc him out ofthe cuntrey: Clasſicus lay forthemoſt part idle 
and lazy, and as itwere tooke the fruition of his ſuppoledly got. 
ten kingdome. Tutor alſo (lacked ro make himſelfe ſtrong ypon 
the vpper bancke of the riuer, and with garriſon to poſſeſſethe 
paſſages andheights ofthe Alpes, whileſtinthe meanetimethe 
one and twentieth Legion brake infrom Vindoniſla, and Sexti- 
 liusFelix, withthe Auxiliary cohorts by the way of Rhcetia: yn- 
 towhomawingofthorſemencalledSingulares(whomarching at 
thefirſt by Vitellius appointmEttowardlIralie reuolted afterward 
to Veſpaſian) adioyned themſeJues. Their captaine was Iu-

with feare:who atthefirſt killed zcohort ſent before by Sextilius 


| Felix, and anone when the Roman captainesand armics appro= 


ched, redeeming their former faultfled'ouer torhem, and were 
followed by the Triboci, Vangiones and Caracates . SoTutor 
being left alone with his Treueri eſchewing Magontiacum fled 
ro Bingium, truſting vpon the ſtrength of the place, becauſe hee 
had broken downe the bridge of the riuer Naua: but Sextilius 
withhis cohortes following his footelteppes,and finding aforde 
diſcried his power, and ouertlirew ir. This diſcomfitureryrrerly 
diſcouraged the Treueri: and the common peoplecaſting their 
weapons away returned to their husbandry. And certaineof the 
nobility that they might ſeemero bee formoſt inlaying:hoſtility 
alide, fled ro thoſe citties for retvge which had-not broken 
with the Romans . TheLegions, which, as before wee decla- 
red, went by commaundemenr from Noueſiumr and Bonna to

Triers, voluntarily reſumed -the -oath to Veſpaſian . Theſe 


things were done in the abſence of Valentinus ; who-at his re 
rurne, in adeſperate fury andrage ſtirred the coales,and'kindled 
the fire anew , Whereupon the Legions got-them awayto the 
Mediomarrici, aſtate in league withthe Romans: and Valenti- 
nus and Tucor perſwaded the Treveri torake yp their weapons

TH 1s was the ſtate of the warre , when Perilius Cercalis 


came to Magontiacum, and by his preſence-rayſ{ed-greate 
expectation, and hope of ourſide , Cercalis hiiſelfe was de- 
firous of the bartaile , and hauing a berter grace ſometime 
to contemne the enemyes , then alwayes to beware them, 
with luſtic couragious wordes hee. inflamed: his. ſouldier, as

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purpoſing,ſoſoone as he could ouertake the enemies without de 
lay toioyneiflucin fielde, Aſupply of ſoldiersſentoutof Fraunce 
 herurnedhomeagaine, willing them to ſignitie ſomuch to thereſt 
in hisname,thatthe Romi Legions ſuffized for thedefenceofthe 
RomanEmpire:& thatal our good frends &allies{hould returne 
rotheir peaceable buſineſſe, without further care, aſſuring them- 
ſelues that the warre,now thattheRomans perſonally vndertooke._ 
it, wasas good as already diſpatched . That increaſed the obedi- 
ence of the French: for hauing recciued their men backe againe, 
theyſupported more eaſily al taxes &tributes,and were the more 
ready toperfourme all pointes oftheirduety, becauſe they ſawe 
theirhelpe wasnotneeded , But Ciuilis and Claſsicus, whenas 
they heard of the overthrowe of Tutor, the laughter ofthe Tre- 
ucri,andrhe good ſucceſle cuery where of their enemies, allin a 
fright and haſt ſecke ro vnite their diſperſed powers,ſending me1- 
ſengersin the meanetimeto Valentinus one after another, war- | 
ning him totake heedetothe maine chance, &not raſhly toven- 
ture&hazard the battel. With ſo much the more expeditio Cere- 
alis diſpatched totheMediomarrici,lying nearervponthe enemy, 
certaine to leade the two Legions thence to afſaile them on thar 
ſide: & aſſembling all the ſoldiers at Magontiacum,and the power 


 whichhehad ns rs himouer the mountaines,himſelfe mar 


ched forwarde;and at thethirde remooue came to Rigodulum, a 
lacenaturallyſtrong byreaſfon ofthe highſituation, and the ri- 
ucr Moſella cloſingitin: where Valentinus with a greatpower of 
Treueriwas encamped,and had made itſtrongerby arte, caſting 
trenches andditches abourir, and mighty huge ſtones to hinder 
the paſſage.But theſe fortifications terrified the Roman captaine 
nothing atall, but boldly hee bad the footemen breakethorow, 
and appointed his battell ofhorſemento climevpthemounraine, 
deſpilingthe enemy, whom he knew tobe rawe, and vnskilfull in 
ſeruice,andnotto hauethat aduantage by the difference of place, 
that himſelfe had by the difference ofmen. Atthe going vp of the 
hill omelitle ſtay was made, vntill the enemies had ſpent their ar- 
rowes and dartes: then commingto handy ſtroakes, they were 
drivendowneheadlong, & tumbled one ouer another, asit were 
ſtones atthe fallof a building: 8& part ofthe horſemen fetching a- | 
boutby eaſier aſcents tooke many of the chiefe nobility of Belgi- 


um priſoners, and amongſt others Valentinus Generall thatday

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of the fielde. the nextday Cerealis entred the towne of Triers, 
The ſouldiers were extremely deſirous to raze the citty, allead- 
ging, that here Claſicus, here Tutor was borne: here were the

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_ gedand(laine, whathad poore Cremonadeſerued fogreatly, as 
to be rooted out of the body of Italie, becauſe it differred the vi- 


Rory onely one night? here inthe confines of Germanie ſtoode 
the ſeaterowne of rebellionentier,& triumphing withthe ſpoiles, 
and ſlaughter of our armies and Generals, Asforthe ſpoile he 
might at his pleaſure diſpoſe oftothePrinces behoofe,they could 
be contented with the burning, and ruines of that rebellious co- 
lony,to requitethereby in ſome part the deſtruction of ſo many 
campes. Cerealis tor feare of infamy, if he ſhould be thoughe 
ronooſell his ſouldiers inlicentiouſhefle and cruelty, repreſſed 
theiranger,and they obeyed,being become now they had left off 
ciuill warre,of more modeſt behawour alſo in forreine. Then the 
miſerable & pitifull ſpeacle ofthe Legions,which came from the 
Mcdiomatrici,drew mens minds to the confiderationthereof.

pon the guilt oftheir offence wy ſtoodewith a fad and forrowful 


countenance,caſting theireies downe tothe ground, no ioyfull | 


greeting when the armies met,nor anſwering ought to thoſe that 
ſoughtto ganagr'e and comfortthem, but hiding themſelues in 
theirtents,not abiding to looke onthe light:notſomuch amazed 
with danger or feare,as withthe ſhame and diſcredit. and cucn 
the conquerous were aſtoniſhedatthe ſight, who not daring to ' 
ſpeake,begged theirpardonwith(tlence andreares, till ſuch time 
as Cerealis with comfortable wordes reuiued their ſpirits ; afhr- 
mingthatthoſe things, whichindeede cametopaſle through the. 
mutinoulſneſle of the ſouldiers,orthe diflenſion of the leaders,or 
the malice of the enemies, were but fatall miſchances, which 
could notbe eſcaped:andtherefore thatdaythey ſhould account 
thefirſt both of their ſeruice,and oath: their former fats neyther 
the Prince,nor hewould remember. Thenwere they receiuedin- 
ro the fame campe,anda proclamation made throughout all the 
bandes,thatnoman in contentionor angerſhould obie&tro any | 
of themtheir miſdeedes ormiſhappes.

N the meane ſeaſonthe enemies began to march,&approched 
oncuery ſide in ſeueral copanies: whom Cerealispermittingto 
ioine,was blamed by many for ſuffring therto vnire, with whom he 
mighthauec fought (ingle, & defeated chemeafily being diuided. 
| The 
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The Roman army caſt aditch and trench abourtheircampe,in the 
which they were before vnaduiſedly lodged withour any detence. 
Among the captaines of the otheriide there was diverſity of opi- 
nions,and the matter debated both waies, Ciuilis thought it ex- 
pedicnt to ſtay forthe Germans comming which dwelt ouer the 
Rhene;theterrour of whichnations would rreade vndertoote the 
Roman powers: as forthe Frenchmen it martered not much what 
way they weat, being nought els but a pray tothe conquerours; 
andyet the ſtrength of France, the Belgians, had either openly de. 
clared forthem,or atleaſt ſecretly wiſhed them well. Contrarily 
Tutor affirmed, thatbydelay the Romans would growe and in- 
creaſe, ſo many whole hoſtes comming in from euerylide,oneLe- 
gion being already tranſported out of Britannie, others ſent, tor 
out of Spaine,and many Legionsathande our of lralic,not of raw 
ſouldiers, butolde and well expertinwarre: as forthe Germans 
they looked for, whatwere they els but a kinde of vnprofitable 
troublesof a campe,our of all awe and obedience to ſuperiours, 
thatwould not be commanded nor ruled, butdoe all as they liſted 
themſelues ? Now formoney andygifts, the onely meanes to cor- 
rupt the Germans, the Romans had more abundancee; and no 
man was ſo haſty tofight, but would rather chuſe quictneſſe then 
danger withthe ſame hire, Whereasif they would preſently fight, 
Cerealis had no other Legions as yet, but onely the remnants of 
the German army entigled with an oathto the Empire of France. 
And moreover thistheirJate vnlooked for ſucceſle againſt Valens 
tinus,and his rude vntrained company, would be a bait vnto them 
and their General to further raſhneſſe, and therefore they would 
withourdoubt venture againe, and fo fall into the handes not of 
anynskilful youth, better ſeene inwords and babble, then arnies 
and milicare feates,butof Ciuilis and Claſsicus;atthe very ſight 
of whom the enemics would tremble, calling ro remembrance 
their former feares, and flightes, and famines, and how oft they 
had beene taken and pardoned their liues. Neither doc the Tre- 
ueri and Lingones keepe in withthe Romans now vpon loucand

ButFabius Priſcus the Lieute- 
nant, hauing croſſed the ſeas at the ſhorteſt cut, led forth the Le- 
gionby landeintothe coaſts ofthe Nerujj and Tungri;and thoſe 
cuntreys yeelded themſeluesto the Romans. As for the nauy, the 
Caninefates yenturouſly madeour againſtit,and tooke or ſuncke

by his arrogant behauiour ceaſed not to proucke diſpleaſure, 
odiouſly inculcaring at euery worde , what things hee had

of future ſucceſſe,he ſhould make ſolight anaccount of ſuch great Jemnuee: 
actions already performed, _—_— 
Nowas mn his ciuill gouernement, Agricola knowing 45 in thede- 
right well the diſpoſition and minde of the prouince, and taught ami 
alſo by experience of others,thatarmesauaylelitleto ſertle anew {grin ® 
conquered tate if iniuries and wrongs be permitred,determined 

rocut off all cauſes of warres and rebellions. And beginning at 

home, his houſefirſt of all hereformedandreſtrained, apoint of 

more hardneſſe to ſomethento gouerne a prouince. He commitr- 

red no maner of publicke affaires to bondman or freed: he recea- 

ued no ſoldier neare to his perſon vpon private affeRions of par- 

riall ſuiters, nor vpon commendation or intreaty of Centurions, 
buteleed the beſt, preſuming the ſameto bee the moſt faithfull. 

He would ſee into all things, nor exad all things totherigour: 

Tight faults he would pardon, andthe great ſcuerely corre : nor 
alwaiesprocceding topuniſh,but often content with repentance: 

chuſing rather nottopreferre tooffice and charge ſuch as were 

like to offende, then after the offenceto condemne them . The 
augmentation of tribute and corne he mollified wich equall diui- 


ding 
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ding of burdens, cuttingaway thoſe perty extorſions which grie- 
ucd the ſubic& more thenthe tribute irſelfe. for the poore peo- 
ple wereconſtrained in a mockery to waite atthe barnes which 


ſell at aprice, Scuerall waies were inioyned,and farre diſtant pla- 

ccs by the purueyours commandementes : that the cuntrey 

ſhould cary from the neareſt ſtanding campes to thoſe which 

were farre off and out of the way, till that which lay open to all 

and at hande was turned in fine tothe gaine of a fewe . By re- 

preſsing theſe abuſes ſtraight in his firſt yeare, agood opinion 

was conceyued of the peace, which either by the negligence or 
conniuence of former Lieutenants wasnow nolefle feared then 

warre.

| forſaken, Manie times they iſſued forth : for againſt a long 
ſiege, they were ſtored with a'whole yearesprouiſion , Sothey

Now in the 

ſommer, which beganne the ixt yeare of his office, becauſe a ge- 

nerallriſing in armes of all the further nations beyonde Bodorria 

was feared,and paſſages were all beſet with the power of the ene- | 

mies,he manned a fleete to ſearch the crezkes and harboroughs | 

of the ample region beyonde it,backing thenfirſt of all with a na- © 

uy the reſt of his ſtrength, and with a goodly brauc ſhewe bringing | 

warre bothby landeandbyſea. And oftfoitchanced, tharthe 

horſeman and footeman and the ſea ſoldiermer, and made merry |} 

in the ſame campe,extolling & magnifyingech their owne prow- 

eſſe and aduentures: making their vaunts and compariſons ol- 

dierlike,the one of the woods and high mountaines, the other of 

dangers oftempeſts and waues:the one of thelande and the ene- 

mie,the other of the Ocean, ſubdued. The Britans, as by the prilo- 

nersitwasvnderſtoode,were amazedalfoattheſight of thenauy, 

as though now the ſecrets of their ſea were diſcloſed, and nore- 

fuge remained if they were ouercome. Whereupon the Caledo- 

nians arming with greatpreparation and greater fame, as the ma- 

ner is of matters ynknowen, aflayled our caſtels as challengers, 

brauing 
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 brauiag and putting infeare: inſomuch that ſome of our ſide, 


which would ſeeme ro bee wiſe being daſtards indecde, countel- 
ledthe Gengrall to retire on this ſide Bodotria, and rather to de- 
partofhis owne accorde,thento be repelled withlhame, Inthe 
meane ſeaſonAgricola hath knowledge,thatthe enemies mentto 
diuide themſclues,andrto giue the onſet in ſeucrall companies, 
Whereuponleſt he ſhould be incloſed abour,& intrapped by their 
multitude and skill inthe cuntrey,he marched alſo with his army 
diuidedin three.

barcked themſcluesinthree veſſels, compellingthe Maſters b 
force to execute their charge : and onely one doing his of 
fice, the other rwo peing ſuſpected and thereupon flaine, this 
ſtrange going out, the fact being yet not noyſed abroad, was 

azed and wondred at . Afterward beeing driuen,yncertain- 
jg hither and thither , and aſlayling the Britans which ſtoode 
in defence of their owne, often preuayling and ſometimes re- 
pulſed , they came at the laſt ro that miſery, that they were 
enforced to cate one another, firſt of the weakeſt, then as the 
lor lighted . And thus floating abour Britannie, and lecſing 
their veſſels for lacke of goucrnement , they were intercepted 
firſt by theSucuians,and then by the Friſians,as pyrats and rob- 
bers, and ſome of them being bought by merchants as ſlaues, 
and by change of maſters brought ro our ſide of the riuer,grew 
into anameby giuing firſt notice of fo greatand ſorare an ad- 
venture.

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As Agricola was yet ſpeaking, the ſouldiers gaue greattokens of

feruency, and when he had ended accompanied the ſpeech with a 
toyfull applauſe,and ranneſtraightwaics totheir weapons. Agri- 
cola ſeeing them ſufficiently animared , and ruſhing furioully tor- 
ward, ws 0 his men inthismaner , Withthe Auxiliary foote- 


thouſand horſe hee put on both ſides inthe wings; commanding 
the Legions toſtand behinde, beforethetrench of the campe, to 
the greaterglory of the victory, if itwere obtained without Ro- 
man bl-ud,otherwiſc for aſsiſtance and ſuccour, if the vantgatrd 
ſhouldberepelled. TheBritans were marſhalled in the higher 
grouad,fitly bothtothe ſhew andtoterrifie,the firſt batalionitan- 
ding onthe plaine, thereſtin the aſcent of the hill, knit and ri- 
ſing as it were one ouer another: the middle of the fielde 
wasfilled withtheclattering and running of * charetsand horſe- 
men. Then Agricola percciuing the enemie to exceede him in 

number, and fearing leſt he ſhould be afſayledon the front and 

flanckes both atone inſtant, diſplaied hisarmy in length: and al- 


"though by that meanesthe batrell would become diſproportio- 


nably long,and many aduized him to takein the Legions, yet be- 
ing more forward to hope, thenyeelding to feare, hee reiected 


- men, being eight thouſand, hee fortified the middle barrell: three

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the counſaile, and leauing his horſe auanced himſelfe before /# 4 7-9 


the enſcignes on foote. Inthe firſt encounter, before the ioy- 
ning , both ſides diſcharged and threw : wherein the Britans em- 
ploying both arte and valure,with their great ſwordes and little 
rargets,auoyded ourthrowes, orſhooke them off, darting with- 
all great ſtore againſt vs of theirs: tillarlength Agricola ſpying 
his vantage exhorted three Barauian cohorts,and two of the Tun- 
griansto prefle forward, and bring the matterto handy ſtrokes 
and dint of the ſworde;a thing which they inreſpe& of long ſer-. 
uice were able readily to performe, and contrarily tothe ene- 
mies preiudiciall,and hurtfull by reaſon oftheirlittle bucklers, & 
huge ſwordes:forthe fwordes ofthe Britans, being blunt pointed, 
were no way fitforthe cloſe or for open fhght.Now asthe Bataui- 
ans beganne to deale blowes,toſtrike withthe pikes of their buck 
lers,tomangletheir faces, and hauing ouerborne intheplaine all 
that reſiſted,to march vp the mountaines, the reſt ofthz cohortes 
gathering courage vpon emulation violently bet downe al about 


th&,& many halfe dead,or wholly vatouched , wereleft for haſt of

winning the fielde. Inthe meane time the charets mingled them- 
ſclues with the bartell of the footemen, and the troupes of the 
horſemen beganne for to flee: who albeit they had lately terrifi- 
ed others, werenow diſtreſſed themſclues by the vncuenneſle of - 
the ground, and thicke ranckes of their enemies.Neither wasthe 
forme of thefight like a looſe skirmiſh of horſemen to and fro, 
bur ſtanding ſtill and maintaining their places they ſought by 
maine weight of horſes,to breake and beare downe one another, 
The wandring wagonsalſo,and maſterleſle horſes atrighted, as ir 
happened them by feareto be guyded, ouer-bare many times of 
their frendes which met them,or thwarted their way . Nowthe 
Britans,which ſtoode aloofe from the battell onthe height of the 
hilles,and at their good leyſure diſdained our fewneſſe, beganne 
ro comedowne by little andlittle, & ro compaſle abour the backs 
of ourmen, which werenow in traine of winning the fielde: bur 
Agricola ſuſpecting as much,oppoſed againſtthem fower wings 
of horſemen purpoſely retayned about him for ſodaine diſpat- 
ches,and chances of warre,andrepulſed them backe as ſharply,as 
fiercely they ranneto aflayle. So the counaile of the Britans tur- 
ned ypontheir owne 499 : andthe wings were commanded to 
forſake the battell and follow the flight . Then might you haue 
ſcencin the open fields a grieuous and pitifull ſpectacle,purſuing, 
wounding, taking, and killing of them which were taken when o- 
thers were offered. Now whole regiments of the enemies, accor- 
ding to their ſeuerall diſpolitions,though armed and moe innum- 
ber,turnedtheir backestothe fewer:others ynarmed ſoughttheir 
owne death, offering themſelues voluntarily to the laughter. 
Euery where weapons lay ſcattered and bodies, and mangled 
limmes : the ground euery where imbrued with bloud:and ſome- 


 timeseueninthemwhich wereouercome, appeared now at their 


ende both anger and yalure ., Whenthey approched the woods, 
vniting themſclues,they intrapped vnawares ſome of the fore- 
moſt of our men, which vnaduizedly followed,not knowin g the 
cuntrey: and vnlefle Agricola had with his preſence cuerywhere 
aſsiſted arneede,fetting aboutthem of hisbraueſt and moſtrea- 
die footemen, asitwerein forme of a toyle, and commanding 
ſome of his horſemen to leaue their horſes where the paſſages 
were narrow,and others where the wood was thinne to enter on 
horſebacke, no doubtwee had taken ſome blowe by our oucr-

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muchboldneſſe. Butafterthey ſawe our men againe inſtrong ar- 
ray tofollowthe chace in good order, they fled, not in troupes as 
before,andattendingech other, burvtterly disbanded and ſingle, 
eſchewing all companie, rowarde the deſert and farre diſtant pla- 
ces, Thenight andour fulnefſe of bloud made an ende of the |

I. cannot affirme: but inthemeane ſeaſon Agricola had deliuc- 

red to hisſucceſſourtheprouincein good and peaceable ſtate. 

And left his arriuall at Rome ſhould bee noted, by reaſon of 

the multitudes of people which would goe our to ſee andro 
"i . meete him, cutting off that curteſie of his frendes, hee cn- 
tred the cittie by night, andby night, as heewas willed, came 

to 
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othe Palace. Where being admitred to the Princespreſence,and 
eceiued with a ſhort ſalutation and no ſpeech, hee ſorted him- 
elfe with the reſt of the waiters, Nowto the ende hee might 
temper and qualifie with __ parts his milirare renowne, 
a verrue vnpleaſant ro men of no aQion , hee gaue himſelfe 
wholly roquiertneſſe and medling with nothing; being in appa-« 
ell moderate, affable in ſpeech, accompanied viually bur by 
One or two of his frendes: fo that many , which commonly 
udge of greatmen by the outwarde apparence and pompe, ſce- 
ng and marking Agricola, miſſed of that which by fame they 
onceyued , fewe aimed aright at the cauſe. Often was hee 
nthoſe dayes accuſedto Domirian in abſence, and in abſence 


*acquitted . The cauſewas neither matter of crime, nor com- 
” plainr of partic aggricued, butthe renowne of the man, andthe 
: Princes difpoſition hating all vertue , and 5 the moſt capirall 


*kinde of enemies commenders, procured the perill . And in 


rueth thoſe times enſued in the ſtare, which would not ſuf- 
xr Agricolacs name to bee buried in filence: ſo manie armies 
1 Mceſia, Dacia , Germanie , Pannonia, eyther through the 
eſſe or cowardlineſſe of the Generals caſt awaie : ſo ma- 

ic good ſouldiers, with ſo manie cohornes defeated and ta- 
en. Neither was it the queſtion then for the vtrermoſt 
doundes of the Empire and bancke of the River, but the ſtan- 
ding campes of the Legions, and the prouinces themſclues 


were in danger of leefing: ſotharloſſesbeeing heapt vpon loſ- 
" ſes, and cueryec ycare becomming notorious for ſome cala- 
- Mitie and oucrthrowe, Agricola was required by the ſpeech of 
© the people for Generall, cuerye man comparing his quick- 


pefle, reſolureneſle, and experience inwarre, with their inſuffici- 
nt and daſtardly dealings: with which kinde of talke, itis cer- 
inly knowen,Domitians eares were not ynacquainted;his faith- 
leſt ſeruants vpon loue and alleageance, the reſt vpon 
pite and enuy pricking him forwarde, being of himſelfe proneto 
he worſe So Agricola partly through his owne vertues, and 
partlie the vices of others,was drawen headlong perforce in- 'Surniw ne 
to glorie, Now the yearewas at hande, whenasthePro- aim. me

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whathe ſhould doe. Some alſo priuy tothe Princes fecretintents 
' offered ſpeechof themſelues,and asked him whether he could be 
-  contenttoaccept of the gouernement: commending atthe firſ! 
a farre off aquietlife and yoide of buſines, and proftering anone 
their mediationtothe Prince roallowhisexcuſe. Atthe laſt de- 
claringthcir purpoſe in plaine termes, by perſwaſionand threats 
they induced himto become a dire ſuitour inthat behalte roDo 
mitian : who ſetting a fained countenance yponit,and compoſing 
himfelfe tro keepe maieſty and ſtate, both heard his humble per. 
tionexcuſing himſelte from that charge,andwhenthe excuſe was 
admitted ſuffred himſelte tobe ſolemnely thanked, and was not 
alhamedof ſoodiousa benefite. Howbeitthe penſion, which was 
woontto be offered tomen of thatquality,and by him had beene 
granted to certaine,he didnot beſtowe ypon Agricola: cither be- 
ing offended itwas not ſued for, or vpon theguiltineſle of his 
owne conſcience , leſt thereby hee ſhould ſeeme ro haue bought 
«Thatis, his OUt® that thing,which he had forbidden. Itisthe property ofmans 
£ ES ouiace, NatUretO hate thoſe whom he hath hurted: beſide Domitian was 
proneand headlong to anger, and themore cloſethe more irre- 
uocable, yet was hee notwithſtanding altered and mollified by 
Agricolaes diſcretion and wary behauiour: forhee did notwith 
obſtinacy,nor vaine oſtenration of liberty,neither haſten his fame 
norhisfall. Letthemwell knowethat are woont to admire tho: 
things alone,whichare done againſt theſtreame of the time, that 
' greatmen may be found euenvnder bad Princes; that durifullo- 
Hs and modeſty, if induſtry and valure bee ioyned, may 
attainetothat degree of praiſe and renowne, which ſome follo- 
wing dangerous courſes haue afpired vnto by an ambitious 
death,withour any furtherprofitar all, bro oh 
Theende of his life brought mourning to vs,and grieffe to hi 
frends, andeuenby ſtrangers and perſons vnknowen was lames 
ted : the common ſort al{o,and thisretchles people of ours, bot! 
-  cameoftto hishouſe,andinall publickeplaces and meetings had 
ITtinſpeech,neitherdid any perſon, when he heard of his death,ct 
ther reioyce or ſodainly forgetit. And that whichprocuredthc 
greater compaſsion was a conſtantreport, thathee was made 
away by poyſon.Of mine owne knowledge dare afſure nothing 
this onely, that during the time of his ſickneſle there came from 
| Domirian, oftener then vſually are woont fromPrinces,who vil 
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by others,both ofhis ſecrereſt ſeruants &neareſtphiſicians to ſee 
him,whether as of carefulnes,or onely to ſpicI leaue itvncertaine: | 
certaine it is,thatthe day of hisdeath, every degree of his going 
away was caried in poſt to the Prince;and fewe men beſecucd the 
newsſhould be haſtened ſomuch,thathe would be {ory to heare. 


Notwithſtanding he made ſhewe of ſorrowinminde and in coun- 


tenance, being now out of danger? of thatwhich hee hated, and «T1, is,or 


one that morecaſily could diſſemble his ioy then his feare.When 


Agricolaes teſtament was read, wherein hee made Domitian co. 


heire with his moſt deare wife and moſt duerifull daughter, itwas 


the vertuous 
qualitics of A- 
gricola, 


certaine hee greatly reioyced therear, as ifit had becne aſigne of 


honour, or proceeded of iudgement:{o blinded hee was, and ſo 
greatly corrupted by conrinuall cuſtome of flatteries, thathee 
could notperceaue, thatno good father did cuer appoint forhis 
heyre any Prince but atyranne. Agricola was borne the thirteenth 
day of Iunce, CaiusCzfar beingrthirdtime Conlull,anddyed the 
b & and fiftieth yeare of his age, the fower and twentieth 
day of Auguſt, Collega and Priſcus beeing Conſuls , Of 
perſonage (if poſterity deſire to bee informed thereof ) hee was 
rather well proportioned then tall, with an affuredneſle and great 


2 gracein his countenance: 7a good man you would eaſily thinke 


him,and willingly agreat. Andalthough heedied inthe middle 
courſe of hisripe age,in reſpetofhonour and glory he liued with 
the _— for ofallthe parts of true feliciry, which conſiſteth in 
vertue,hee had fulfilled themeaſure:and hauing obtayned beſide 
Conlſulare and triumphall ornaments, whatmore could fortune 
annexeto hiscſtate?exceſle of riches he delighted notin;honou- 
rablyhee had and according to hisdegree. Yea happy may hebe 
thought and happy indeede, thateſcaped thoſe tempeſts which 
followed,leauing behinde him a daughter and wife, his honour 
notſtayned,his fame nottouched, his frendesand allies in lowri- 
ſhing ſtate. For asin ourhearing heewiſhed and hopedtoliue 
and laſt rothelight ofthis moſt bleſſed age,and ſee<Traian eſta- 
bliſhed Prince,ſo hishaſtened death had this great comforte, that 
he lived nottoſeethatlaſt and moſt miſerable time; in the which 
Domitian, not at ſeaſons and by fittes, but with a continuall 
courſe and atone blowe, as itwere, ruined theſtate. Agricola

with ſouldicrs,and all in one fury the death of fo many Conſulare

ieſt,that he would perhaps remeberit one day,,vhereaswith Domitia a Prince vmbrage 
ous & fearefull, becauſe of himſelfe he was nothing, no way was found more fit to'bring 
Agricolain diſfauour,then by comending his excellent vertues.In like maner certaine

Rome in her infancie had oache one Legion , according to Dionyſus 
and' Varro, conſiſting ofthree thouſand footemen, and three hundreth horle, as 
before itis ſhewed: notwithſtanding the wordes before alleadged of * Plutarch, a 
man ofa baſer alloy, ſeeme to import amultitude. After the Ceninenſes, and 
Antennates were incorporated, the Romans had then, ſaieth Dionyſms.1b. 2. pag. 
77, ſix thouſand ' Legionarie footemen, that is according to the viage of that time, 
two complete Legions. Inhisarmie againſt the'Sabins, Romulus armed of his 
owne people , and from his grandfather twenty thoutand tootemen., and eight hun- 
dreth = Dionyſius. pag. 78. Afterward the Sabins beeing receiued into the 
City , and the Cameriniwithothers, at his death Romulus " left the Cittie furniſhed 
of forty ſixthouſaitd footemen, and littlelefſethen * a thouſand horſe'; a great and 
almoſt incredible increaſe in one mans raigne , In the time of Tullus Hoſhlius 
third king of the Romans by the ruines of Albathe Roman forces were* doubled. 
Dionyſus .h1b, 3.pag, 1 30. Whichifit beetrue in grammatical} vnderſtanding, the 
ſtate of Rome at that time was able to make welny an hundreth thouſand men 
to the field: an exceſsiue number of ſouldiers, ſceing the whole cenſe, which 
conteined all men aboue ſeuenteene yeares, not* bond nor mechanicall, in Serui- 
us time amounted but to eighty thouſand, or cightic tower thouſand feuen hun- 
dreth, as Liuic , and the ſame Dionyſus ,pag. 167 doe witneſle ; although Fa- 

bius Pior indeede maketh it-the number o; men ablefor ſeruice, ſomething a 
proching to our number collefted by conſequence out of Dionyſius wordes , tn
